known  executive  committeeman  of  the  Holy  Name  Society.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  welcomed 
this  group  into  the  Arohdioceaan  Union  with  open  arms.  He  made  many  compli- 
mentary remarks  about  this  Society.  J.  Berck,  prominent  member  of  the  Society 
of  St.  Wenceslaus*  Parish,  made  a  short  speech.  He  remarked  on  the  fine  work 
accomplished  by  the  St.  Hyacinth's  Society.  Mr.  Tomczak  thanked  the  guest 
speakers  in  the  name  of  his  entire  group  and  asked  them  to  pay  additional  visits, 

At  2:30  P.M.,  Father  Leonard  Long,  C.R. ,  clerical  director  of  the  Society,  led 
the  entire  assemblage  of  young  men  to  the  church  for  afternoon  services.  The 
march  to  the  church  was  more  like  a  procession  than  anything  else.

of  ceremonias  was  the  pastor  of  the  parish,  Revexend  John  Sobleszczyk,  C*  R«, 
who  at  first  had  edl  the  Holy  Name  members  take  an  oath  and  then  delivered  an 
impressive  sermon  on  the  activities  of  Polish  youth.  His  concluding  words 
were:

One  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  this  Society  Is  I.  J.   Tomczalc,  Its  presi- 
dent. It  was  through  his  hard  work  that  the  membership  of  this  group  has 
grown  steadily.  Mr.  Tcmozak  predicted  that,  within  the  near  future ,  member- 
ship  will  ref eh  th6  one  thousand  mark.  He  has  written  letters  time  and  again 
to  the  membem^  asking  them  to  Interest  others  in  joining.  One  of  the  many 
other  thin^^t%|t  he  has  done  for  his  organization  was  to  get  all  the 
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members  to  attend  this  meeting.  It  was  no  easy  task.

Because  of  his  xmtiring  efforts  to  further  the  progress  of  the  St.  Hyacinth's 
Holy  Name  Society--^  report  otj  which  /efforts/  has  reached  the  office  of 
Bishop  A.  J.  McGavick — he  Iras  appointed  a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Archdiocesan  Union.

In  addition  to 
participating  in  the  activities  of  the  Society,  he  is  chaplain  both  of  the  St. 
Hyacinth's  Alumni  Association  and  of  the  Union  of  Polish  Catholic  Schools,  which

The  oradle  of  Chicago's  Polish  settlements  is  the  parish  of  Salzrt 

Stanislaus  Kostka*

In  1917,  Saint  Stanislaus *p)^ish  celebrated  the  50th  year  of  its  exist- 
ence»  The  majority  of  the  old  Polish  settlers,  who  were  forced  to  leave 
their  mother  Icmd  and  make  their  homes  across  the   sea,   selected  this 
piece  of  land  near  Noble  St*  for  their  domiciles.  From  here,  just  like 
children  leaving  the  home   of  their  parents,  they  wandered  forth  to  other 
places  and  established  new  Polish    settlements •  Saint  Stanislaus*   settle* 
ment  is  the   cradle  and  mother  of  other  Polish  settlements • 

The  pcorish  buildings  occupy  a  large  square.  Saint  Stanislaus   ohiuroh  is 
located  on  one  side  of  ths  block.  The  rectory  is  located  in  the  rear 
of  the   chiirch  building.  On  the  other  side  there  is  the  large  St.  Stanis- 
lauf  Auditorium  and  School  buildings. 
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The  entire  church  property  presents  a  magnificent  appearance*  It  Is 
a  great  Polish  Roman-Catholic  fortress,  protecting  oxir  people  against 
moral  disease* 

The  entrance  is  located  at  Noble  and  Bradley  Avenues*  The  hallivay  is 
irtde  and  light*  The  auditorium  itself  is  very  beautifully  redecorated* 
The  most  prominent  is  the  stage  and  its  curtains*  There  are  two  curtains: 
the  first  is  the  steel  curtail  with  the  view  of  Wawel,  the  other  is  a 
cloth  curtain  with  beautiful  scenery  painted  by  the  Polish  artist  L*  H« 
Boruski* 

Let  us  have  a  good  look  at  this  scenery*  Below  the  scenery  there  is  an 
inscription  reading.  Cud  nad  wis la  (The  miracle  on  the  Vistula)*  The 
scenery  is  composed  of  two  parts:  upper  and  lower*  The  middle  of  the 
lower  scenery  represents  Father  Skorupkia  falling  down  mortally  wounded 
by  a  Russian  bullet*  On  his  right  side.  General  Haller,  on  foot,  with 
a  sword  in  his  hand,  gi-yiiag  a  comnand  to  attack*  Near  these  two  impor- 
tant persons,  our  soldier  holds  a  Russian  by  the  throat,  convincing  him 
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that  here  is  not  Matushka  Russia  (Mother  Russia) •  A  little  farther  the 
soenery  represents  two  boys:  one  kneeling,  the  other  resting  a  gun  on 
his  shoulder,  aiming  at  the  Russians*  Still  farther  the  scene  represents 
the  retreating  Russian  army  in  disorder*  The  upper  scene  represents  a 
company  of  Polish  hussars  in  the  act  of  attacking,  near  them  a  Napoleonic 
legion,  then  Kosciuszko,  Glowacki  and  other  Polish  patriots*  There  is 
also  a  picture  of  the  Holy  Virgin*  This  scene  is  very  beautiful  and 
artistic •

Tomorrovj",   the  Tsth  day  of  October,   at   10  A.  M.,  Archbishop  George 
Mundelein  v/ill    consecrate  the  nevr  St.   Hyacinth  Polish  church. 

Rev.   J.   Sqbieszczyk,   the  pastpj:  of  St.  Hyacinth  parish,   has  invited 
many  priests  who  v;-ill  participate  in  this   ceremony.  Many  church  and 
national  societies,  as  ivell  as  guests   from  other  parishes,  mil  take 
active  part  An  the   celebration. 

The  old  St.  Hyacinth*  s  church  -vvas  built  by  Rev.  TiT.  Barzynski  in  18,94; 
it  v/as  located  at  Liilv/T3,ukee  and  Central   Park  Avenue  till  1900,  when 
it  T/as  moved  to  the  present   location.   The   first  holy  mass  in  St»  Hy- 
acinth's church  vj-as   celebrated  on  Christmas  Day,   1894, 

Rev.  Jan  Piechowski  was   the   first  pastor  of  St.   Hyacinth's   church. 
He  was  appointed  to  another  parish  and  his   place  was  taken  by 
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Rev.  Joseph  Gieburov/slci,  v/ho  built  the  rectory  aiid  stayed  there.  After 
a  year.  Rev.  E.  Si9dlaczek  took  charge  of  the  parish  and  in  tr/o  years* 
time  improved  it.  He  vjas  replaced  by  Rev.  Dabski,  \7ho  in  ten  years 
built  it  up  entirely  vath  the  exception  of  the  church.  He  vras   replaced 
by  Rev.  J.  Szczypta  in  1908#  The   next  pastor  v/as  Rev.  John  Zdechlik, 
v;ho  blessed  the  lot  for  the  nev/-  church  on  the  12th  of  Dec.  1920. 


Rev.  Jan  Sobieszczak,  C.  R.,  a  former  professor  of  St.  Stanislaus 
College,  finished  the  xrork  which  has  been  begun  by  his  predecessor. 
This  nev/  temple  v/ill  be  solemnly  consec  -ated  tomorrow.

It  makes  no  difference  who  attended  this  celebration  and  iribio  did  not,  for     7}i 
we  are  concerned  here  not  so  much  with  the  -pexaonB  who  were  present  as 
with  the  fact  that  last  Sunday  the  Holy  Trinity  Parish  celebrated  a  great 
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trltraph  over  ill  will  and  human  prejudice ,  faults  which  can  be  found  even 
in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church • 

The  history  of  this  parish  is  well  knovm  to  all  of  us,  for  we  know  of  its 
struggles  for  existence  resulting  from  the  fact  that  most  of  its  members 
were  members  of  the  Polish  National  Alliance,  whom  certain  chtirch  circles 
''deigned**  to  call  Masons,  heretics,  and  God  knows  what  else  when  they 
wotild  not  submit  to  the  j\irisdiction  of  certain  individuals  who  thought 
that  even  the  Church  could  not  exist  without  them* 
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But  let  that  matter  rest.  It  happened  a  long  time  ago,  and  we  do  not 

want  to  raise  irritable  points  here;  it  is  not  our  purpose  to  describe 

the  history  of  the  parish  in  this  article*  It  is  enough  to  say  that  Holy   D;! 

Trinity  Church  has  actually  been  the  **church  militant,**  since  it  fought 

for  truth  against  the  intrigues  and  prejudices  of  individuals  and 

triumphed  in  the  end  because  it  followed  the  precept  so  widely  spread  by 
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Tesus  Christy  ^ove   thy  neighbor  as  thyself^*  For  this  reason^  Holy 
Trinity  Parish  is  an  example  to  all  other  parishes ,  and  with  jtist  dignity 
and  joy  it  is  celebrating  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of 
a  once  small,  poor  church  that  has  grown  to  iizipressive  size,  gathering 
about  it  a  great  many  members  of  the  Polish  National  Alliance  (niALOse  motto 
is,  "GrOd  with  us  and  we  with  Grod^)  in  the  name  of  truth  and  justice,  which 
virtues  are  recognized  by  heaven  itself*  And  so  there  was  great  joy  on 
Sunday  that  the  truth  and  justice  upon  which  Christ  *s  teachings  are  based 
have  triumphed.  There  were  services  in  Holy  Trinity  Church,  as  is  usucd. 
on  such  occasions,  and  throngs  of  people  prayed  to  the  Lord  of  Host  and 
thanked  Him  that  truth  had  prevailed,  for  Grod  Himself  blesses  and  supports 
the  righteous* 

Holy  Trinity  Parish  is  regarded  everywhere  as  the  Polish  National  Alliance 
Parish**  because  its  members  are  nearly  all  members  of  that  organization, 
and  it  was  these  people  who  participated  in  throngs  in  this  rare  church 
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ceremony*  The   entire  Central  Administration  of  the  Polish  National 
Alliance  attended  the  Mass,  celebrating  not  only  the  church  occasion 
but  the  national  ideal  which  today  permeates  all  strata  of  our  society* 

After  all.  Holy  Trinity  Church  was  reopened  as  a  res\ilt  of  the  efforts 
of  Alliance  members  under  the  leadership  of  Francis  H*  Jablonski,  fozmer 
editor-in-chief  of  Dziennik  Zwiazkowy  and  one-time  president  of  the  Polish 
National  Alliance,  who,  together  with  Grajczyk,  still  living  today,  ^ 
journeyed  to  Rome  and  explained  the  situation  properly,  as  a  result  of  -3 
which  the  Pope  authorized  Cardinal  Satolli  to  reopen  the  church;  this  was  -^ 
done  twenty-five  years  ago*  Thus  the  Alliance  members  accomplished  their  o 
purpose,  and  they  can  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  their  parish  is  in  splendid  oj 
condition  today,  the  second  largest  Polish  parish,  we  believe,  in  the  § 
United  States.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  its  pastor,  the  Reverend  Casimir  ^ 
Sztuczko,  who,  as  a  capable  leader,  conducts  the  parish  affairs  in 
exesiplary  fashion  and  has  successfully  weathered  all  storms*  Today  he 
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can  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his  labor,  and  he  is  filled  with  gratitude  toward 
those  who  helped  him  during  the  most  trying  times* 

The  most  important  feature  of  the  Jubilee  celebration  last  Sunday  was  the 
banquet,  at  which,  inqportant  addresses  were  delivered*  Uany  sincere  and 

truthful  words  were,  spoken.  About  five  hundred  persons  were  present---  ^ 

not  merely  to  eat  their  fill  and  return  to  their  homes  but  to  hear  the  ^ 

history  of  the  parish  from  the  speakers*  lips  and  to  learn  of  its  early  ^ 

struggles.  There  were  not  only  Polish  speakers,  who  knew  the  history  of  C 

the  parish,  but  there  were  also  non-Poles,  who  gave  the  Poles  credit  for  ^ 

having  upheld  and  developed  their  parish,  one  of  the  most  exemplary  2, 

parishes  in  America,  in  harmony  and  solidarity*  ^ 


Ajnong  the  speakers  was  Casimir  Zychlinski,  president  of  the  Polish  National 
Alliance,  who  is  well  acquainted  with  the  history  of  the  parish  from  its 
very  beginning.  He  said  that  the  Polish  National  Alliance  and  Holy  Trinity 
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Parish  are  members  of  one  family,  for  both  were  persecuted  at  the  same 
time;  both  fought  and  both  were  victorious.  It  is  no  wonder  that  his 
words  were  greatly  applauded  and  that  the  gathering  honored  the  Polish 
National  Alliance  by  rising  to  its  feet* 

It  would  be  difficult  for  us  to  quote  the  words  of  each  individual  speaker,  :S 

for  behind  them  all  was  the  same  spirit,  the  same  good  will.  The  words  of  ^ 

Zychlinski  were  echoed  by  Father  Sztuczko,  who  in  his  turn  said  that,  dtiring  "p 

the  most  critical  times,  Alliance  members  stood  firmly  at  his  side.  ••  .and  C 

that  he  regards  the  Polish  National  Alliance  as  the  foremost  leader  of  the  ^ 

Polish  element  here,  deserving  of  the  highest  recognitions  and  greatest  ^ 


support,  since  it  never  forsakes  either  Grod  or  Country. 

Holy  Trinity  Parish,  to  which  belong  about  forty  P.  N.  A.  groups,  has 
our  best  wishes  that  it  attain  a  golden  anniversary  and  live  to  see  a 
free,  independent,  and  united  Poland.

At  ten  o* clock,  the  priests  sang  the  Wlgilia ,  after  which  Archbishop  George  W«  <J 
Mundelein,  D«  D«,  celebrated  requiem  mass*  He  was  assisted  by  Reverend  Il'ancis  ^ 
Gordon  as  archpriest,  Reverend  L*  Grudzinski,  diocese  consultor,  as  deacon,  and  Q 
Reverend  Stanislaus  Siatka  as  subdeacon*  Reverend  F«  Wojtalewicz  was  honorary 
subdeacon,  and  Reverends  Dennis  J*  Dunne,  D*  D«,  and  Leon  Jasinski,  D.  D«,  were 
masters  of  ceremony*  In  addition  to  these,  there  were  a  number  of  bishops 
and  prelates  who  had  been  invited  to  the  ceremony  in  the  presbytery* 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  expressed  by  the  deceased  shortly  before  his 
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death,  no  speeches  were  made  either  in  ehnreh  or  at  the  oraetery. 

Upon  conclusion  of  the  sorTices  in  church  at  about  twelre  o* clock  noon,  the 
fuaexal  cortege  left  the  church ,  led  by  ReTerend  Stanislaus  Nawrocki*  The

Bishop  Paul  Bhode  of  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  arrived  yesterday  afternoon.  A 
great  many  priests  of  other  nationalities  also  attended. 

The  funeral  procession,  led  by  Reyerend  Sobieszczyk  and  M.  Ligman,  moved 
down  Noble  Street  to  Division  Street,  then  via  Division,  Dickson  and  Leavitt 
Streets  to  Tullerton  Avenue  and  thence  to  Milwaukee  Avenue  2^0  St.  Adalbert*  s 
Cemeterj^* 
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At  the  cemetery  9  tbe  funeral  conbege  was  led  by  Reverend  W«  Zapala,  rector

TroBL  the  life  of  the  deceased  Polish  churchman  two  facts  are  outstanding.  o 
First,  he  was  a  priest  whose  heart  and  soul  were  in  the  Polish  cause;  he  ^^ 
worked  for  Poland,  and  when  the  present  war  broke  out  he  often  expressed  ^ 
the  wish  that  Poland  would  very  soon  be  free  and  independent  again.  Every  '^ 
setback  of  the  Poles  pained  him;  he  feared  that,  should  the  Prussicuis  win  the 
war,  not  only  would  Poland  lose  its  chance  of  ever  regaining  independence, 
but  the  Polish  people  would  be  subjected  to  annihilation  by  the  Germans. 
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The  second  fact  worthy  of  YOte  is  that  he  fas  a  man  of  great  piety,  giyen  to 
frequent  prayer.  He  was  seen  in  church  almost  daily  at  five  o«  clock  in  the 
morning.  On  Saturday,  a  week  before  his  death,  he  spent  the  whole  day  and 
evening  hearing  confessions,  and  on  the  following  day  he  said  two  masses  and 
held  two  Sunday  school  classes.

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EARLY  HISTORY  OF  POLES  IN  CHICAGO 

.Very  interesting  are  the  annals  from  the  chronicle  of  one  of  the  oldest 
PolElsh  parishes  in  America,  ^and  namely  St»  Stanislaus  Kostka  Parish 
in  Chicago;  this  chronicle  can  be  a  typical  history  of  our  beginnings 
IBS  this  country,  an  example  of  ho7/  almost  all  our  settlements,  parishes 
and  colonies  arose  and  were  formed;  these  annals  start  from  the  year 
1850  and  they  sound  literally  as  follov/s: 

• 
1850#  The  first  permanent  Polish  settler  in  Chicago,  in  the  neighborhood 
Tvhere  St#  Stanislaus  parish  is  located,  was  Anthony  Smarzewski  (Scherman), 
who  came  to  Chicago  in  the  year  1850  and  became  the  founder  of  the 
first  Polish  settlement  in  this  city.  At  that  time  this  neighborhood 
was  a  desolate,  muddy  area,  connected  v/ith  the  city  of  Chicago  by  a  road 
called  "Plank  Road,"  the  present  Milwaukee  Avenue.

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1864.  Slowly  new  arrivals  began  to  flav  into  this  colony  and  in  the 

year  1864  the  settlement  numbered  about  30  Polish  families-,  who  organized 
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here  the  first  brotlierhood  aid  society  under  the  name  of  St#  Stanislaus 
Xostka.  The  founders  of  this  society  were  Anthony  Scherman,  Peter 
Kiolbassa,  John  Niemczewski,  John  Arkusze-z/ski,  and  Paul  Xurr#  This 
society  nevertheless  fell.  Through  the  efforts  of  Peter  Kiolbassa 
there  came  to  Chicago  in  February  1864,  Reverend  Leopold  Moczygebaj^ 
so  as  to  hear  Easter  confession  of  the  Poles  settled  here;  he  was  the 
first  Polish  priest  in  Chicago. 

1366.  Just  as  soon  as  the  settlement  increased  with  new  arrivals,  there 
7/as  brought  to  life  the  fallen  Society  of  St.  Stanislaus  Kostka,  "vvhich 
also  became  the  first  permanent  union  of  Polish  life  in  Chicago.  The 
constitution  and  by-laws  of  this  society  were  voted  upon  and  adopted  on 
June  1,  1866.  This  constitution  ivas  printed  in  Paris,  France.  The  first 
officers  of  this  society  were  Peter  Kiolbassa, , president;  Marcel  Ziom- 
kov/ski,  secretary;  Lawrence  Stas,  Joseph  OzievriLor,  Thomas  Nowicki, 
Anthony  Bok  and  Anthony  Matysiak  made  up  the  board  of  directors. 
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1867.  After  the  St.  Stanislaus  Kostka  Society  became  constitutionalized 
then  began  the  new  work  of  organization.  VTork  was  begim  on  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Polish  parish  and  in  ttiis  aim  four  lots  were  purchased  at  the 
corner  of  Noble  and  Bradley  so  as  to  build  upon  them  a  Polish  church. 
These  lots  were  bought  for  ipl^700.  The  settlement  at  that  time  numbered 
150  families.  , 


1869.  After  the  plans  were  prepared  by  architect  Petruszak,  the  con- 
struction of  the  first  Polish  church  in  Chicago  named  St.  Sj:anislaus 
Kostka  began  in  September.  The  church  was  of  frame  construction,  40  feet 
wide  and  85  feet  long.  The  first  story,  12  feet  high,  intended  for  class 
rooms  and  an  assembly  hall  for  societies.  The  second  story  22  feet  high, 
intended  for  the  church;  the  height  of  the  steeple  with  the  cross  reached 
85  feet.  The  cost  of  construction  amounted  to  the  sum  of  t>e,885.  The 
first  pastor  was  the  Rev.  Joseph  Juszkiewicz.  There  were  17  baptisms  in 
1869  and  6  marriages..  The  parish  at  that  time  numbered  235  families. 
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1870.  After  a  six-month  pastorship,  fatigued  with  work,  difficulties  and 
age,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Juszkiewioz  retired,  and  his  place  -was  taken  by 
Rev.  Adolph  Bakanovrski.  The  parish  at  that  tine  numbered  500  families. 
There  were  64  baptisms  and  30  marriages. 

1871.  In  the  year  1871  the  Rev.  Hieronim  Kajsiewicz,  general  superior  of 
the  Order  of  Resurrectionist  Fathers  in  Rome,  visited  Chicago,  In  that 
year,  on  June  18th,  the  consecration  ceremonies  of  the  church  took  place, 
which  were  fulfilled  by  -the  Rev.  Bishop  Foley.  Five  priests  took  part 

in  the  consecration.  Eleven  mounted  marshals  and  eight  societies  numiber- 
ing  2,200  persons  took  part  in  the  parade.  After  holy  mass,  300  persons 
received  confirmation.  The  parish  numbered  about  600  families.  The  pastor 
v/as  Rev.  Adolph  Bakanowski.  During  that  year,  in  February,  the  Society 
of  S^.  Joseph  was  organized.  During  the  course  of  that  year  the  pastor 
was  assisted  in  his  work  by  the  Rev.  Julius  Wolf,  the  Rev.  John  Wollowski, 
and  the  Rev.  Vincent  Barzynski.  In  the  year  1871  there  were  174  baptisms, 
39  marriages  and  3  funerals.  In  the  year  1871,  during  the  night  of  the 
7th  to  the  8th  of  October,  a  horrible  fire  broke  out  in  Chicago,  which

destroyed  over  18,000  buildings,  v/ith  a  loss  of  about  300  million  dollars • 
From  among  the  Poles  nine  lost  their  property  on  account  of  the  fire  and 
for  a  certain  time  some  of  them  vj-ere  forced  to  live  in  the  school  below 
the  church. 

1872 •  After  the  ill-fated  fire  a  new  life  began  in  Chicago,  work  v/as 
plentiful  and  for  that  reason  the  influx  of  the  laborer  ivas  very 
numerous •  So  many  Poles  arrived  that  the  Polish  church  already  pre- 
sented itself  too  small  and  during  the  surn.:er  of  that  year,  at  a 
parochial  gathering,  it  was  reflected  upon  Tvhat  to  do,  whether  to 
enlarge  the  church  or  build  another  in  some  other  place •  The  whole 
affair  was  carried  on  between  the  Society  of  St»  Stanislaus  Kostka 
and  the  Society  of  St.  Joseph.  The  result  of  the  discussion  was  the 
building  of  the  Holy  Trinity  Church.  Twenty-one  acres  of  land  were 
purchased  during  that  year  for  the  first  Polish-Bohemian  cemetery  in 
Niles,  at  Plant  Road,  the  purchase  price  was  $5,500.  The  pastor  was 
the  Rev.  Adolph  Bakanowski,  and  the  assistant  castor  Rev.  Peter  Kranc. 
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In  this  year  there  v/ere  328  baptisms,  49  marriages  and  one  funeral. 

1873 •  The  Rev.  A.  Bakanowski  left  Chica,;o  for  Rome  on  May  29,  1873, 
and  the  Rev.  John  ITolltwski  was  in  charge  of  the  Parish  from  Llay  29 
to  Sept.  15,  on  Sept.  15th  the  Rev.  Felix  Zwiardowski  took  over  charge 
of  "the  parish  as  pastor,  the  Rev.  Charles  Lane  assisted  him  in  his  work. 
In  that  year  there  were  466  baptisms  and  74  marriages. 

1874.  The  Rev.  Felix  Zwiardowski,  not  bein-;  able  to  stand  the  Chicago 
climate  on  account  of  his  health,  was  conpislled  to  return  to  Texas. 
After  him  from  July  until  September  18th,  the  parish  was  managed  by 
the  Rev.  Simon  Wieczorek.  On  September  18th  the  Rev.  Vincent  Michael 
Barzynski  was  appointed  pastor.  In  that  year  the  first  rectory  was 
built  at  a  cost  of  $1,500.  On  Febri^iry  2nd,  the  sisters  of  Notre  Dame 
from  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  took  charge  of  the  school.  In  the  beginning  three 
nuns,  and  namely  Sister  Rogeria,  Sister  Melaria  and  one  postulate 
(novice).  About  150  children  attended  the  school.  Thtit  fall  the  n\;uaber 
of  children  increased  to  350.  In  the  middle  of  October  a  convention  was 
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held  in  St#  Stanislaus  Parish,  in  -which  twelve  priests  and  many  dele- 
gates from  different  Polish  parishes  took  part,  in  the  ain  of  organizing 
the  Polish  Roman  Catholic  Union* 


Here  we  cut  short  our  annals  from  the  chronicle  of  -Hie  St»  Stanislaus 
Parish,  because  the  last  mention  in  it  regarding  the  organiziiig  of 
the  Polish  Roman-Caiiiolic  Union  moves  us  into  the  history  of  Polish- 
American  organizations^

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The  Pdles  in  South  Chleago,  especially  those  in  the  neighborhood  of  St«  Itichael^s 
Parishi  last  Sunday  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
St*  lUchael  Archangel* s  Parish. 
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The  anniTersary  celebration  nas  begun  with  church  services  at  10:30  A«M*  in  the  p 
presence  of  many  clergymen  in  the  beautifully  decorated  church.  His  Sxcellency  ^^ 
Bishop  Paul  P.  Rhode  celebrated  the  Pontifical  Ifass  assisted  by  Reverend  ^  S 
Ostrdwski,  rector  of  St«  Jbsephat^s  Parish^  as  deacon^  and  Reverend  John  ' 
Gtenbowicz,  fomer  pupil  of  our  parish^  as  assistant  deacon.  Reverend  Francis 
ffbjtalewicz  was  the  archpresbyter.  Tlxe  semony  appropriate  to  the  occasion^  vas^ 
delivered  by  Reverend  L.  W.  Grudzinski.  During  the  Ifeiss  the  parish  choirf  ^ 
through  the  efforts  of  the  local  organist,  Prof*  K.  Ebwalski,  sang  very  well.

The  well-known  orchestra  of  the  Urbanek  Brothers  played  a  medley  of  Polish 
duties ^  UtiB   was  followed  by  a  short  address  by  Reverend  John  Lange«  Next  the  ^ 
school  children  sang  and  were  enthusiastically  applauded.  This  was  followed  by  ca>

Archangel*  s  Parish.  Following  the  solo  performance  of  Carol  Singer ,  a  member  of  ^ 
the  orchestra,  girls  from  the  middle  grades  danced  ^Silver  Bells**  in  gay  cob- 
tumes.  The  storm  of  applause  lasting  several  minutes  forced  the  girls  to 
reappear.

About  fiT6  years  after  the  church  had  been  built,  /3t»  Michael  Archang^^

distinguished  himself  by  his  service  and  who  died  in  1900*  Three  years  later  § 
another  worthy  citizen,  Francis  Przybylinski ,  followed  him*  This  deprived  the  ^ 
parish  of  two  zealous  workers* 

In  1905  Jan  Lange  came  to  the  parish  as  vicar,  but  left  eight  months  later* 
Nevertheless,  despite  many  changes,  the  parish  continued  to  grow,  until  the 
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need  for  a  new  ohuroh  arose  •  Throu^  the  efforts  of  Reverend  Rhode  work  was 
begun  on  an  imposing  church  in  1906«  Three  years  later ,  while  the  new  church 
was  still  in  the  process  of  construction ^  a  great  honor  befell  this  parish* 
Its  rector  ^^ul  Rhode/^iras  elevated  to  the  bishopric ,  henceforth  bearing      ^ 
the  title  of  *Tirst  Polish  Bishop  in  America***  The  church  was  completed  in     S 
the  same  year,  and  was  solemnly  consecrated  on  Time  23 ,  ^9097^  .  "p 

In  1910  one  of  the  former  pupils  of  this  parish ,  Reverend  John  Grembowicz,  ^ 
was  ordained*  Two  years  later  Reverend  Vincent  Nowicki  was  also  called  upon  o 
to  serve  in  the  Lord^s  vineyard*  In  1912  the  nowly-ordained  Reverend  Francis  L> 
Wcd.czak  came  to  our  parish  and  still  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  energetic  § 
workers  that  our  parish  has  ever  had  or  will  have*  A  year  later,  on  Saster 
Monday,  Reverend  Francis  Ebzlowski  was  ordained*  That  the  parish  turns  out 
dwi  young  men  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  Reverend  Ebzlowski,  although 
very  young,  has  already  been  given  a  parish* 

And  so  for  many  years  everything  increased  in  Qod*s  bounty  and  blessing,  until

The  following  year  Uary  Qorzelmanna,  another  well-known  parishioner  who  had

I  had  no  sooner  finished  than  these  good  people  set  to  work,  this  one  with  a 
spade y  others  with  axes,  and  pretty  soon  saws  and  hammers  were  in  evidence* 
*!Heyt**  someone  yelled,  '*set  the  posts  for  the  foundationl**  And  in  the  twinkling  g 
of  an  eye  the  posts  were  set*  ^ere,  fellowet**  called  Frank  Mazurek  to  the  ^ 
yoang  men,  *'bring  OTer  the  floor  Joists.**  Antek  started  and  many  others  followed,  S 
and  fben  they  all  started  sawing,  chopping,  squaring,  and  nailing,  the  floor,  ^ 
too,  was  quickly  coiideted* 

On  the  following  day  Mr.  Ratkowski,  a  contractor,  appeared  on  the  scene.  He  is 
a  real  businessman  and,  having  gotten  wind  of  the  fact  that  something  was  going 
on  in  St.  Hichael*s  Parish,  he  thought  it  might  be  worth  the  trouble  to  go  over 
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and  find  out  lAiat  ?reis  up.  So  he  came,  looked  Into  all  the  comers, 
giving  some  advice  here,  correcting  something  there,  and  seeing  that  everything 
Has  gDing  smoothly — twirled  his  moustache  and  thought:  there  will  be  some 
business  around  here,  the  rector  is  young  and  therefore  energetic,  the  parish- 
ioners are  willing  workers!  Whereas  I,  taking  advantage  of  his  presence,  said,    S 
**H0re,  brother,  give  us  a  hand;  we* re  building  this  church  for  the  glory  of       > 
GiOd.**  And  the  good  fellow  helped  us  willingly,  for  which  we  are  grateful  to      ^ 
him.  <7 

Thus  the  work  progressed:  my  poor  parishioners,  after  working  all  day  in  the      Q 
steel  mills,  came  willingly  to  finish  the  church.  ^ 

Working  thus,  my  parishioners  built  the  church  in  three  days,  and  would  not 
accept  a  penny  for  their  labor.  X  mention  this  so  that  others  may  know  what 
good  i>eople  the  parishioners  of  St.  Michael's  at  Warsaw  are.  The  church  was 
built,  and  on  Saturday  of  the  same  week  we  celebrated  our  first  Uass  in  it* 

It  is  true  that  the  church  did  not  present  an  overly  well-built  appearance,  and 
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sdmetlmes  it  seemed  to  me  that  the  window  on  the  south  side  somehow 
looked  toward  the  north.  The  little  church,  however,  had  its  good  points:  for 
instance,  the  school  children  could  easily  study  geography  on  its  roof — one 
could  easily  discern  hills  and  valleys  there,  and  after  rain  there  were  gulfs 
and  straits  and  other  things  entering  into  the  field  of  iseography*  But  all 
Jokes  aside,  the  little  church  served  us  well  for  a  long  time,  and  we  were 
happy  there. 

When  the  little  church  was  finished  I  began  to  think  about  building  a  school, 
because  a  school,  my  good  parishioners,  is  a  most  important  matter— it  is  the 
soul  of  the  parish.  Close  our  schools  and  our  Polish  people  will  be  lost.  The 
school  is  the  sun  lAiose  beams  warm  us  to  Christian  virtue  and  national  solidarity,  i^

I  thought  and  planned  for  a  long  time  on  how  to  turn  my  most  sincere  wish  into    ^ 
reality,  until  finally  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  I  must  call  the  people  to- 
gether, or  as  one  says  here,  call  a  parish  mass  meeting.  So  we  got  together  and 
discussed  the  building  of  the  school.  The  parishioners,  however,  were  of  the 
opinion  that  we  would  not  need  a  large  building  for  the  school,  since,  as  they 
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said,  there  would  be  at  most  two  hundred  and  fifty  children.  Somehow 
it  did  not  seem  possible  to  me  that  my  parishioners  would  be  so  poorly  endowed 
with  this  Polish  virtue,  but  I  thought  that  since  the  people  had  so  decided  I 
should  not  opi)ose  them.  Nevertheless,  I  decided  to  go  from  house  to  house  per- 
sonally to  collect  for  the  church,  and  in  this  manner  ascertain  the  true  state 
of  affairs  concerning  the  growing  young  Poles*

And  we  did  well  in  erecting  a  ^ 

large  school,  one  for  fifteen  hundred  youngsters  rather  than  for  two  hundred  ^ 

and.   fifty,  because  already,  five  years  after  the  founding  of  the  i)arish,  we  haTe,  "^ 

praise  the  Lord,  eight  hundred  children  in  the  school.  We  also  have  a  fine  play-  ^ 

ground  for  the  children  and  a  drill  ground  for  the  parish  societies.  Just  come  ^ 

and  see  iben  our  youngsters  pour  out  into  the  playground  and  begin  racing,  S 

because  Polish  nature  must  have  space  and  freedom;  or  come  and  see  us  idien  all  c^ 

our  societies  get  dressed  up  in  their  uniforms  and  stand  in  line,  and  the  !^ 

marshal  orders:  'Shoulder  arms,  forward  marcht**  It  is  a  thrilling  sightt  ^ 
They  march,  they  play,  and  there  is  plenty  of  rooml 

We  had  only  one  difficulty  and  that  was  with  our  dear  neighbor  Michigan  (the 

lake  on  which  Chicago  is  situated).  It  is  a  great  friend  of  Neptune  and  sometimes 

played  serious  tricks  on  the  parish  property;  all  it  has  to  do  is  blow  once  and 
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*^   -^        you  baye  a  foot  of  fvatert  Our  mayor  and  city  fathers ,  to  ithom  I  went 
for  adTice,  maintained  tbat  really  this  has  a  rather  favorable  effect  on  the 
Poles,  because  they  are  hot  tempered,  they  say,  and  the  water  supposedly  has  a 
cooling  effect  on  them.

room  like  a  bomb»  He  had  just  learned  that  the  archbishop  had  appointed  me  rj 

rector  of  the  new  parish  of  St«  Michael  Archangel,  which  was  about  to  he  estab-  -v 

lished  in  South  Chicago.  o 

"Let's  go,  Father;  we  worked  hard  enough  befoire  we  got  you  elected.  So  let's    c^j 
go.  The  people  are  waiting  with  a  band  over  at  the  station."  ^ 

We  left.  The  weather  was  truly  typical  of  Chicago — a  particularly  nasty  drizzle. 
Wide  open  spaces  all  around  us;  here  and  there  a  sagging  house,  further  on  fields 
and  water*-water  and  fields.  Looking  around  in  all  dii^ctions  I  thought:  H'mm, 
this  must  be  the  place  where  geese  and  ducks  congregate,  because  there  don't  seem 
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to  be  any  people  living  around  here. 

After  a  forty-minute  ride,  we  arrived  in  South  Chicago,  but  the  band  and  drums 
somehow  urtiisked  themselves  over  to  83rd  Street,  expecting  us  to  land  over  there.

So  I  stayed  at  his  home. 

I  was  very  happy  there  and  felt  perfectly  at  home  in  this  friendly  and  hospitable 
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house. 

iThere  was  only  one  problem:  it  seemed  that  the  room  which  I  was  occupying  some- 
how or  other  missed  the  stove;  I  guess  the  stove  and  room  were  not  on  speaking 
terms.  Therefore,  on  arising  in  the  morning,  I  frequently  had  to  take  careful   ^ 
inventory  to  make  sure  that  Mr.  Frost  did  not  teike  up  permanent  residence  some-  ^ 
where  about  my  person  in  order  to  play  a  trick  on  me.

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Ttie   final  speaker  was  the  guest  of  honor,  Itr.  Joseph  Uallek.  In  a  lengthier 
speech  he  remarked  that  five  years  ago,  when  he  arrived  at  St.  Uary^s  parish, 
he  was  informed  that  great  disorder  and  dissension  existed  in  the  choirs. 

^Inrestigating  the  reason  for  these  conditions,**  said  the  speaker,  *'I  cancelled 
the  presidencies  and  Other  offices  of  the  choirs  and  took  the  leadership  into  ^ 
my  own  hands.  Although  I  did  not  receive  the  assistance  promised  me  at  the   ^ 
time  of  my  acceptcmce  of  the  position,  and  although  I  have  personally  met  all  ^ 
the  expense  of  the  purchase  of  copies  of  church  and  national  music,  I  have 
nevertheless  brought  about  order  and  co-operation  and  have  trained  /titie  choirs 
to  sing7  difficult  church  music.  When  I  think  back  and  reccuLl  these  various 
obstacles  and  the  lack  of  assistance,  I  am  proud  of  what  I  accomplished. **     <^

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IV 

THE  SWOT)   OF  TI-C  POLISH  NATIONAL  CHUHCH 

( Summary ) 

There  is  being  held  at  the  All  Saints  Churches  parish  hall  a  three-days*  synod 
of  the  Polish  National  Church,  a  ?ountry-T7ide  religious  organization.  Among  the 
107  men  and  women  delegates,  there  are  26  priests,  representing  their  parishes, 
with  Reverend  Ga'\rrychowski  as  chairman. 

Different  comiiissions,  nominated  at  the  first  session  of  the  synod,  are  filled 
with  men  delegates,  with  the  exception  of  the  commission  on  celibacy,  where 
there  are  also  two  women  delegates. 

In  the  leading  address,  delivered  by  the  bishop  of  the  Polish  National  Church, 
Reverend  Franciszek  Hodur,  there  was  emphasized  the  need  of  f\irther  expansion  of 
church  activities,  the  necessity  of  self-defense  before  the  aggressive  inroads 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  while  exerting  more  influence  on  the  national, 
moral  and  religious  life  of  the  Polish  people  in  the  United: Sta1$^  -and  In  PoIeuc^^ 
As  to  the  means  by  which  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  the  Polish  National 
Church  could  be  propagated  more  effectively,  the  speaker  recommended  to  the 
synod  that  a  more  serious  attention  should  be  given  to  the  publishing  and  spread- 
ing of  suitable  missionary  literature. 
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The  matter  of  celibacy,  brought  up  by  Reverend  Cichy,  evoked  an  enlivene 
discussion,  but  no  definite  agreement  on  the  subject  was  reached. 

V/hile  reporting  for  the  commission  on  rituals  and  ceremonies,  Reverend  Krupski 
recommended  to  the  synod  that  the  Latin  language  should  be  eliminated  from  the 
liturgy  of  the  Polish  National  Church  and  the  Polish  language  substituted  instead. 

There  were  nominated  by  the  synod  four  new  bishops,  namely,  Reverend  Bonczak,  of 
Milwaukee,  V7is#;  Reverend  Gav/rychowski ,  of  Rochester,  IT.  Y.;  Reverend  Plaza  of 
Chicago  111,  and  Reverend  Cichy,  of  Toledo,  Ohio.  Reverend  Krupski  was  appointed 
rector  of  the  seminary,  and  Reverend  Grochowski  was  elected  general  secretary. 
The  above  mentioned  six  priests  were  approved  by  the  synod  as  constituting  also 
the  Board  of  Spiritual  Advisors  for  the  entire  Church. 

These  ponderous  and  eventful  accomplishments  by  the  synod  were  solemnly  commem- 
orated with  the  evening  ritualistic  services  at  the  All  Saints  Church,  with  the 
chant,  "Te  Deum  Laudamus''  (V/e  Praise  Thee,  0  God). 

The  third  and  last  day  of  the  synod  was  started  with  a  solemn  Requiem  Ifeiss  in 
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commemoration  of  the  late  Bishop  Cozlowskl,  and  of  other  deceased  priests 
members  of  the  Church. 

At  the  final  sessions,  the  synod  accepted  a  new  profession  of  faith,  instituted 
few  new  religious  commemorations  on  certain  Sundays,  heard  reports  on  publications 
and  on  relation  of  the  Polish  National  Church  to  other  churches,  approved  some 
changes  in  the  by-laws  of  the  Church,  and  accepted  a  resolution  calling  for  closer 
cooperation  with  Poland. 

The  synod  adjourned  Dec.  3,  at  6  P.  M#

Now  the  societies  are  arriving  in  groups  •  Let  us  look  at  those  marching  dressed 
in  their  festire  clothes  •  They  are  inarching  under  the  leadership  of  the  grand 
narshali  Bernard  L*  Maciejewski,  assisted  by  adjutants,  Mr«  John  Przeworski, 
Marion  Xhutkowski,  and  Mr.  Dabiela»  There  are  four  divisions  composed  of  the

As  was  expected,  there  was  not  room  enough  in  the  church  for  all  of  the  people 
who  came*  Everyone  of  course  wanted  to  see  the  highest  church  dignitaries  and 
everyone  wanted  to  hear  the  inspiring  words  uttered  on  the  occasion  of  the  conse- 
cration of  the  new  church*  Sveryone  wanted  with  all  his  heart  to  squeeze  in  as 
close  as  he  could»  but  the  church  was  not  large  enough  to  hold  all  of  those  who 
came*  Within  the  church,  although  it  was  terribly  crowded,  order  prevailed*  A 
few  minutes  after  10  A*  M*  Archbldhop  Q^igley  consecrated  the  new  church  under 
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the  blessing  of  St«  Adalbert.  Then  the  pontifical  nass  was  celebrated  by  His 
Salnenee  the  J^stolic  Delegate,  Giovanni  Bonzano,  in  the  presence  of  all  the 
church  dignitaries  and  the  great  crowd  of  people*

After  the  ceremonies  in  the  church,  the  societies  formed  with  their  banners  a 
line  which  extended  from  the  church  to  the  rectory,  making  a  guard  of  honor  for 
the  clergymen  returning  to  the  rectory  from  the  church. 

TtiB  people  of  St.  Adalbert's  Barish  welcomed  the  various  military  and  civilian 
organizations  with  truly  old-fashioned  Polish  hospitality.  The  faces  of  all 
of  the  pcurticipants  reflected  true  contentment  and  joy.  The  parishioners  of  St# 
Adalbert's  were  happy,  and  well  they  might  be.  The  erection  of  a  church  is  not 
the  work  of  one  day,  but  the  result  of  long  and  hard  labor.  Testerday  these 
efforts  were  rewarded—a  magnificent  church  stood  with  its  taU  spires  reaching  up 
toward  the  sky,  a  church  for  the  glory  of  God  and  service  to  the  parishionezB 
of  St.  Adalbert's.  The  guest  were  happy,  too,  because  the  happiness  of  Beverend

For  this  o^oasioB  the  whole  neighborhood  was  feetiyely  deoorated  with 
PoUeh  end  Aaerlean  flage«  Heevlx  %Xl  the  houeee  on  letht  17th«   IStht 
19tht   aOth  end  Slet  etreetOf  between  Aghlend  and  Paulina  Street*  were, 
deeorated*  Other  deoo rations  were  the  eolers  of  red  and  white  with 
staret   and  the  papal  eolore*  Pron  early  aoming  the  traffio  wae  s'^^^ 
in  the  neighborhood#  One  eould  eee  not  only  the  parishioners  of 
8t,«  Adalbertf  bat  also  aany  froa  other  Polish  parishes  and  settleaents* 
All  were  here  to  see  the  big  parade  and  if  possible  to  get  into  the 
ehureh*  There  was  plenty  of  roon  for  all  in  the  streetSf  but  in  the 
ehareh  there  was  only  rooa  enough  for  £9000  people*  There  were  about 
SOtOOO  people  on  the  street*  The  sooiety  of  the  Union  attended  in 
eorpore  and  was  lead  by  the  general  adiM^ist ration*  The  parade  was 
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rmry  ImprmBBiTm   and  it  will  live  long  in  the  neaories  of  the  people* 
It  laeted  about  tiro  hours*  Nearly  all  Catholio*  national  soeietiee, 
Faleone  and  ehoira  and  also  sone  of  the  Boheaian  soeietiest  parti-

The  parade  began  in  the  front  of  St*Adalhert*8  ohuroh  at  about  9  A«  ll«f 
end  lasted  until  about  11  P*  1I«  At  Jaekson  BoulsTard  the  parade  greeted 
the  arehbishopSf  bishops  and  other  priests  who  were  in  autoaobiles.  Proa 
here  the  parade  aoved  south  on  Ashland  ATenue  to  18th  Street*  west  on 
18th  Street  to  Paulina  Streetf  north  on  Paulina  Street  straight  to  the  ^ 
ehureh* 

The  ebnseeration  eereaonies  were  eonduoted  hy   arehbishop  Quigley  of

NEl\^  COMBHTATION  OF  RESURRECTION  FATHERS. 

Our  dear  Resurrection  Fathers,  shamef\illy  defeated  in  their  opposition  to 
•the  erection  of  a  new  park  and  field  house  in  the  16th  Ward,  being  afraid 
that  their  sheep  will  emigrate,  started  a  new  scheme  of  lengthening  Bradley 
street  to  Ashland  Ave.,  cutting  Holt  and  Dickson  streets,  and  making  more 
room  around  their  castle.  The  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Siatka;  the 
alderman  of  the  16th  i/ard;  Czekala,  and  a  "boiler-doctor,*'  Zagrzebski,  obey- 
ing the  orders  of  the  Resxirrection  Fathers,  appeared  before  the  Board  of 
local  improvements  with  a  demand  to  lengthen  Bradley  street  to  Ashland  ave. 
A  few  words  of  explanation  as  to  why  our  reverends  desire  that  Bradley  street 
be  lenthened.  Because  of  the  founding  of  a  new  park  right  londer  their  nose, 
they  lost  many  of  their  sheep,  who  were  compelled  by  the  city  to  sell  their 
real  estate  and  move  out  to  another  parish.  The  new  park  is  too  narrow  and 
probably  will  be  widened  in  the  near  future,  annexing  part  of  Cleaver  to- 
Holt  streets,  and  causing  again  a  loss  of  many  woolly  sheep;  and  our  "reverends" 
income  would  be  decreased  considerably.  Therefore  they  want  to  lengthen 
Bradley  Street  to  Ashland  Ave.,  and  keep  the  woolly  sheep  in  their  parish, 
blocking  by  this  action  the  widening  of  the  park. 
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Because  of  the  high  cost  of  lengthening  Bradley  Street,  the  city  would  be 
handicapped  and  probably  would  give  up  the  idea  of  v/idening  the  park# 

It  is  not  very  important  how  the  Resurrection  Fathers  choose  to  hold  their 
^^  parish  intact;  it  is  their  business.  But  who  is  going  to  pay  for  the  im- 
,^    provement? 


According  to  information  obtained  by  us,  the  cost  of  lengthening  the  street 
must  be  paid  by  the  people  living  in  a  radius  of  one  square  mile.  The  cost 
would  be  about  {te75,000,  and  all  taxpayers  living  between  Division  street, 
and  North  Ave.  and  Ashland  Ave.  to  the  river,  vriLll  be  forced  to  pay  the 
bill^  just  for  the  sake  of  keeping  a  few  hundred  parishioners  together. 

If  our  reverends  desire  to  make  such  an  improvement,  let  them  pay  for  it.

TRUTH  AND  FALSEHOOD 

What  Catholleism  is  to  free  thinking,  such  Is  truth  in  comparison  with 
falsehood. 

What  truth  Is  to  falsehood,  so  a  Catholio  Is  in  comparison  to  a  non- 
believar^  Every  free  thinker  is  at  the  same  time  a  non-believer,  Just 
as  every  liar  is  a  pharisee  and  a  hypocritical  person.  The  man  who 
is  bold  enough  to  take  faith  away  from  emother,  becomes  a  murderer 
and  criminal.  Just  as  light  disperses  darkness,  so  truth  makes  a  false- 
hood worthless  or  contemptible,  as  the  night  is  the  opposite  to  day 
so  a  lying  person  is  opposite  to  a  rightful  person. 

It  is  easier  to  avoid  a  foe  lying  in  wait  for  your  fortune,  liberty 
and  life  than  a  false  person,  because  that  one  pretends  to  be  a  sweet 
person,  your  friend,  he  entices,  decoys,  hugs  you  and  kiss  you,  but 
in  his  heart  he  has  hidden  treachery  and  in  his  soul  he  is  hiding  a 
falsehood.  On  the  other  hand,  a  person  who  loves  truth  sometime  suffers 
because  he  does  not  know  how  to  lie  and  does  not  want  to  lie,  rather 
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he  wishes  to  act  honorably  and  in  a  dignified  manner,  doing  the  proper 
thing  always  and  everywhere* 

There  are  people  who,  as  it  is  said,  are  always  walking  around  with  a 
sweet  look*  A  sweet  smile  on  his  face,  warm  words  on  his  lips,  gives 
many  promises  and  imagines  a  brother  and  friend,  until  you  finally 
convince  yourself  in  a  short  while  that  all  this  was  only  pretended, 
and  the  one  whom  you  thought  wished  you  best,  somewhere  else  acted  to 
your  detriment*  The  one  who  praised  you  before  your  eyes,  when  out  of 
sight  blackened  you,  ridiculed  you  and  talked  about  you*  The  one  that 
praised  your  national  principles  and  your  outlook  in  regard  to  the 
enemies  of  the  fatherland,  in  another  place  works  against  you* 

Oh*  These  are  sad  things,  nevertheless  true*  What  is  worse  is  that  the 
influence  of  falsehood  is  not  only  bad  at  the  present  time,  but  it  also 
acts  worse  on  the  future.  A  hypocritical  and  fif2$fi^  person  lies  to  me  and 
to  you,  to  himself  and  to  the  nation*  Is  it  any  wonder  that  that  person 
later  on  loses  his  faith,  conceals  his  emotions  and  is  afraid  to  be 
sincere,  open?  Oh*  Today  the  people  say,  now  the  world  is  bad,  today 
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a  child  does  not  trust  Its  ovm  father*  the  mother  does  not  believe  the 
ohlldf  the  people  do  not  trust  anybody,  and  nobody  believes  In  the 
sincerity  of  the  people* 

Who  Is  at  fault?  If  we  would  never  go  the  way  of  falsehood  but  that  of 
truth,  then  we  would  have  the  great  power  of  the  virtue  and  oourage  of 
oondemnlng  all  hypocritical  persons* 

Also,  more  than  once  It  seems »  through  courtesy,  hospitality  or  delicacy, 
we  assent  to  this  one  or  promise  to  that  one,  we  are  unable  to  repel 
from  ourselves  people  that  are  hypocritical  and  we  permit  this  Ignominious 
fault  to  grow  and  enlarge  itself*  The  only  remedy  for  this  Is  the  truth* 
The  one  who  acts  at  all  times  honorably,  avoids  evil,  and  seeks  the  good, 
the  one  who  honorably  offers  his  hand  and  repels  from  himself  a  traitor 
and  liar,  that  one  Is  loved  emd  respected  by  honorable  people*  But  Is 
there  very  many  of  this  kind  In  our  midst?  Falsehood  and  hypocrlcy  have 
unfortunately  so  rooted  themselves  among  us  that  little  children  oftlmes 
know  how  to  delude  and  lie,  and  we  looking  upon  this  do  not  wring  our 
hands  with  despair  and  do  not  call  out  with  fear,  What  will  become  of 
this,  instead  we  claim.

I  read  you  regularly  every  week  together  with  my  •cassocker*  sinoe  the  first 
day  you  appeared  into  this  world  and  must  admit  that  I  like  you  so  muoh  that 
I  could  not  live  without  you. 

•That  a  delight  you  are  to  us    'spiritual  vessels'    (priest  housekeepers),  "priest 
nieeesf '  and  "sisters  of  meroy, "  describing  in  a  true   light  our  pious  and 
full  of  sacrifice  lives,    devoted  to  Grod,   not  like  those    *paw  lickers'    (those 
who  kiss  priest's  hand),   from  our  ignorance,    spreaders,   so  called  half 
progressives  who  always   sing  us  hymns  of  praise  "but  lie  like  anything,   de- 
scribing our  pious  lives. 

I  hope  that  a  goose  kicks  those  scribblers.  Let  only  one  of  them  take  a 
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oassook  and  find  himself  amongst  our  spiritual  midst  and  I  assure  you 
that  h»  would  see  everything  upside  down*  But  what  can  you  expeot  from 
the  paw  liokerSf  they  are  afraid  to  lose  their  grub.  Isn*t  that  so? 

Honor  to  you,  Bicz  Bozvt  for  that.  You  are  the  only  one  who  can  publish 
the  truth  unveiled  and  It  even  if  I  am  a  spiritual  vessel,  must  admit 
that  I  like  the  truth  sometimes.

But  thank  the  Lord,  I  was  well  rewarded,  for  the  old  oassocker  bought  me 
a  fur  coat,  one  of  the  missionaries  bought  me  a  diamond  necklace,  another 
a  ring,  the  third  a  few  odd  things  with  the  exception  of  our  skinny  assist- 
ant, who  did  not  get  anything  out  of  the  whole  business;  he  did  not  buy 
me  anything  but  let  that  go,  he  is  still  young  and  handsome*  I  prefer 
his  wink  and  still  better  do  I  like  when  he  pinches  me  somewhere  than 
diamonds  from  those  old  piggers,  the  missionaries  or  old  rectors* 
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At  last  I  have  some  peace  noir,  for  the  assistant  Is  out  somewhere  with 
one  of  the  lady  parishioners,  to  cure  himself,  and  the  old  rector  com- 
plains of  an  ache  in  his  bones,  so  I  made  up  my  mind  to  write  to  you, 
my  little  whipper,  and  from  now  on  I  will  write  every  week,  and  I  have 
many  interesting  things  to  write.  This  is  enough  for  today,  for  I  have 
to  go  to  the  old  man  to  give  him  a  rub.

I  hare  read  In  Dzlennlk  arla»kowr«  of  irtiieh  I  an  a  constant  reader,  the 
article  hy  the  rererend  frm  Hey  England ,  in  the  issue  of  October  28 , 
1911 9  and  since  this  article  has  antagonized  Be,  I  hope  that  I  too  aaj

The  clergyaan  from  New  England  attactod  us  for  being  dissatisfied  with  * 
the  parochial  schools,  and  declared  that  we  should  be  grateful  to  the  Polish 
clergjr  for  the  work  that  it  is  shouldering-^upholding  the  Polish  language 
in  a  foreign  land,  and  trying  to  keep  our  Polish  children  tram  losing  their 
national  identity* 


This  is  all  very  well.  But  thank  Hearen  our  Polish  people  can  see  a  little 
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beyond  this,  and  know  vAiat  the  trath  of  the  matter  is«  Indeed,  how  could 
any  sane  person  allow  the  wool  to  be  pulled  OTer  his  eyes  in  this  manner? 
If  there  were  no  Poles  here  in  Amerioa,  then,,  certainly ,  there  would  be  no 
Polish  clergy  here  eithert  And  when  it  comes  to  the  matter  of  the  Polish 
language,  a  large  proportion  of  the  Polish  clergy  shows  no  interest  in  it, 
with  the  exception  of  only  a  few  priests  who  are  true  Poles,  idio  feel  Polish 
blood  coursing  through  their  veins,  and  who  help  parents  in  educating  their 
children  in  the  mother  tongue.  This  work,  however,  is  very  difficult*  Chil- 
dren today  in  ordinary  speech  use  English  almost  exclusively,  even  in  speaking 
to  their  parents.  The  parents,  if  they  forbid  the  use  of  English  at  home,  do 
80  because  they  do  not  understand  it« 

The  clergy  does  not  alone  bear  the  burden  of  Polish  nationalism  or  Polish  wel- 
fare. We  carry  all  of  it  on  our  own  backs— -Polish  welfare,  our  future,  and 
the  future  of  our  children,  and  in  addition  we  must  also  bear  the  burden  of 
the  clergy,  to  the  point  of  developing  humps. 

History  tells  us  that  in  the  days  of  its  freedom,  priests  were  the  defenders 
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of  Poland.  We  can  see  how  well  they  defended  her.  The  same  thing  would 
happen  in  America  were  it  not  for  our  great  organization,  the  Polish  National 
Alliance.  This  champion  of  Polish  nationalism  stands  guard  over  all  Poles, 
and  works  for  the  good  of  Poland  and  of  her  children  here  in  America.

(Editorial) 

The  entire  Polish  Roman  Catholic  element  in  America  was  stirred  by  an 
unheard-of  injustice  perpetrated  by  Bishop  Hoban  in  the  diocese  of  Scranton, 
and  the  resistance,  with  the  Support  of  the  Rererend  Iwanowski,  of  our 
couhtrymen  belonging  to  the  Holy  Trinity  Parish  of  Nanticdke,  Pennsylveoxia. 
The  issue  involved  concerns  the  objection  of  the  parishioners  to  the  trans- 
fer to  the  bishop  of  the  title  to  the  property  of  the  church.  The  parish- 
ioners ri^tfully  maintain  that  through  their  parish  committee  they  can 
take  better  care  of  the  property,  which  was  bought  with  their  hard-earned 
money,  than  the  bishop  can.  Besides,  there  are  many  ezaBiples  of  unfair 
treatment  of  Poles  by  bishops  after  such  transfers  have  been  made.  There- 
fore, the  parishioners  are  unwilling  to  submit  to  this  bondage,  fearing  that 
later  on  theire  might*  be  some  misunderstanding  with  the  dignitaries  of  the 
church  and  that  they  might  even  be  evicted  by  the  police  from  the  parish 
grounds  and  Jailed. 
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As  Ibng  as  the  Holy  Trinity  Parish  of  Nanticoke  was  in  financial  diffi- 
culties and  had  debts  to  pay,  the  bishop  was  not  particularly  interested 
in  that  property;  he  did  not  seek  a  transfer  of  the  title  because  he  did 
not  wish  to  take  any  burdens  upon  himsfelf  •  Now,  however,  that  the  debts 
of  the  parish  have  been  paid  as  the  resiilt  of  good  management  on  the  part 
of  the  parish  committee — the  parish  property  is  worth  $75,000 — he  is  try- 
ing to  grab  this  property  from  hard-working  people  by  transferring  its 
title  to  himself*  The  parishioners— apparently  enlightened  people— refused 
to  obey  the  bishop,  and  concurring  with  them  was  the  Reverend  Iwanowski, 
the  priest  of  the  parish.  He  did  not  disobey  his  superior,  the  bishop,  but 
as  an  honest  man  and  as  a  good  Pole,  moved  by  the  injustices  meted  out  to 
our  people  by  church  dignitaries,  he  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  prdperty 
of  the  church  should  belong  to  the  people  and  not  to  the  bishop. 

What  did  Bishop  Hoban  do  then?  The  bishop  sent  the  Reverend  Iwanowski  a 
letter  in  which  he  demands  that  he  and  his  parishioners  submit  to  the 
bishop's  orders.  At  the  same  time  the  bishop  removed  the  sisters  from 
the  Holy  Trinity  Parish  School,  and  declared  that  no  priest  in  his  diocese 
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will  be  allowed  to  perform  any  church  functions  in  that  parish  until  the 
parishioners  submit  to  his  demand  and  transfer  the  property. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  the  despotic  and  greedy  bishop  brought  results 
contr8.ry  to  those  he  expected,  for  the  parishioners  at  a  mass  meeting  de- 
clared unanimously  that  under  no  circumstsinces  would  they  trahsfer  the  pro- 
perty of  their  church  to  the  bishop.  They  have  engaged  regular  teachers  for 
their  parochial  school,  and  the  priest,  viho   supports  the  cause  of  the  parish- 
ioners, is  performing  the  duties  of  a  pastor  for  them.  Thus,  the  threats  of 
the  bishop  are  without  effect. 

At  that  mass  meeting  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

**We  declare  that  we  are  loyal  and  faithful  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  and  that  we  have  the  intention  of  remaining  so;  but  no  one  except 
ourselves  can  force  us  to  transfer  our  earthly  possessions  to  some  one  Jlse, 
which  is  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania."  Indeed, 
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this  resolution  of  the  enlightened  parishioners  is  a  wise  one*  They  are 
not  breaking  away  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  only  to  jump  from  the  fry- 
ing pan  into  the  fire;  they  remain  true  sons  of  that  church,  but  they  aire 
not  willing  to  obey  a  greedy  bishop  in  wordly  affairs. 

••Prayer  and  the  salvation  of  the  soul  are  one  thing,  but  church  property 
bought  with  hard-earned  money  which  is  rightfully  ours  is  another  thing, •• 
say  the  sensible  Poles  of  Nanticoke*  **If  there  is  any  misunderstanding 
because  of  financial  or  religious  matters  between  the  members  of  the  parish 
and  their  pastor,  the  bishop,  instead  of  visiting  the  parish  as  a  good 
father  would  do  in  order  to  make  an  impartial  investigation  himself  to  pass 
a  just  judgment,  sends  the  police  with  clubs,  and  the  poor  parishioners  are 
beaten  for  their  hard-earned  money."  At  last  our  people  are  waking  up;  they 
are  beginning  to  see  that  church  dignitaries  are  seizing  by  medieval-like 
terroristic  methods  church  property  belonging  to  hard-working  people. 

This  injustice  to  our  people  has  been  brought  to  light  by  us  many  times;  we 
have  protested  severail  times  against  the  greed  of  privileged  bishops,  and 
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now  we  aire  glad  that  our  people  at  last  uhderstand  the  Intention  of  pro- 
gressive newspapers  and  demand  t|ieir  rights*  We  also  admire  our  countiy- 
men^s  wisdom  cmd  prudence  in  handling  this  matter  in  an  orderly  and  cool-> 
headed  manner*  They  did  not  create  disturbances  nor  did  they  organize  a 
new  religious  sect,  thereby  creating  hatred  among  our  brothers*  They  adhered 
to  the  faith  of  our  fathers  and  protected  the  possessions  which  they  had 
acquired  by  the  sweat  of  their  brows,  just  as  our  brothers  in  our  native 
land  protect  the  heritage  of  their  fathers  against  the  greed  of  the  Germans 
and  the  Russians*

There  have  been  many  examples  among  our  people  of  such  strong  deteimination 
in  protecting  church  properties*  Bishop  GSorlick  of  Duluth,  Minnesota  was  not 
allowed  to  deprive  them  of  their  church  property;  and  in  South  Bend,  Indiana , 
transfer  to  the  bishop  of  title  to  their  cemetery  was  refused*  In  other 
Polish  settlements,  also,  our  people  are  demanding  their  rights,  and  accord«>» 
ing  to  the  decision  of  Judge  Fuller^they  are  within  the  law  in  doing  so*

Church  properties  belong  to  the  people  who  bought  and  paid  for  them,  and  they 
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even  have  the  ri^t  to  take  it  away  from  h  bishop  after  he  has  acquired  it 
by  a  transfer. 

The  case  is  clear  and  our  people  can  legally  and  rightfully  demand  the  return 
of  their  church  properties  from  the  greedy  Roman  Moloch.  Our  people  are 
capable  of  taking  better  care  of  their  property  than  any  bishop  can.  Polish 
priests  should  co-operate  with  their  parishioners  as  the  Reverend  Iwanowski 
is  doing  in  Nantlcoke,  but  th^y  should  also  obey  their  bishops  in  religious 
matters.  When  it  comes  to  church  properties,  however,  they  should  side  with 
the  people  €uid  not  allow  the  bishops  to  expropriate  their  property.  No  one 
can  condemn  them  for  taking  such  a  stand.  But  our  priests  very  seldom  do 
co-operate  with  their  people;  rather,  they  cure  usually  arrayed  against  them.

The  papal  deeree  that  pastors  are  to  be  removed  from  parishes  not  by  bishops ,  % 

but  by  a  committee  conqposed  of  six  priests  and  a  bishop  in  every  diocese ,  was  ^ 

made  public  on  December  6,  1910,  at  a  synod  held  at  St.  Patrick* s  Cathedral*  p 

It  was  Tariously  accepted*  This  decree  definitely  deprives  bishops  of  the  ^ 

autonomous  power  of  removal  and  appointment  of  pastors  from  various  parishes  S 

without  a  prior  decision  of  the  proper  ecclesiastical  commission*  ^ 


An  order  of  that  type  naturally  is  not  looked  upon  favorably  and  is  not  to 
the  taste  of  many  episcopal  favorites*  On  the  other  hand,  it  will  undoubted- 
ly gladden  the  hearts  of  those  iftio  were  not  in  great  favor  and  were  even 
ridiculed  by  their  ecclesiastical  superiors*  Perhaps  because  of  this,  parish 
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conditions  will  change  so  much  that  there  will  be  no  more  repetitions  of 
the  grave  disappointments  of  the  faithful  people,  who  were  rarely  heard 
by  a  bishop  if  he  was  on  good  terms  with  their  unfit  and  hated  parish 
pastor.  An  ecclesiastical  commission  will  be  better  able  to  investigate 
causes  of  disruptions,  clear  up  misunderstandings,  and  mete  out  justice 
to  the  people.

A  religious  rite  of  confiimation  was  conducted  at  St.  Caslmir^s  Parish  on 
Sunday^  Noveinber  20 ,  1910«  Children  and  adults  not  as  yet  confirmed  were  to 
receive  this  sacrament •  Ignoring  completely  the  parishioners*  requests  for  a 
Polish  bishop,  the  reverend  pastor  invited  an  Irish  archbishop,  the  Right  Rev- 
erend Quigley,  to  conduct  the  ceremony.  This  attitude  of  the  reverend  pastor 
created  a  general  feallng  of  dissatisfaction  among  the  parishioners.  Conse- 
quently they  acted  entirely  indifferent  to  the  Irish  Catholic  dignitary.

Many  ad\ilts 
failed  to  appear  to  be  confirmed,  having  no  v/ish  to  receive  this  sacrament 
from  the  hands  of  a  person  of  another  nationality.

(Editorial) 
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A  brief  article  written  by  a  Polish  priest,  the  Reverend  J.  Papon  was 
found  in  the  Michigan  Catholic  >  The  author  was  replying  to  a  previous 
article  concerning  the  Poles  living  in  this  country.  In  that  previous 
article  the  Michigan  Catholic  had  mentioned  that  there  are  four  million 
Catholic  Poles  in  the  United  States  and  that  they  have  many  dignitaries 
in  the  ecclesiastical  hierarchy.

The  parish  of  St.   Josephus 
gave  its  mandate  to  Rev.  Father  K.  Sztuczko  of  the  new  Holy  Trinity  parish, 
The  parish  of   Immaculate  Conception  of  St.  Mary  frcaa  South  Chicago  was 
represented  by  Rev.  Father  Marciniak,    John  Wojnowski,   Constcmce  Chamska, 
Frank  Tobinski,  Bernard  Chamski,  Andrew  Katacinski,   Ignatz  Bematowicz 
and  W.  Folmer»   From  the   city  council  of  Holy  Trinity  were  the  following 
delegates:   Rev.  Father  Szalewski,   John  Grzeca,  Frank  Marchiewicz,  Paul 
Gerlich,  Vincent  Sztuczko,  Sigmund  Majewski,   S.  Rembowski,  Miss  S.  Woz- 
miak  and  Miss  Agnes  Warszewska. 

The   parliament   started  at  2  o'clock  in  the   afternoon,  when  Mr.  Rembowski 
greeted  the  delegates.  Miss  Novakowska  delivered  the  monologue  and  the 
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three  Kempski  sisters  and  their  brother  Theodore  Kempski  composed  a 
quartet  that  sang  many  beautiful  Polish  songs* 

At  this  parliament,  ihe   delegates  elected  temporary  officers  to  pre- 
side over  this  meeting  until  the  regular  election  took  place*  Mr* 
Wojnowski  was  elected  president  and  Mr*  Marchiewicz,  secretary. 

The  general  election  took  place  as  soon  as  Mr*  Wojnowski  took  his  place 
of  honor*  As  a  result  of  this  election,  Mr*  Grzeca  was  chosen  president 
while  Mr*  Chamski  was  elected  secretary*  As  soon  as  the  meeting  was 
in  normal  order  following  the  election,  it  was  decided  to  read  to  the 
assembled  delegates  the  letters  received  from  Rev*  Bishop  Paul  Rhode 
and  Rev*  Father  Truszynski,  president  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Third  Polish  Catholic  Congress*  Below  is  the  summary  of  each  of  these 
two  letters t 
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Chicago,  Nov*  5,  1908. 

To  the  Polish  Cetholic  Federation  in  America  at  the  Holy  Trinity  Parish, 
Chicago,  Illinois. 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Dear  Delegates: 

I  regret  to  inform  you  all  that  I  am  unable  to  peirtake  in  any  activities 
concerning  the  Federation,  for  the  simple  reason  that  I  must  leave 
Chicago.  I  send  my  best  wishes  to  all  the  delegates  and  officials  of  this 
Federation,  also  my  blessings  for  your  great  undertaking  in  behalf  of  the 
Polish  Federation* 


I  received  a  copy  of  your  constitution  and  I  hope  that  the  delegates  accept 
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it  at  this  meeting*  Once  more  as  the  conclusion  to  my  letter,  I  bless 
you  in  your  work.

Although  I  would  enjoy  being  present  at  your  meeting  to  take  place  next 
Svinday  at  the  Holy  Trinity  parish  hall  of  the  Polish  Catholic  Federation, 
I  cannot  attend  because  it  takes  place  on  a  Sunday  and  it  is  difficult 
for  me  to  leave  my  home  on  a  day  of  obligation.  I  cannot  be  present  but 
my  soul  will  be  your  guardian  for  the  good  of  the  Federation,  and  long 
life  in  your  work.  With  tiie  officers  in  charge,  I  feel  sure  that  they 
will  do  their  utmost  to  build  up  this  Federation  so  that  it  may  stand 
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on  its  own  foundations,  for  everlasting  existence,  continuing  its  work 
for  the  good  of  the  Polish  people  and  language.  May  God  bless  you.

The  third  letter  came  from  the  St.  Casimir  Council  of  South  Bend;  the 
fourth  from  Antigo,  Wis.;  the  fifth  from  Father  Smogura  from  Steuben- 
ville,  Ohio.  Many  councils  were  notified  to  send  delegates  to  this 
parliament  but  very  few  abided  by  this  request,  many  did  not  even  send 
a  letter  stating  why  their  council  was  not  represented  or  why  their 
delegates  were  not  chosen. 

In  the  process  of  this  meeting  ttie  discussion  was  brought  up  whether  to 
change  certain  articles  in  the  constitution*  Amendments  were  voted  upon. 

We  must  also  inform  you  people  that  the  committee  and  executives  of  this 
Federation  read  the  constitution  two  days  before  this  parliament  met. 
Bishop  Rhode  approved  of  the  constitution.  ' 
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After  the  amendments  are  passed  the  constitution  of  the  Polish  Catholic 
Federation  in  America  will  in  the  future  consist  of  federated  coimcils 
only.  It  will  not  accept  such  organizations  as  the  Polish  Roman- Catholic 
Union,  Union  of  Polish  Societies,  and  the  'Poles  in  America*'  These 
organizations  were  invited,  but  because  they  could  not  send  their  dele- 
gates or  an  acceptable  reason,  they  are  off  our   list*  This  was  recorded 
in  the  books  upon  the  request  of  Bishop  Rhode  and  the  Central  Committee. 

The  following  article  brought  before  the  delegates  was  to  have  the  Polish 
Catholic  Congress  and  the  Polish  Catholic  Federation.  Work  hand  in  hand 
in  all  business  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  Polish  people.  It  was 
unanimously  passed. 

It  was  voted  upon  and  passed  that  the  smaller  councils  and  parishes  be 
invited  to  send  a  delegate  to  headquarters  to  find  out  all  the  necessary 
information  and  then  explain  it  to  the  council  at  their  regular  meeting. 
All  these  councils  have  an  allotted  time  and  must  be  signed  up  with  our 
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executive  ooimaittee  before  their  time  expires.  They  will  not  be  accepted 
after  the  final  allotted  date*  If  you  councils  believe  in  solidarity,  now 
is  the  time  to  prove  and  show  it# 

It  is  also  our  pleasure  to  inform  you  of  the  election  of  the  following: 
Mr*  Wojnowski,  president;  Mr.  Tobinski,  vice-president;  Mr*  ^rchiewicz, 
secretary;  Mr.  Majewaki,  secretary  of  finance,  and  the  cashier  is  to  be 
chosen  from  the  delegates  representing  St.  Josephus  parish.  Chaplain 
elected  is  Rev.  Fa-tiier  Mieczyslaw  Szlewski.  His  advisors  are  Mr.  Chamski 
and  Mr.  Rembowski.  It  was  TOted  and  passed  that  the  delegates  buy  a  gift 
for  Bishop  Rhode,  but  it  would  have  to  be  presented  at  some  great  Polish 
affair.

A  great  number  of  automobiles  vent  to  the  parish  of  St*  Michael  of  Arch* 
angel  in  South  Chicago^  located  at  Boni  cmd  83rd  street^  where  Rev*  Father 
Bhode  is  provost^  ready  to  escort  him  in  dignified  style  to  -Oie  cathe* 
dral. 

At  the  front  of  the  rectory  a  Iflurge  group  of  parishioners  congregated 
to  bid  Father  Bhode  a  happy  trip^  success  and  prosperity  in  his  neir 
position*  Father  Rhode  thanked  the  parishioners  for  their  kind  'tihoughts 
and  blessed  them  with  his  last  blessincs  as  the  rector  of  St«  Michael's 
Parish*  He  arrived  at  the  cathedral  at  9  A*  M««  irtiere  Archbishop  J*  E« 
Quigley  and  all  the  other  bishops^  prelates  and  priests  were  awaiting 
him* 

The  procession  started  at  10  o'clock^  being  led  by  the  mounted  police. 
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followed  by  Tarlous  Auroh  organisations^  societies^  the  Polish  yeterans^ 
and  the  Trarious  elergynen  and  His  Excellency  Quigley^  Father  Rhode  and 
the  parishioners*  The  police  had  to  sake  room  for  liie  hierarchy  and  clear 
the  church  aisles ^  because  the  cathedral  was  filled  to  capacity;  many 
people  were  disappointed  because  they  were  not  allowed  to  stand  in  the 
aisles«  Archbishop  Z.   £•  Quigley  and  his  assistants^  Bishops  Muldoon  and 
Eoldelka^  occupied  Ihe  main  seats^  while  Father  Paul  Rhode  occupied  the 
center  seat  at  the  foot  of  the  altar*  The  greatest  x>^r  cent  of  the  priests 
assisting  Archbishop  J«  E«  Quigley^  were  Polish;  the  rest  consisted  of 
Csechoslars^  Lithuanians^  Slars^  Italian  and  French*  The  Polish  reporters 
occupied  the  first  three  pews  behind  the  priests* 

Anong  the  well  known  Polish  groups  represented  were  the  Union  P*  R*  E«^

Singers*  Union  and  Choirs  of  America* 

Before  the  consecration  the  Most  Rey*  Father  E«  M*  Dunne,  chancellor, 
read  the  Pope's  letter  nominating  Rev*  Paul  Rhode  to  the  rank  of  bishop.

to  be  blessed  axid  reoelTe  the  holy  blessizigs  from  His  Exoellency  J«  E# 
Qalgley,  as  Utie   Bishop  ^'in  partibus  ixifidellua**  and  sufragan  of  Chicago 
archdiocese*  Daring  the  time  that  Archbishop  Qulgley  was  blessing  Father 
Bhode  the  Polish  and  Lithuanian  choirs «  \mder  the  direction  of  Ur*  Malka, 
sang  Polish  hymns*  At  the  conclusion  of  the  choirs*  singing.  Archbishop 
(tulgley  placed  his  hand  on  the  forehead  of  Father  Rhode^  gave  him  the 
Sacred  Crosier,  Cross  and  Ring;  then  placed  on  his  head  the  Miter,  pro- 
claiming  him  Bishop* 

At  12  o'clock  noon  Bishop  Bhode,  dressed  in  the  robes  of  a  bishop,  marched 
through  the  catiiedral's  aisles  blessing  the  people  for  the  first  time  as 
a  bishop*  In  the  eyes  of  many  people  were  tears  of  joy,  that  at  last  a 
Pole  has  attained  the  rank  of  bishop* 

In,  one   of  the  pews  sat  an  old  gray-haired  women  reading  her  prayer  book, 
with  her  hand  bowed  down,  her  thin  hard  work  hands  shaking  trcoL  years  of 
hard  labor;  as  the  Bishop  came  down  her  aisle,  she  looked  up,  tears 
streaming  down  her  cheeks,  her  face  beaming  with  happiness,  for  she  was 
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the  mother  of  Bishop  Bhode*  '^ 

At  the  oonclusion  of  the  mass,  the  priests,  bishops,  prelate  and  other 
out  of  town  officials  went  to  the  cathedral *8  hall  where  a  beautiful 
dinner  was  serTed,  arranged  and  under  the  Supervision  of  all  Polish 
priests  in  CEhicago* 

There  were  about  1,000  priests  taking  part  in  tiiis  consecration;  of 
this  number  about  400  assisted  in  the  church  ceremonies*  We  cannot  print 
all  liie  names  of  the  priests,  the  names  of  groups  or  societies  in  this 
paper,  but  the  people  that  will  take  part  in  the  celebration  at  the  hall

jl  FIRE  IN  ST.  YINCEMT»S  PARISH 

Polish  church  in  flames.  A  fire  started  in  back  of  the  main  church 
altar  at  about  3:15  in  the  afternoon.  The  fire  was  first  noticed  by 
Ur.  Anthony  Kaczmarek,  a  clerk  in  a  drug  store  who  notified  the  fire 
department*'  The  fire  continued  from  the  alt^r  to  the  ceiling,  then  to 
the  loft*  The  smoke  was  coming  in  big  ftioads  through  the  steeples  and 
windows.  When  the  fire  department  arrived,  they  first  cut  holes  in  the 
roof  to  let  the  smoke  escape,  so  they  could  enter  the  church.  Four  fire 
departments  were  engaged  in  fighting  the  fire  in  this  wooden  structure* 
The  small  altars  and  the  pews  were  covered  with  canvas  to  protect  them 
from  the  fire  and  damage* 
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Dzlennlk  Chlcagoskl,  April  18,  1908# 

The  flames  were  so  great  arouad  the  main  altars  that  the  firemen  could 
not  get  close  enough  to  save  some  of  the  sacramental  ornaments,  but  all 
the  banners  representing  church  societies  were  safely  carried  out.  By 
this  time  thirty  policemen  were  keeping  the  curious  people  a  safe  distance 
from  the  church,  thousands  of  people  were  watching  the  fire. 

At  last  the  firemen  were  able  to  pour  water  into  the  church,  but  to  no 
avail,  because  the  main  altar  was  completely  burned.  It  cost  #2,000. 
The  main  supporting  beams  of  the  roof  were  completely  burned, and  the  fire 
marshal  and  the  building  inspecting  commissioner  demanded  that  temporary 
beams  placed  on  jacks  be  used  to  keep  the  roof  from  caving  in  and  bring 
more  damage. 

This  church  was  built  by  Polish  people  about  seven  years  ago;  the  insurance 
company  is  at  present  estimating  the  amount  of  damages.

Yesterday  a  new  Polish  Catholio  ohuroh  was  oonseorated  in  Chioago# 

At  seven  o'olook  in  the  morning  at  the  intersection  of  Superior  cmd 
Biokerdike  street t  people  ?rere  gathering!  most  of  them  members  of  ohuofa 
societies •  Polish  people  in  this  neighborhood  decorated  their  homes  with 
Polish  and  American  flags #  some  had  streamers  strewn  across  their  houses 
and  yardif  some  put  streamers  from  house  to  house  across  the  street* 

At  8  o'clock  a  26»piece  band  was  present*  Church  societies  gathered 
cmd  sang  Polish  songs  and  hymns t  followed  by  the  bemd  playing  'Boze  cos 
PolskCf  *  after  irtilch  the  parade  was  started*  They  marched  to  Carpenter  and 
Milwaukee  t  irtiere  they  met  the  group  of  St*  Michael  from  South  ChicsigOt  thence 
they  paraded  down  Roble  street  to  the  parish  of  Holy  Trinity  where  meuQr  so«- 
cieties  and  people  were  waiting  to  Join  in. this  great  celebration*  Then  the 

paraders  marched  to  St*  Stanislaus  #  irtiere  for  a  distance  of  three  to  five

Januaxy  18 ,  1899,  after  transfering  the  papers  throu^  an  attorney , 
Mr«  Swift  in  the  presence  of  his  agents  and  Fr«  Francis  Gordon,  transferred 
the  right  to  the  land  -  with  the  pexmission  of  the  Archbishop  to  Fr«  Andrew 
Spetz,  who  gave  :Mr«  Swift  a  bank  check  for  $50, 000.00,  and  the  agent  a  check

The  money  to  buy  the  land  was  borrowed  from  the  bank  for  4  months  at  4  1/2 
per  cent  yearly.

Tlie  foUovliig  sexmon  on  Saint  Adalbert  was  glren  Sunday  ^  April  25  ^  at 
Saint  Stanislaus  E6stka  caiureh^  by  Reverend  7*  Gieburonski  on  the  ooea- 
sion  of  the  nine-hundredth  anniyersary  of  the  Saint  *ff  martyrdom*  A  large 
nuiBber  of  Polish  societies  had  gathered  to  hear  the  sezmon: 

^Ramonber  them  vAich  haye  the  rule  orer  you^  who  have  spoken  unto  you  the 
wfxrd  of  God:  whose  faith  follow ,  considering  the  and  of  their  conyersation* 
7esus  Christ  the  sams  yesterday »  and  today,  and  for  eyert  (Hebrews,  13th 
chapter  T^B*) 

In  the  name  of  the  Lord,  7esus  Christ*  Our  country,  beloyed  brothers,  can 
be  justly  called  a  nation  of  pious  belieyers,  for  it  has  not  only  accepted 
the  Christian  religion  but  followed  it  reyerently  eyerywhere  and  at  all 
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times*  The  Poles  have  also  defended  tbelr  faith  against  the  wild  hordes 
of  Mongols  and  Turks  that  tried  to  ovemhelm  the  Christian  world*  The 
prineipXes  of  the  Christian  faith  hsTe  been  protected  against  the  evil  in* 
fluences  of  sohisinatio  morements*  Conseqoently^  the  Poles,  Jost  as  f»>m  the 
beginning,  now  are  one  of  the  finest  models  in  Sorope* 

«Our  country  can  also  be  called  an  apostolic  nation*  Vor  whererer  a  Pole  has 
settled  9  he  planted  the  roots  of  the  Christian  religion*  In  his  own  country 
faith  was  propagated  by  him  cmd  protected  against  the  spoliation  of  other 
religions  from  neighboring  countries*  co 


^nsut,  above  all,  Poland  has  been  and  is  a  nation  of  martyrs*  This  is  some- 
thing of  which  we  can  be  proud  before  other  peoples,  for  no  other  nation  has 
suffered  as  much  for  the  will  of  God  and  the  Christian  cause  as  the  Poles* 
We  can  rejoice  over  this  because  this  suffering  gave  us  life,  this  death 
JJoBB  of  PolaxL^  gaTe  us  Titality~as  can  be  seen  by  the  accomplishoiants  of 
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our  people  of  today*  Just  *ae  the  seed  of  maityrdom  is  the  common  seed  of 
Christianity,*  according  to  Tertullian,  an  early  Latin  father  of  the  Church, 
in  like  manner  the  same  seed  can  be  our  seed  of  life  and  force  of  our  national    ^ 
spirit*  This  is  being  exemplified  on  Polish  soil* 

**Saint  Adalbert  was  bom  in  the  year  956  A«  D.  on  Bohemian  soil,  of  a  noble 
Slavic  family*  He  received  his  training  in  Magdeburg  under  the  guidance  of 
Archbishop  Adalbert,  who  consecrated  his  charge  as  a  priest  in  980  A*  D*  As      ^ 
a  young  priest.  Saint  Adalbert  returned  to  his  native  town  to  preach  the 
gospel  of  the  Church  to  his  people* 

**Through  his  industrious  work  as  a  priest.  Saint  Adalbert  was  soon  after 
appointed  Bishop  and  then  Archbishop  of  Prague,  where  the  Bohemians  were 
still  observing  many  pagan  rites*  The  energetic  Archbishop  realized  that 
he  could  not  convert  this  pagan  horde  throu^  physical  force;  consequently 
he  used  spiritual  means*  Through  prayer,  penance,  and  abstinence  he  began 
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to  win  the  people  to  his  fold*  To  he  nore  fortified  in  his  work^  he  joined  : 
the  Benedictine  Order  in  B^ne«  And  through  the  will  of  the  Almighty,  suecess 
in  oonyerting  the  Poles  and  the  pagan  Frassians  came  to  him  with  his  earnest  1 
worlc*  Saint  Adalbert  preached  the  gospel  along  the  frontiers  of  paganism,  .  ^^ 
and  idiex^ver  he  went  the  true  light  of  his  sermons  were  welcomed  and  accept-  p: 
ed*  The  Poles  willingly  accepted  the  Christian  doctrines  and  did  not  mistreat  ^ 
nor  brutally  kill  the  messengers  of  God,  as  in  other  countries #  Seeing  the  g 
willingness  of  the. people  to  accept  his  fozm  of  religion,  the  inspired  preach*-  ^^ 
er  approached  the  Polish  King  Bpleslay,  who  not  only  welcomed  him  and  him  teach«*  ^ 
ings  but  also  suggested  that  he  preach  to  the  neighboring  Prussians •  But  the 
Prussians  were  not  as  hospitable  and  noble  as  the  Poles  •  They  adhered  to 
their  idols  and  killed  the  trusting  an!  sincere  missionary*  Seven  spears 
pierced  his  body,  and  as  Saint  Adalbert  fell  to  the  ground,  Just  like  the 
martyr  Stephen,  he  raised  his  eyes  toward  heaven  and  prayed  for  his  murderers* 
He  prayed  that  his  blood  might  sprout  the  seed  of  Christianity  on  Prussian 
soil  and  that  this  same  blood  mie^t  bring  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  Poles 
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and  upon  Poland* 

*nrerll79  nany  blessings  came  to  Poland! 

Dalennlk  Chicagoski,  Apr«  27,  1897« 

^Abore  all,  his  efforts  bxoug}it  to  the  hearts  of  the  pagan  Poles  the  true 
li^t;  the  seed  of  the  true  faith  sprouted,  and  the  old  religious  customs 
were  abandoned*  Thus,  his  martyrdom  helped  the  Poles  unite  under  thetanner 
of  brotherly  lore*  Under  the  sufferings  of  Saint  Adalbert  the  Poles  were 
brought  together  as  one  nation* 

*7rior  to  this,  the  activities  of  the  Poles  were  unknoim;  they  could  not 
coDQiare  thenselTOs  in  anything  with  other  nations;  they  were  not  a  people 
of  aeeoorplishments<i  There  are  Hgfnds  and  unusual  tales  of  miraculous  in- 
cidents; but  one  could  not  see  lie^t,  truth,  and  goodness*  The  more  im- 
portant history  of  Poland  begins  with  the  martyrdom  of  Saint  Adalbert* 
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Hl8  safferings  started  a  mlxaoaloas  development  in  Fpland*  Gharohes  and 
oonTentSy  the  fortresses  of  Cliristlanity  and  true  learning,  began  to  be 
erected  in  great  numbers  all  orer  Poland #  From  these  Institutions  learn-       ^ 
ing  began  to  spread  throuj^out  the  country;  the  strength  of  the  spirit  be--      ^ 
gan  uO  grow*  pz 

"So  it  happened*  Only  after  the  blood  of  the  martyr  soaked  the  Polish  soil,     ^ 
only  after  the  remains  of  the  martyr  were  laid  to  rest,  only  then  did  the       o 
Poles  become  a  great  nation  which  subjected  the  pagan  Prussians,  defeated       c^ 
the  wild  Saxons ,  BolMilaQs ,  Hunga^^ians ,  Bussians ,  and  steamed  the  onslaught     ^ 
of  the  Germans,  who  wanted  to  wipe  out  the  Poles  with  the  sword.  As  justly     ^ 
stated  by  one  of  the  great  Polish  preachers.  Saint  Adalbert  was  the  builder 
of  Poland*  And  that  is  Miy  the  people  of  the  province  of  PQland,  who  have 
nurtured  the  spirit  of  Poland  frcaa  their  cradles,  celebrate  the  nine-hun-- 
dredth  anniversay  of  Saint  Adalbert  amidst  pomp  and  glory*  They  pay  hom- 
age for  the  tears  he  shed  and  the  suffering  he  underwent  for  the  sake  of

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tils  people^  They  offer  prayer  at  the  cuxoient  cathedral  at  Gzilezno  where 
the  body  of  the  martyr  rests  ^  as  a  token  of  appreciation  for  planting  the 
seed  of  Christianity  on  Polish  soil*  Oat  of  this  seed  sprouted  a  great 
Polish  clTlllzatlon* 


^And  that  is  why  we  Ifflmlgrants  should  consider  this  a  solemn  moment,  for  we 

are  Poles  Just  as  well  as  those  across  the  sea«  We  should  ^Join  them  in 

prayer,  for  Saint  Adalbert  gave  us  the  same  jewel*  But,  above  all,  we 

should  pray  to  Saint  Adalbert  to  give  us  strength  in  the  belief  of  our 

faith*  Ah,  this,  above  all,  is  imperatlYO  to  us  in  Americal  It  is  necess-       ^ 

ary  for  us  to  open  the  eyes  of  our  soul  to  the  seven  wounds  of  our  saintly 

brother,  idio  fell  to  the  ground  with  prayer  upon  his  lips,  with  heavenly 

joy  and  with  fizm  detezmination,  and  ask  ourselves  for  what  idea  did  Saint 

Adalbert  die  with  such  heroism* 

"The  answer—that  he  dies  for  the  sublime  idea  of  the  Holy  Faith,  that  he 
sacrificed  his  life  in  order  to  lead  the  people  to  God,  to  condemn  and 
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uproot  eyil  and  idolatr7«^should  be  closely  Imbedded  In  our  souls;  it 
should  encourage  us  toirard  ioiltatlony  and  should  be  written  indelibly  up- 
on our  hearts • 

**The  enemies  of  truth  and  the  Catholic  faith  are  ridiculing  us  more  openly 
in  America*  They  exert  the  greatest  effort  to  tear  from  us  our  most  cher* 
ished  jewel  and  gift  lOf  God— -the  Boly  Faith--and  in  its  stead  try  to  spread 
disbelief 9  godlessness,  and  the  despoliation  of  customs*  We  must  be  able 
to  comprehend  that  the  more  the  people  fall  away  from  the  true  faith,  the 
more  they  fall  away  from  their  morals  and  consequently  lose  their  reasoning 
in  behaTior~and  the  more  they  waste  their  life  and  spiritual  strength*  The 
apostles  of  godlessness~evil  books  and  senseless  newspepeins—not  only  dis- 
tort one's  life  but  also  undermine  our  moral  stability*  How  many  Merican 
souls  have  already  been  contaminated  both  spiritually  and  materially! 

**Aht  W  docLr  brothersi  ShouldnH  we,  upon  the  adyent  of  this  great  day  of 
Saint  Adalbert y  stand  upon  our  own  feet  and  band  together  to  oppose  this 
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'  godless  influence?  Silence  in  this  respect  is  the  treason  of  Gk>d~ the 
renunciation  of  the  true  faith*  And  the  denial  of  the  faith  is  the  great- 
est insult  to  God«  We  should  be  grateful  to  the  Lord  for  calling  us  to  the 

.  true  faith,  and  therefore  we  should  alvmys  acknowledge  it  everywhere  and 
every  time*  True  love  of  truth  and  sincere  and  unflinching  devoutnedd  in 
the  Christian  faith  do  not  penait  indifference  in  faith,  nor  do  they  allow  ^ 
the  negligence  of  the  principles  of  the  religion*  Therefore,  down  with  false 
tolerancel  Down  with  teachings  and  principles  that  renounce  the  Holy  Faith! 
Down  with  education  that  renounces  Gk)dt  Down  with  progress  that  takes  the 
evil  roadl  And,  above  all,  we  should  cast  aside  from  our  ranks  evil  books 
and.  newspapers  that  condemn  Faith  and  the  virtues  thereof*  Our  training  and 
knowledge  leans  upon  the  true  Christian  faith — let  our  progress  be  based  up- 
on the  precepts  of  goodness  and  faithfulness  to  god.

Ifoy  person  possessing  his  fire  nomal  senses  will  recognize  that  only  ^

To  the  assertion  that  the  Polish  Catholic  Congress  will  have  no  meaning 
and  will  not  include  the  entire  Polish  nation,  we  find  a  ready  answer* 

Sereral  attempts  hare  already  been  made  to  unite  all  tike  Poles  in  Africa 
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so  that  they  will  work  together  sincerely  in  the  name  of  love  of  country, 
but  it  has  been  shown  that  love  of  coxmtry  can  be  found  only  on  the  tongues 
of  some  of  our  so-ceCLled  "patriots".  This  dead  and  selfish  love  of  country 
did  not  i)ermit  them  to  make  even  the  slightest  sacrifices;  it  did  not 
impel  them  to  make  compromises;  it  did  not  help  to  unite  us.  Because  of 
a  few  words,  because  they  disliked  one  paragraph  in  the  constitution,  a 
great  and  noble  cause  was  dropped  and  eill  efforts  were  made  to  condemn  and 
destroy  it  /the  Polish  League/.  ^ 


Can  there  be  any  talk  about  love  of  country  and  a  true  desire  for  uniting 
the  Poles  in  its  name,  if,  i^en  the  time  comes  for  action,  those  who  shout 
loudest  of  their  love  are  unable  to  make  any  ccnpromises,  or  any  sacrifices? 

Let  us  not,  therefore,  fool  ourselves,  but  let  us  frankly  confess  that 

the  mass  of  the  Polish  people  in  America  can  only  be  united  under  the  banner 
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ThlQ  banner  will  not  stop  us  from  being — or  feeling  ourselves  to  be — true 
Poles,  who  love  our  country  and  are  willing  to  make  sacrifices  for  it. 
Quite  the  contrary;  this  love  will  be  strengthened,  it  will  become  vibrant, 
alive  and  fruit full 


Ihat  there  should  be  outside  the  pale  of  this  organization  a  few  hiindred 
or  even  a  thousand  Polish  Catholics  who  do  not  subscribe  to  the  Catholic 
doctrines,  who  cannot  bring  themselves  to  co-operate  with  the  priests, 
and  who  irefuse  to  stand  under  the  banner  of  faith — is  a  minor  matter. 

Ihey  represent  only  a  small  percentage  in  comparison  to  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  united  in  a  single  thought, the  same  blood,  and  the  same  faith.

invite  them  to  participate  in  it  and  to  support  it. 

Undoubtedly,  the  local  bishops,  in  yiew  of  the  many  parochial  disturbances 
and  the  ever  increasing  strength  of  the  schismatic  monster,  will  understand 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  such  a  Congress,  and  will  urge  all  Pbllsh 
priests  to  participate  aetively  in  its  deliberations.  This  is  most  important.

The  conference  was  called  to  order  by  Reverend  Gutowski,  ^o  explained  the  pur-  ^ 
pose  of  the  meeting  and  requested  those  present  to  select  a  chairman;  he  himself  t:^ 
proposed  Reverend  Swiniarski  of  Buffalo  for  this  office.  Those  present  unani-   *^ 
mously  endorsed  his  proposal  and  Reverend  Swiniarski  took  over  the  position  of 
chairman.  Mr.  Stanislaus  Szwajkart  was  selected  as  secretary.         ' 

The  first  question  brought  up  for  discussion  was  whether  a  Polish  Catholic

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There  was  some  doubt  expressed  as  to  whether  those  assembled  could  decide 
such  a  question,  because  not  all  the  Polish  parishes  or  even  all  the  states  were 
yet  represented..

Ihe  papers  had  published  a  great  ni.uber  of  letters  from  priests  and  laymen,  who 
had  proclaimed  that  they  favored  the  calling  of  a  Polish  Catholic  Congress  and 
^o  gave  their  reasons  for  it;  many  of  them  could  not  come  to  Detroit  for  thlt:> 
conference  because  it  was  being  held  on  a  day  of  devotion  and  also  because  of 
the  lenten  season.  Since  it  was  impossible  to  delay  further  if  the  Congress  was 
to  be  held  this  year,  it  was  decided  to  settle  the  question  at  this  conference 
and  to  elect  a  committee  to  take  care  of  the  details  of  arranging  the  Congress*

If  a  certain  space  or  lot  is  set 
aside  for  somebody  for  a  certain  price,  then  the  loon^  is  simply  considered 
an  offering  paid  for  the  privilege  of  burying  tke  dead  on  a  family  |J.ot*      ^ 
The  lot  continues  under  the  control  of  the  cemetery  administration,  or  in 
other  words,  continues  to  be  church  property.  The  church  watches  to  see  that 
the  purchaser  does  not  desecrate  the  Catholic  cemetery  with  the  corpses  of 
people  who  did  not  die  as  Catholics.

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POLISH  SOMAN  CATHOLIC  WION  IN  GOOD  FINANCIAL  POSITION 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Wlaim  t  Ojczyzna  (Faith  and  the  Fatherland)  a  com- 
prehensive statement  of  the  new  administration  of  the  Polish  Roman  Catholic 
Union  (under  the  guidance  of  the  Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus)  was  published,  cover- 
ing the  quarter  from  September  1  to  December  1,  1895 ,  the  first  quarter  after 
the  South  Bend  Convention. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note,  according  to  the  facts  and  figures  cited  in  the 
report,  that  the  Union  stands  on  a  firm  financial  footing,  contrary  to  the 
rumors,  false  reports,  lies,  etc.,  spread  by  the  opposition.  Despite  the 
fact  that  the  Milwaukee  group  was  taken  off  the  books,  the  membership  of  the 
Polish  Roman  Catholic  Union  is  growing  steadily.  Before  the  next  quarter 
passes  the  number  of  new  members  will  far  exceed  that  of  the  expelled  Milwau- 
kee faction. 

In  general  the  Union  stands  on  a  firm  foundation.  It  is  immune  to  any  discord 
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or  dlssentlon,  suoh  as  the  Mllwaiikee  faction  tried  to  stir  up*  The  future 
may  be  looked  forward  to  with  the  greatest  calm.  The  figures  given  in  the 
report  are  the  best  proof*

At  the  present  time  the  Polish  Roman  Catholic  Union  has  almost  8,000  members 
on  its  books*  This  makes  it  the  largest  Polish  organization  in  America.

The  following  societies  Joined  the  Union  during  the  past  quarter:  St.  Joseph 
Society  of  Schenectady,  New  York;  Sacred  Heart  Society  of  Dorr,  Allegan  County, 
Michigan;  St*  Adalbert  Society  of  Berea,  Ohio;  St.  Michael  Archangel  Society 
of  Alden,  Pennsylvania;  St.  Joseph  Society  of  Chicago;  and  the  Holy  Name  of 
Mary  Society  of  Peru,  Illinois.  v' 

Out  of  the  above  seven  societies,  six  are  from  out  of  town.  This  again  in- 
dicates that  the  Polish  Roman  Catholic  Union  is  not  merely  a  local  organiza- 
tion. The  opposition  cannot  refute  these  figures. 

On  the  other  hand  it  can  be  said  that  Chicago  could  play  a  greater  part  in 
this  organization  and  undoubtedly  it  will  in  time.  But  this  does  not  mean 
that  it  is  going  to  interfere  with  the  out-of-town  members.

this  disturbanee,  bis  bid  was  rejected  on  the  grounds  that  his  preTious  nork 
was  unsatisfactoxy*  A  building  he  put  up  adjoining  the  reetory  seven  years 
ago  sank  three  inches  because  of  an  error  in  construction* 

•»I  an  definitely  against  the  assertiozis  that  a  majority  of  the  parishioners 
fl^re  opposed  to  the  present  pastor,  Reverend  M.  l^latz*  The  discontented  do 
not  nuBber  more  than  fifteen  and  these  have  never  been  considered  parishioners 
because  they  have  never  fulfilled  their  duties  to  the  church* 


*Ih  respect  to  the  cost  of  erection  of  the  new  church  building »  the  contract  ^ 
given  to  a  contractor  who  gave  the  lowest  bld«  An  agreement  was  signed 
d  the  cost  of  the  new  structure  will  not  be  more  than  #21|^900«  But  the 
interior  decoration^  such  a^  pews  and  altars,  and  repairs  on  the  school  building, 
and  bells  for  the  church,  will  amount  to  not  more  than  #4,000,  making  the  total 
cost  about  |S6,000* 

*^The  parishioners  have  been  kept  informed  about  these  details,  so  it  is  strange 
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tbat  certain  persons  should  start  a  rumor  olreulatlng  that  the  work  on  the  new 
cburoh  will  eost  |45,000#  This  agitation,  howerer,  thank  God,  did  not  create 
any  dissention  among  the  parishioners* 

*Veither  is  it  true  that  a  majority  of  the  parishioners  have  demanded  an  account* 
ing  of  the  parish  books  ahd  my  resignation*  The  parishioners  hare  receiTed  a 
finaneial  statement  each  year  and  will  reoeiTe  one  this  year  also* 

**I  hare  nerer  heard  from  anyone  that  any  of  the  parishioners  were  dissatisfied 
with  me  or  that  they  haye  demanded  my  removal*  Beverend  l^latz  has  not  heard 
of  any  such  rumor  either*  I  would  be  the  first  one  to  ask  to  be  released  from 
my  duties  if  the  parishioners  should  desire  my  dismissal,  especially  if  this 
would  avoid  dissention*

If  we  agree  that  we  Poles  in  Ainerica  consti- 
tute Borid  or  less  a  covBunity  within  a  conmunity,  that  besides  the  usual 
soelal  obligations  we  haTe  in  ccnaon  with  the  people  of  the  United  StatesV 
we  also  hare  a  special  aim  peculiar  to  ourselres — that  is,  to  protect  our 
Holy  Faith  and  nationality,  and  to  work  in  the  interest  of  our  aotherland.-^* 
than  we  must  adait  that  the  Polish  churches  and  parishes  serre  as  an  axi#  \.

Our  churches  and  parishes  are  called  strongholds  of  faith  and  nationall 
and.  Indeed,  they  deserve  this  name*  The  character  of  our  rery  rellglo 
people  is  such  that,  whererer  they  are  gathered  in  large  numbers,  t|^y 
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faal  the  aeeasalty  of  praying  together  and  In  their  natire  tongue  to  the 
Lord  of  Hearen.  It  ia  for  this  reaaon  that  they  build  Polish  ehurehes 
and  lire  near  them,  eaeh  aueleus  establishing  its  ovn  Polish  sehool*  %mm 
Utader  the  leadership  of  intelligent  priests,  aetiTity  and  thou«^  are^^ 
aeakened*  After  this  awakeningi  there  follows  a  tedious  ant-like 
nationalistic  work — a  work  intended  to  build  up  Poles  put  of  the  ranr

Catholic  ehurehes  and  parishes  are  the  foundation  of  Polish  soeial  life 
in  Aasriea.  The  growth  of  the  Polish  churches  in  the  Ibiited  States  has   ^ 
been  quite  noticeable  despite  the  fact  that  the  inflow  of  Polish  inmigraats 
has  been  aaall  en  aecouat  of  restrictions  and  unfarorable  /economieT'  condi- 

Many  Polish  parishes  hare  been  established  and  many  Polish  churches  hare 
been  built  or  are  under  construction  (in  Chicago,  Buffalo,  Milwaukee )« 
She  number  of  Polish  priests  has  increased  considerably  tc«j^  for  many  o 
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tharn  hare  innlgratad  to  Aaarloa  and  others  hare  been  ordained  rl^t  here. 
Aeeordliig  to  the  last  census,  there  are  230  Polish  priests  in  America#i^ji 
]bm7  nissions  and  speeial  church  serrices  hare  been  held  in  Polish  parishes 
Schools  haTe  been  established;  work,  both  in  the  nationalistic  and  welfare 
fields y  has  been  undertaken* 
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In  other  words,  the  Polish  Rooan  Catholic  Ohoreh  has  been  growing,  being  ^ 
in  reality  a  torch  guiding  the  trareler  and  a  shelter  giTing  eonfort  to  the 
eodled*  It  would  be  difficult  to  conrince  us  that  we  should  not  continue  .a 
to  werk  for  the  success  of  the  Church*  On  the  other  hand,  those  lAo  try 
to  undermine  our  Church  harbor  an  ominous  design  against  the  essence  of  our 
national^  religious,  and  social  life*  To  be  exact,  we  will  state  that  the 
hlfgtorj  of  the  derelopment  of  the  Polish  Catholic  Ghu;rch  in  America  is  not 
without  a  dark  passage  here  and  there*  Such  is  the  world*  There  hare  been 
sharp  disturbances  in  Polish  parishes  (in  Winona,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia) 
now  ajid  then--disturbances  which  hare  brought  disgrace  to  our  nationality* 
Once  an  attenqpt  was  made  to  dynamite  a  Polish  rectory  in  PennsylTania*  In 
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Dttroit,  the  apostate  K61a8in8ki~a  former  Roman  Cattiolle  priest  iriio  is  . 
still  ■isleadiiig  a  fev  thousands  of  stupefied  Poles — staged  a  disgraceful 
eonedy  on  Christaas  Day,  idien  his  **self-«ade  chureh**  was  consecrated  by  a  . 
swindler  posing  as  an  iarchbishop*  These  are  indeed  very  sad  Bymsitomsm^^ 
/pt  diseordT^,  but  this  is  no  tioe  for  discussing  them.  It  will  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  time  being  to  condean  sarerely  the  instigators  of  these  ^^^ ; , 
dissensions,  whose  purpose  is  to  create  a  source  of  discord  and  dishones'^y. 
At  any  rate,  these  dark  symptoms  of  discord  are  outweighed  by  the  large^"" 
bright  field  on  which  they  appear,  since  the  main  and  largest  Polish  settle- 
ments in  America  enjoy  peace  and  lire  according  to  God*s  will,  and  since 
the  last  year  brought  about  the  reconciliation  with  the  Church  of  one  old 
Polish  parish  which  had  been  tossed  aside  by  the  internal  storm.  This  was 
aeoomplished  by  understanding  and  Christian  lore.  Let  us  hope  that  this 
saiM  understanding  and  Christian  lore  will  subdue  in  the  future  such  atorms 
as  we  had  last  year  by  bringing  the  guilty  ones  to  reason,  r 
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Bext  are  the  schools.  Here  in  America  by  schools  we  mean  the  parochial 
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•^ 


schools 9  vbiehy  together  with  the  ehurohee,  complete  the  Polish  parishes • 
According  to  Church  statistics,  we  have  more  than  170  Polish  parishes  in 
Anerica.  The  number  of  parochial  schools  is  approximately  120,  if  not 
^more«  According  to  last  year's  reports,  scTeral  Polish  schools  were  es- 
tablished in  1892*  Some  of  these  schools  are  not  rery  imposing.  They  \ 
are  not  yet  finished  for  lack  of  funds,  since  the  member  ships  of  the  par-» 
is)ies  that  maintain  them  are  still  too  small;  All  in  all,  if  we  take 
into  consideration  that  these  schools  are  maintained  by  our  hard^wor 
people,  the  majority  of  whom  lire  in  porerty,  let  alone  that  quite  often 
they  hare  been  opposed  in  their  undertaking  by  the  Republicans,  we  will 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  we  hare  accomplished  a  great  deal«>  ^^ 
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Trom  forty  to  fifty  thousand  children  receiTo  education  at  these  schools. 
These  children  study  not  only  Polish  but  also  English.  Incidentally,  we 
should  add  that  some  of  the  Polish  schools,  especially  those  in  large 
Polish  settlements,  operate  under  standards  high  enough  to  enable  them  to 
cciVete  with  public  schools.  We  may  take  for  example  the  Polish  schools 
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In  Chieago,  HHwankee,  Buffalo,  Detroit ,  and  other  cities «  That  Polish 
schools  have  a  high  standard  of  teadilng  can  be  proTed  by  the  two  awards  % 
glTon  thea  by  the  Chicago  Fair  for  their  work«  So  nuch  for  the  elementary^

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As  to  high  schools,  we  hare  only  a  small  noaber  of  them.  Oar  Polish  thecM 
logical  seminary  In  Detroit,  Michigan,  due  to  lack  of  funds,  Is  conducted 
on  a  small  scale;  consequently.  It  cannot  compete  with  liberally  endowed 
American  Institutions  despite  the  sacrifices  of  the  faculty.  Today  the  ^ 
future  outlook  of  this  Institution  looks  much  better,  for  at  the  Polish 
Clergymen's  Conrentlon  held  In  Detroit  last  Decoaber,  the  decision  was 
mAde  to  Incorporate  and  support  this  Institution.  This  decision  Is  praise-* 
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The  two  Polish  parochial  high  schools^-one  In  Chicago  and  the  other  In 
Hllwmukee,  Wlsconsln««>are  maintained  )p(tf Irately,  and  Its  supporters  deserre 
great  credit.  Bererend  Pltass  has  promised  to  open  a  teachers*  training 
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school  in  Buffalo,  New  Tork,  and  we  are  waiting  eagerly  for  this  accoaplish-* 
inent.  We  also  have  a  business  oollege  in  Hanitowoe,  Wisconsin,  conducted  by 
tbe  Feiieian  Sisters,  and  it  is  a  success.  Here  in  Chicago,  at  the  Oonren- 
tion  Qit  the  Polish  RcMnan  Catholic  Union,  the  Polish  teachers  formed  an 
association,  the  object  of  idiich  is  to  foster  education,  to  proTide  mutual 
aid,  and  to  arrange  teachers*  conTentions*  Our  teachers  are  greatly  interested 
in  the  Lwow  Flair,  which  will  take  place  at  Lwow,  Poland  (Austrian  occupation),  la 
1894.  We  wish  to  point  out  that  the  majority  of  parochial  school  teachers  are 
wcnen.  Our~iBChools  are  directed  and  taue^t  by  Hazarene,  Feiieian,  Notre  Dame^ 
and  Franciscan  Sisters,  who  deserre  great  credit  for  their  work* 


The  foregoing  statements  prore  that  there  is  great  actiYity,  derelopment, 
and  progress  in  the  field  of  education  among  the  Poles.  However,  we  still 
need  and  desire  to  hare  more  high  schools. 

school  attendance  alone  is  not  the  last  word  in  education.  Reading  popular 
liieraiiire  and  attending  popular  lectures  are  also  necessary.  These  are 
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■i 
mditaiui  whereby  the  people  can  be  enlightened  and  uplifted.  Our  people  are 
becoming  Bore  and  acre  Interested  In  literature;  the  young  people, as  well 
as  the  old,  like  to  read,  r  ^  -V^^  t 
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The  newspapers  also  help  spread  enlightennent  and  derelop  social  life, t^ 
proTiding  they  do  not  becona  too  controreriial  and  engage  in  scandalous 
quarrels  or  cater  to  the  lower  desires  of  the  public. 
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The  past  year  was  successful  in  educational  actiTities.  New  libraries  were 
established  here  and  there,  and  old  ones  were  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of 
hundreds  of  new  books.  The  libraries  of  Saint  Stanislaus  Eostka,  the  ^ 
Polish  National  Alliance,  Saint  Hyacinth,  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  as  wel^% 
as  the  Polish  Beading  Room  in  Buffalo,  New  Tork,  and  others,  hare  grown 
to  large  proportions*  There  are  fr<n&  thirty  to  forty  Polish  libraries,  s 
large  and  swall,  in  the  United  States.  Here  and  there  a  public  library 
has  a  Polish  section.  From  time  to  time  public  lectures  were  held.  Attests 
were  made  on  sereral  occasions  to  organize  a  Polish  educational  associa- 
tion to  serre  as  our  Polish  Alma  Hater.  Publication  of  popular  literature 
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was  also  considered ,  and  this  resulted  in  the  publication  of  a  number  of 
pamphlets •  Although  it  is  quite  true  that  these  publications  consist  of 
reprints  and  schoolbooks,  yet  there  was  some  dCTelopment  eren  along  this 
line.  The  most  important  step  was  the  plan  to  organize  a  Polish  Educational 
Association  which  would  be  impartial  and  always  ready  to  work  for  the  good

As  to  the  press,  it  has  other  functions  besides  the  ones  already  Bientioned. 
Let  us  dcTote  a  few  words  to  these  functions.  We  must  admit  that  despite 
all  its  defects,  the  Polish  American  press  has  fulfilled  its  purpose#'^ 
Wheneyer  a  good  plan  was  suggested,  our  press  supported  it  with  all  its 
might;  lAenerer  public  welfare  was  concerned,  it  put  aside  its  own  interests 
to  attend  to  it.  It  opposed  the  bad  and  supported  the  good.  Howerer,  there 
were  exceptions. "^Ephemfl^ral  publications  sprang  up  now  and  then,  here  and 
there,  before  and  after  election.  There  were  itinerant  editors,  trareling 
from  city  to  city,  liTing  off  the  fat  of  the  Itad.  We  saw  in  their  ranks « 
open  and  secret  anarchists  declaring  war  against  the  Cross,  but  the  Polish 
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press  as  a  whole  was  healthy;  It  cared  for  the  welfare  of  the  public^  for 
whleh  it  deserres  honor*  The  standard  of  many  Polish  Journals  has  im*  .  ,, 
proved •  Of  special  interest  is  the  change  in  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
Polish  National  Alliance's  organ,  lAiich,  after  four  years  of  poor  oanage- 
aent,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  an  honest  man*  Let  us  follow  this  road 
and,  with  GcA^e  help,  we  will  benefit  our  countrymen.  We  will  sow  g^pod 
seed  and  reap  a  rich  harvest.

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AB  to  our  organizations,  they  are  another  important  factor  in  our  life«^ 
In  a  country  as  large  as  the  United  States,  organizational  activity  is|^ 
absolutely  necessary.  Here  the  associations  care  for  things  irtiich  in  T^ 
other  counti^ies  are  looked  after  by  the  government.  Organizations  and  "^ 
associations  unite  those  who  have  the  same  social,  political,  and  religious 
ideas  and  those  ibo  share  in  common  the  same  needs  and  trades.  Organiza- 
tions help  them  accomplish  their  ideals  and  protect  them  against  their 
•liemies*  And  so  it  is  with  us.  We  organized  thousands  of  small  societieii 
for  thiw  purpose,  societies  which  later  msirged  into  large  organizations,  li 
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We  hare  four  such  organizations — large  and  small.  The  Polish  Roman  Catholic 
Union,  under  the  protection  of  the  Sacred  Heart  of  Jesus,  and  the  Polish 
National  Alliance  lead  numerically.  The  Union  is  progressing  rapidly.  The 
Roman  Catholic  Union,  under  the  protection  of  the  Holy  Virgin  of  Czestochowa, 
is  an  independent  organization.  These  organizations  were  not  necessarily  ^^;. 
created  to  serve  different  purposes,  yet  it  is  not  always  that  they  have  ^ 
worked  together  for  the  common  good.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  have  oftex^ 
fought  amongst  themselves.  We  do  not  wish  to  express  our  opinion  as  to  wtib 
is  right  or  wrong — ^what  we  wish  is  to  avoid  further  friction.  In  fact,  we 
are  happy  to  point  out  that  these  antagonisms,  fights,  and  storms  have  sub-* 
sided.  This  abatement  of  the  str\iggle  happened  in  1893,  during  the  conven- 
tions held  that  year  by  our  most  important  societies.  Instead  of  discords 
and  storms,  these  conrentions  brought  us  peace  and  unselfish  comaunity  work. 
Dissension,  which  was  the  slogan  at  least  for  one  side,  has  ceased.  At  last 
we  have  harmony  and  satisfaction — we  were  benefited.  ■7^«a  ^>?,-  ^^.^^  ^^ 

Finally,  to  top  1%  all,  there  came  the  beatitiful,  magnificent,  and  wonderful 
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Polish  Day,  a  day  irtiieh  Is  still  remembered  by  all  ot  ms.    An  extraordinary 
thing  occurred  then.  We  American  citizens  marched  under  American  and  Polish v 
banners  as  Poles,  In  behalf  of  Poland  and  for  Poland*  We  marched  side  byr  i 
side — ^we  members  of  different  caoBips,  factions,  organizations,  and  societies— 
[irlth  our  hands  outstretched  and  sympathy  In  our  hearts,  even  though  the  da]i  V 
before  we  had  been  enemies  •  We  haye  learned  to  march  In  the  same  rank.  ^, 
Pax  Dell  Poles  have  Grod*s  peace  In  America.  Let  this  peace  last  not  only 
throughout  the  new  year  of  1894  but  forever ♦ 

Out  of  this  peace,  on  account  of  this  good  Inspiration,  many  good,  great ^|g^ 
and  beautiful  things  hsTe  been  acco]iq>llshed.  More  will  come  4  Out  of  the 
ashes,  like  the  Phoenix,  the  Polish  Immigration  House  was  resturected.  The 
problem  of  the  Polish  seminary  was  finally  solved  in  the  spirit  of  brotherl;jr 
love.  A  veiry  energetic  effort  was  made  to  send  representatives  to  the 
Kosciusko  Fair,  which  will  be  held  at  Lwow  in  1894.  Plans  were  made  to 
prepare  lectures  relative  to  the  condition  and  history  of  the  Polish  settle- 
ments in  America •  A  move  was  made  for  closer  solidarity  between  the  Poles 
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id^  irai^  historical  kaiglibws^  tha  Littoaaiana,  and  our  (^imia:^^^^ 


^  paopla,  tha  Suthaniana  and  Sloraka.  A  plan  was  aada — and  it  was  pfurtly  ^;^^ 
ivaarriad  out — ^to  organiza  ailitary,  athlatio,  and  othar  sooiatias*  A 
%Uiiuggastion  was  aada  to  organize  a  Poliah  League  and  to  hold  a  Polish  ^^,^ 
fvmkMB  Beating*  Thaaa  are  projects  Just  started  but  not  yet  finished,  f^ 
I  Howerer,  we  beliere  that  the  first  steps  hare  been  taken,  and  that  the

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A  Tery  encouraging  aign  was  the  establiahment  of  relations  with  bur  Bofmr 
eaoatry*  Theae  relations  began  with  the  wiasion  of  Hr*  Dunikowski,  and  . 
although  this  mission  failed  in  part,  there  is  still  hope.  'Ihe  Chicago  f 
Aiir  contributed  greatly  in  this  respect.  ScAe  of  the  risitors  frcm  Poland 
who  ease  to  see  the  IU.r  did  net  Judge  us  fairly— that  is  true,  but  many 
of  them  aade  their  acquaintance  with  the  American  Polea  and  appreciated  us.| 
Itr.  Dunik0W8ki*s  book  about  us,  although  not  true  and  Just  in  erery  respect, 
br oag^  us  closer  to  Poland.  In  Przeglad  BaigracyJny  (Etelje^^^s*  Bariew)^ 
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published  in  Lwow,  Poland,  we  hare  a  faithful  friend  and  defender  who  Is  ^^.^^ 
very  well  acquainted  with  our  affairs*  The  last  legal  congress  held  in  '  "^ 
Poznan  was  greatly  Interested  in  the  problem  of  emigration ,  and  our  pavilion 
at  the  Lwow  Fair  will  accomplish  the  rest.  With  less  sarcasm  and  undue 
criticism  between  the  Polish  element  in  the  United  States  and  the  European 
Poles y  a  noble  aimi  a  friendly  relation  will  be  effected  between  our  mother- 
land and  the  American  Poles.

An  effort  to  erect  Kosciusko *s 
BonuBent  in  Chicago  was  wade.  We  collected  eighteen  thousand  dollars  for 
this  purpose.  We  held  a  ccMspetition  for  a  design  of  Kosciusko *s  aonu&ent 
and  receired  four  nodels  of  high  artistic  ralue.  One  of  these  nodels,  a 
design  submitted  by  ICr.  Baracz,  will  probably  be  executed.  Whenf  It  is

Althou^  the  last  year  was  abundant  in  achleYements ,  national  and  social, 
It  had  one  defeet—it  was  not  prosperous*  During  the  second  part  of  the 
year  there'^was  a  financial  panic  irtiich  was  hard  on  the  worlcing  people*-* 
many  of  iOloil  suffered  hunger  and  priration.  This  encouraged  crime.  But, 
eren  in  this  respect,  our  countrymen  succeeded  in  aroiding  the  worst,  and 
our  more  wealthy  people,  led  by  the  clergy,  did  all  they  could  for  their 
suffering  countrymen.

Bren  though  our  source—Sadlier^s  Catholic  Directory  and  AlmanaC"^ 
constitutes  a  practically  ccmplete  offical  compilation,  it  has  certain  in- 
adequacies. We  hare  made  such  corrections  as  we  could  from  our  personal 
Joaiowledge;  it  is  possible,  howerer,  that  some  inaccurate  itons  may  have  bee 
retained.  3tae  of  the  figures  published  in  the  Catholic  Directory  mig^t  tu|Te 
changed  completely  in  the  course  of  a  few  months  or  weeks.  ^^ 
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In  the  /ecclesiasticalT^  province  of  Chicago  there  are  three  dioceses:  Chicagof"^^ 
Peoria,  and  Belleville.  Ibe  largest,  in  respect  to  the  number  of  Polish  chur-  ^^s^ 

ches^  is  the  Archdiocese  of  ChiOASP..  Xn  Chicago  alone  (excluding  South  Chi-> 
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•^  f^'cago)  there  are  seven  Polish  parishes.  The  Polish  churches  are  as  follows: 
'   'Bt#  Stanislaus  Kostka,  on  Noble  Street  (Reverend  Vincent  Barzynski,  pastor); 
St.  Adalbert's,  on  South  Paulina  Street  (Reverend  Radziejewski,  pastor) ;  St. 
Hedwig's  (Reverend  J.  Barzynski,  pastor);  St.  Mary's  of  Perpetual  Help,  in 
Bridgeport  ^Reverend  Nawrocki,  pastor);  St.  Joseph's,  in  Town  of  Lake;  (Rev- 
erend W.  2^ewski,  pastor);  St.  Josephat,  in  Lake  View  (Reverend  Lcmge,  pas- 
^wr;  and  St*  Casimir's,  on  22nd  Street  (Reverend  P.  Kroll,  pastoi^.  Naturally, 
wp  are  not  counting  the  three  or  four  parishes  which  may  come  into  being  dur- 
ing the  course  of  this  year.  Besides  the  seven  parishes  in  Chicago  proper, 
there  are  two  in  South  Chicago,  namely,  St.  Mary's  of  Immaculate  Conception

What  has  been  expected  for  a  long  time  nas  finally  happened.  The  oreFcrowded 
condition  of  St.  Stanislaus  Kostka  Church  during  some  of  the  Sunday  services 
has  attracted  the  attention  of  city  authorities.  T3ie  Reverend  Vincent  Bar- 
zynski,  pastor  of  St.  Stanislaus  Church,  has  received  a  letter  from  the  Itoyor 
pointing  out  the  danger  of  overcrowding  to  the  lives  emd  health  of  his  |>ar- 
ishioners*  ■-■'.■  -'''■■"'■■■.£"■;":>. 


It  is  evident  from  this  letter  that  such  overcrowding  is  not  permitted  by  law, 
since  it  endangers  the  lives  of  thousands  of  people,  especially  as  in  the  case 
of  the  upper  church,  where  there  are  no  side  exits.  If  we  wish  to  avoid  hav- 
ing the  city  close  our  church,  we  will  have  to  prevent  overcrowding  and  at  . 
the  same  time  give  access  into  the  church  to  all  who  wish  to  attend  services. 
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The  construction  of  a  new  church  on  Chicago  Avenue  or  Carpenter  Street  is 
being  considered  to  relieve  this  condition.  But  in  any  event,  the  new  church 
cannot  be  completed  before  autumn.  'It  is  in  the  interest  of  all  of  the  faith- 
ful to  do  what  they  can  to  get  construction  on  the  building  started  as  soon  as 
possible.  In  the  meantime,  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  for  immediate  tempor- 
BXj  relief*  The  Reverend  Barzynski  will  inform  his  parishioners  of  the  action 
he  has  decided  to  take  immediately  after  the  sermon  tomorrow  (Sunday).  ,   .

It  is, strictly 
iv-   speakingfdtheir  first  one,  since  the  cemetery  that  lies  not  far  from  Jeffer-

Three  Polish  parishes — two  is  South  Chicago  and  one  in  Hammond,  Indiana — 
obtained  the  permission  of  Archbishop  Feehan  to  establish  this  cemetery  for 
themselves  in  South  Chicago,  near  Hammond.

(Bdltorial) 

As  long  as  tlis  xiq^resentatiTss  of  the  clergy  persist  In  demanding  tliat 
religion  should  nerer  be  forgotten  in  national  affairs,  as  long  as  they 
do  not  acknowledge  ^he  rights  of7  any  Pole  unless  he  is  an  active  Catholic, 
and,  lastly,  as  long  as  the  liberal  or  progressive  party  leaders  are  in-  , 
terested  only  in  drawing  away  the  public  from  the  influence  of  the  priests, 
by  arousing  and  disseminating  distrust  and  hatsred  toward  the  clergy  in  order 
eventually  to  deprive  the  people  completely^  of  faith  and  **free  them  from 
narrow-minded  prejudices, **  so  long  will  the  leaders  of  both  parties  be  unable, 
under  any  circumstances,  to  come  to  a  mutual  understanding,  since  their 
prindj^to  and  viewpoints  are  diametrically  opposite.  Certain  factions 
do  not  differ  so  much  in  their  viewpoints  that  a  concord  could  not  be 
effected  between  them* 
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completely  separated  from  affairs  of  the  Chiirch  and  that  the  priests  be   ^ 
deprived  of  any  influence  on  national  affairs •  Since  the  apparent  dissatis- 
faction toward  this  faction.^ s  present  administration  is  growing  with  each 
day,  and  since  the  majority  of  its  rank  and  file  still  has  reyerence  for 
some  members  of  the  clergy  and  as  yet  is  not  deprived  of  the  Catholic  funda-* 
mentals,  an  eventual  understanding  between  these  two  factions  is  not  an 
improbability*  -.^^\%  ..  .      .s^mw.-M^  --^^ 

Xhe  internal  feuds  and  disunity  within  both  camps  complicate  such  an  under- 
standing. Another  factor  tending  to  complicate  matters  is  the  highly  un- 
pleasant and  exhaiisting  partisanship  arising  now  and  then  over  trifles,  a 
partisanship  lAiich  seems  always  to  manifest  itself  in  personal  attacks, 
deceit,  and  slander* 

Among  the  clergy  there  are  also  factions  that,  being  in  utter  ignorance » 
help  spread  discord,  not  to  mention  those  who,  from  personal  motives— 
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because  they  were  not  successful  in  securing  a  certain  parisli  th^y  desired-«^T 
are  ready  to  sacrifice  tlie  public  interest.  There  are  a  few  nAio  declared 
a  schism  and  actually  fell  away  from  the  Catholic  Church,  and  there  are  ^^  ^^^ 
others  who  gare  bad  examples  with  their  own  private  lives •  These  unworthy  ^ 
clergymen  have  haxmed  Immensely — and  still  are  harming— the  entire  conserva- 
tive faction*  With  their  conduct »  they  are  placing  a  mighty  weapon  in  the  §  ^ 
^^hands  of  the  liberals »  idiO|  incidentally,  never  fail  to  make  good  use  of  # 
scandal,  spreading  and  publishing  anything  that  may  besmirch  the  clergy. as  "  ' 
a  iriiole.  Besides,  there  are  among  the  clergy  many  iAlo   are  deserving  of 
profound  irespect  and  reverence,  merited  by  their  good  work  among  the  immi^^^ 
grants  here,  but  who^  aside  from  their  high  education  and  religiousness,    i# 
and  a  patriotic  distinction,  are  somewhat  too  prej];idiced  and — if  we  may

In  the  liberal  caap,  made  up  of  a  tariety  of  elements,  there  is  also  dissen- 
sion, which  increased  when  the  priests  were  forced  to  leave  the  caiop  because^ 
of  certain  resolutions*  Besides  the  anti-Catholic  directors  of  this  camp,  .

imong  the  clergy  who  direct  the  affairs  of  the  conservative  camp  are  the  very 
distinguished  Fathers  of  the  Resurrectionist  Congregation,  who,  at  the  request 
and  through  the  efforts  of  the  Saint  Stanislaus  Ebstka  parishioners,  came 
and  took  charge  of  the  greatest  parish  in  the  United  States,  perhaps^  as  some 
claim,  the  greatest  pcorish  in  the  world.  The  parishioners  of  the  Saint 
Stanislaus  Kbstka  parish  invited  the  Besurrectionists  to  take  over  the  cont3x>l 
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of  their  parish,  and  it  seemed  that  at  least  against  these  Resurrectionists 
no  one  could  step  forth  with  emy  kind  of  inculpation.  The  liberals,  however^ 
promptly  directed  a  series  of  violent  attacks  against  them,  especially^   . 
against  their  principal  representative,  the  pastor  of  the  parish.  Any  infrac- 
tion, or  whatever  the  liberals  found  objectionable  in  the  conservative 
camp,  was  attributed  to  this  one  person.  Various  piretenses  were  utilized^ 
in  an  effort  to  slander  him;  if  these  proved  unsuccessful ,  his  foes  did 
not  hesitate  to  employ  the  most  vxilgar  forms  of  defamation  and  calumny.  To 
make  matters  worse,  some  of  the  unworthy  members  of  the  clergy,  envious  of 
the  prestige  gained  by  this  clergyman,  Joined  the  ranks  of  these  attackers  ^  '^ 
cuid  began  a  v\ilgar  polemic*  When  peaceful  answers  were  not  effective^  when 
the  weight  of  facts  was  ridiculed,  and  when  virulence  had  increased  ^^^beyond^"^ 
endurance/^,  a  great  indignation  arose  in  the  conservative  camp.  Those  who 
did  not  understand  these  peaceful  answers  were  decLLt  with  in  a  more  adequate 
manner,  with  a  certain  violence.  !nien  was  bom  the  famous  though  shof&ly  -'^ 
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iiyed  newspaper,  Kropidlo  (Aspergilltis),  and  since  then  the  nlcknaine  of 
"Cierioal  ^Sprinklers*'  has  been  applied  to  the  zepresentatives  of  the  conser- 
Satire  caiup,  itho   reciprocated  by  calling  all  the  members  of  the  opposing 
camp  I  MGLSons, 
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The  fight  drags  on— in  alternating  periods  of  violence  and  calm.  The  only 
difference  now  is  that  some  of  the  priests  who  were  forced  to  leaye  the 
liberal  camp  will  not,  because  of  pride  or  prospects,  enter  the  conserva- 
tive camp.  Th^,  secretly  or  under  pseudonyms,  carry  on  this  combat  against- 
the  Besurrectionist  Fathers,  fortifying  certain  newspapers  with  ugly  curticles 
In  reality,  the  arguments  usually  arise  over  trifles,  having  no  eonnaotion 
with  the  basic  issues.  For  this  reason,  the  altercation  appears  vexy  compli-* 
cated  to  outsiders 
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In  conclusion,  we  should  like  to  reply  to  the  Kuryer  of  Milwaukee,  in  regard 
to  its  insiniiation  that  the  Dziennik  Chicagoski  "claims  nonpartisanship'^t 
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^In'the  Tery  beginning,  *as  wall  as  later  during  the  discussion,  Dziennik  ^ 
^/5iicagoekl7  declared  its  synqpathy  for  the  consexratiye  camp.  This  news- 
^^paper  recogxiizes  the  great  merits  of  the  clergy  as  well  as  the  unworthy 
induct  of  the  liberal  intelligentsia.  However^  since  this  newspaper  is 
not  the  org^oLof  any  party-- clerical  or  otherwise — or  of  any  one  certain 
indiTidual,  it  has  endeavored  to  present  the  situation  from  an  impartial 
iaspect.  Consequently,  this  newspaper,  under  the  circumstances,  as  any

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A  large  number  of  people  residing  in  Chicago  perhaps  never  had  am  y 
opportunity  to  pass  through  the  Polish  settlement  which  is  located  in 
the  Ticinity  of  Thirtysecond  and  Laurel  streets •  The  improyements  which 
have  been  made  there  within  the  last  six  years  are  surprising.  Sofl%  years 
ago  a  stranger  passing  through  this  neighborhood  would  have  obsenredb 
a  small  frame  church,  which  mas  located  on  Springer  Avenue.  Around  this 
little  church  there  were  several  cottages,  which  could  be  counted  fromic 
a  distanced  Another  eight  was  the  vast  prairies  amd  cabbage  fieldSf  c 
which  surrounded  this  vicinity  for  miles •v   The  Appearance  was  something 
similar  to  that  of  a  western  village  in  the  spring  time.  The  roads  or" 
streets  were  impassable^  There  were  no  sewers  there  at  that  time.  Street 
car  facilities  were  beyond  reach,  euid  some  of  the  people  who  settled  in 
that  neighborhood  in  those  early  days  were  under  the  impression  that  it  - 
would  take  years  before  this  location  would  be  built  up."^^^^     ^^^^^ 
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But  the  Polish  people  had  a  different  opinionj  and  when  the  neighborhood 

began  to  grow,  they  comnenced  to  orgcmize  a  church.  An  entire  block  was 

purchased,  bounded  by  Thirty*second,  Laurel,  and  Musprat  streets,  and 

Springer  Avenue*  Subsequently  this  block  was  subdivided  into  lots* 

A  Sufficient  number  were  retained  for  a  church  and  school  house,  and  the       | 

rest  of  the  lots  were  sold  mostly  to  Polish  settlers* 

The  Polish  people  who  settled  here  at  that  time  were  mostly  of  the  labor-* 
ing  class,  but  they  were  industious^  energetic,  and^  faithful;  and  those 
who   saved  their  money  from  their  hard  work  soon  bought  lots  and  built 
themselves  homes*  Later  the  Poles  purchflised  a  small  frame  church  and 
moved  it  on  the  churdh  property  and  a  school  house  waa  built* 

It  is  to  the  Rev*  John  Zilla  that  much  of  the  success  of  the  parish  is 
due*  When  he  took  charge  of  it  in  October,  I886,  there  was  no  money 
in  the  treasury,  and  there  was  a  debt  of  over  $1,500  on  the  church 
building,  besides  nearly  $59000  more  on  the  lots*  He  managed  to  raise 
enough  money  by  collections,  however;  to  cleair  the  obligation,  and  then 
set  about  improving  the  church  property*    . 
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He  first  raised  a  loam  of  ^lO^OOOy  with  the  permission  of  the  Archbishop 
of  his  diocesSf  to  build  a  new  reotoryy  and  then  as  the  frame  church  grew 
too  small  to  hold  the  growing  congregation ^  he  decided  to  build  a  new 
pne  which  should  accommodate  all  the  Polish  people  in  the  neighborhood* 
The  RsT*  John  Zilla  worked  hard  to  accomplish  his  undertaking,  and  there 
was  need  for  hard  work,  for  the  cost  of  the  building  was  $200,000* 
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COHNERSTONE  OF  ST.  IHCHAEL'S  SCHOOL  BLESSED 

The  inclement  weather  that  prevailed  throughout  the  week  cast  some  doubt  on 
the  success  of  the  blessing  ceremonies  of  the  cornerstone  of  St.  Michael* s 
School.  All  the  parishioners  of  the  newly  formed  South  Chicago  parish  wei^  ^ 
gravely  concerned  Saturday,  for  the  western  horizon  waB  gradiially  spreading  a  5 
dismal  outlook  for  the  following  day.  Reverend  A.  Nowicki,  pastor,  performed  a  ^ 
special  mass  and  offered  it  in  memory  of  St.  Anthony,  the  perfouner  of  miracles,  rj 
MBuay  churchgoers  joined  in  the  services  and  prayed  that  the  Almighty  might  bless 
the  parish  with  sunny  weather  for  the  next  day.

Sunday  morning,  during  the  sermon  of  High  Mass,  the  pastor  requested  all  maabers  ro 
of  the  church  to  a  ttend  the  ceremonies  of  the  cornerstone  despite  the  threaten-   ^ 
ing  skies.

..  ^  Immediately  after  dinner  hundreds  of  people  began  to  gather  at  the  site  of  the 
M}^^   new  school  and  temporary  church.  All  the  Polish  church  societies  of  the  district 


began  to  arrive.  Societies  of  other  parts  of  the  city  were  at  the  scene,  ,,;^Music 
from  a  large  orchestra  filled  the  air. 
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At  three  o'clock  a  leorge  number  of  societies  were  represented^  The  Catholic 
Knights,  A.  0.  Hibernians,  St.  Peter  and  Paul's,  Catholic  Foresters,  Knights  of 
the  Blessed  Virgin,  and  Knights  of  St.  Casimir  were  some  of  the  representative 
organizations. 
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Beverend  V.  Barzynski  came  out  at  foiir  o'clock  to  start  the  cereiaonies* 
Music  greeted  his  entrance  upon  the  pavilion,  which  overlooked  the  completed 
foundation  for  the  new  school.  There  were  about  4,000  people  about  the  stand. 

The  blessing  of  the  2,000  pound  cornerstone  was  officially  started  with  an  ^ 

opening  prayer  by  Reverend  Barzynski,  followed  by  a  litany.  A  copper  container  p 

bearing  docyments  of  St.  Michael's  Parish  was  placed  in  a  niche  and  the  first  -^ 

trowel  of  cement  was  spread  by  Reverend  Nowicki,  pastor  of  the  parish.  :3o 


During  the  raising  of  the  stone,  one  of  the  workers  fainted.  Fortunately, 

this  mishap  did  not  endanger  anyone,  nor  did  the  worker  suffer  any  complications. 

After  the  recitation  of  the  psalm  '^vliserere*'  the  officiating  priest  blessed  the 
basement.  Later,  he  made  a  speech  appropriate  for  the  occasion. 

***Iiie  Church,"  said  Reverend  Barzynski,  "is  a  congregation  of  beings  who  possess 
immortcLL  and  intelligent  souls.  From  this  material  God  builds  an  ir:imortal 
church  which  serves  the  cedling  of  heaven.  Each  one  of  us  is  a  composite  of 
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thia  material  •  Our  llres  are  the  proTlng  grounds  irtilch  determine 
whether  or  not  we  are  capable  of  becoming  builders  of  this  Churchy  and  the 
churches  of  the  mortal  people  are  the  examination  rooms* 

**The  erection  of  temples  of  worship/^  continued  the  reTerend  speaker,^  shows 
us  that  we  too  should  build  up  our  religious  faith*  We  can  do  this  through 
our  will,  work,  and  intelligence.  The  Rcmian  Catholic  faith  has  gathered  all 
of  us  here  without  any  regard  to  nationality,  and  it  actuates  us  to  support 
this  institution  in  which  our  body  and  soul  will  find  peace  and  strength**     £

He  continued,  ''In  this  holy  edifice  you  will  receive  the  graces  of  Qod  in  the   C^ 
form  of  the  holy  sacraments,  the  counsel  of  salvation,  and  at  times  sound      ^ 
reprimand  for  your  wrongs*  No  society  has  such  a  strong  foundation  for  the 
purification  of  our  sins*  The  saints  and  martyrs  hsTS  formed  the  foiindation 
of  the  Catholic  Church*  Therefore,  this  faith  needs  no  improTement*  It  is 
not  blind*  Evil  finds  no  kind  word*  Gtood  is  always  supported,  exalted, 
consoled,  and  sanctified*  It  is  not  blind,  but  full  of  love  toward^  its  friends 
and  enemies,  for  the  church  is  full  of  deeds  that  please  God*

part  in  this  calling  if  we  do  not  wish  to  have  our  souls  cast  away  as  unfit. 
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"Hot  every  brick  fits  in  place;  there  are  many  kinds  of  people.  Quietness  and 
humbleness  add  to  the  fitness  of  the  building,  and  the  sacraments  are  the 
mortar.  V/ith  these  virtues  we  can  be  examples  to  other  people.  We  will  be  the  S 
good  bricks  that  are  needed  to  build  a  strong  edifice  of  faith,  and  despite  the 
fact  that  \incalled  for  supporters  are  found  among  us,  the  Polish  churches  v/ill 
continue  in  their  strength." 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  speech.  Reverend  Adolph  Nowicki  thanked  the  Greimans  and 
Irish,  in  Grorman  and  in  English,  for  taking  part  in  this  gala   dedication.

(Iditorial) 

FThe  reign  of  Miaoialaus  1)ro\]ght  about  the  birth  and  growth  of  the  last 
pore  Polish  moniB^etic  Order »  and  nerer  in  o\ir  later  past  centuries  of 
historical  events  was  there  giTen  a  thought  to  the  idea  that  another 
Order  would  be  organized*  Today,  we  the  children  of  our  forefathers 
have  seen  another  Order  come  to  life  under  the  skilled  guidance  of 
Fathers  Kajslewicz  and  Semenenko*  Xren  though  shortly  after  this  Order 
came  into  being  many  more  clerical  institutions  of  this  type  were  foxmed, 
at  present  we  have  more  convents  than  monasteries. 


Never  before  did  a  Polish  ecclesiastical  Order  give  any  thought  to  the 
difficult  task  of  sending  missionaries  out  among  people  of  another  faith# 
No  consideration  was  given  to  the  finding  of  recruits  willing  to  sacrifice 
their  lives  as  pioneers  of  the  Catholic  religion.  The  founding  of  the 
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Order  of  tha  Besurreetlon  Fathers  by  Fathers  Eajsiewioz  and  Semenenko 
gaYe  impetus  to  this  missioxiary  work  in  other  countries*  After  the  , 
followers  of  the  originators  refozmed  some  parts  of  Bulgaria,  they 
directed  their  activities  to  the  training  of  priests  for  this  work  and 
sent  many  of  them  across  the  seas  to  the  United  States  and  Canada  to 
refoxm  the  Poles ,  Slovaks ,  and  Gezmans*  They  not  only  came  to  America 
to  preach  their  theological  doctrines »  but  alsQ  organized  parishes  and 
Imilt  churches* 

Literature  and  teachings  of  the  Church  that  remained  doznant  during  the 
eighteenth  and  the  first  half  of  the  present  certury  began  to  awaken  and 
take  on  new  life.  Soon  the  eloquence  of  the  Church,  under  the  skill  of 
Father  0*  Kajsiewiczi  entered  into  a  golden  epoch*

In  spite  of  many  hardships  and  hindrances,  the  flower  of  Catholicism  in 
our  country  had  its  drooping  petals  revived,  and  today  it  is  blossoming 
mfitre:than  ever  before*

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The  other  scattered  religious  factioxis  naturally  were  not  asleep*  As 
soon  as  the  Catholic  niissionaries  began  to  emigrate  to  other  countries 
to  preach  their  doctrines  to  their  co-nationals  abroad ,  the  opposing 
Orders  sent  out  their  disciples  with  orders  to  beat  the  Catholics  to 
their  destinations.  Each  time  they  succeeded,  propaganda  was  spread 
against  the  Catholic  missionaries*  Father  Kajsiewica  and  his  followers 
had  to  combat  this  slandeiring  moTsment  more  than  any  member  of  an  Order 
of  this  kind* 

This  deeply  intertating  information  has  been  taken  from  experiences  and 
Memoirs  pp.  206«-207,  a  book  written  by  H«  S«  Tamowski* 

We  could  not  think  of  a  better  introduction  to  this  article,  in  which  we 
wish  to  honor  the  fiftieth  annirersary  of  the  Order  of  the  Resurrection 
Fathers,  whose  Jubilee  will  be  celebrated  on  April  21« 

Perhaps  we  will  not  be  able  to  giro  a  full  description  of  the  accomplish*- 
ments,  hardships,  and  persecutions  during  the  fifty  years  of  work  of  this 
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new  Pollish  nonastio  fajally  on  the  fields  of  religion  and  nationalism*  We 
know  that  the  natire  papers  abroad  will  do  a  better  job*  T^mowski,  who 
is  a  great  admirer  of  this  Polish  order,  is  the  best  authority  on  the 
subject*  His  prolific  pen  is  unmatched*

The  divinA  proridence  of  God  has  been  carefully  watching  the  Church  with 
maternal  solicitude*  The  Tigilance  is  constant :and  the  religious  and 
moral  standards  of  the  people  haTe  always  been  protected* 


The  Insurrection  of  NoTcnber  (1830)  having  failed,  the  flower  of  the 
younger  Polish  generation  gare  vent  to  wandering  and  many  emigrated  to 
Prance*  "This  migratory  group  had  its  own  great  providential  mission, 
and  from  it  arose  not  only  a  regeneration  of  national  spirit  thmrugh. 
the  work  and  accomplishments  of  our  great  geniuses,  but  also  a  regen- 
eration of  religious  spirit* 


Prom  Prance  all  the  degenerate  came  into  Poland*  Disbelief,  looseness 
of  moralsi  effeminacy  of  chax^cter,  and  a  spirit  of  insubordination  and 
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revolution  poured  into  the  country*  This  was  to  the  advantage  of  France, 
and  conditions  took  on  a  good  turn,  progress  began  to  be  felt,  and  the 
spirit  of  religion  sprouted  rapidly.  Many  Joined  the  ecclesiastical 
Order  to  work  for  the  Church  and  the  people*  The  Providence  of  God  had 
an  iisportant  role  in  this  spiritual  revival.  Out  of  the  small  endeavors 
of  the  scattered  groups,  the  heavenly  ligtrb  inade  possible  the  cr^ition 
of  great  things* 

Several  young  men,  because  of  the  defeat  of  the  national  uprising  in 
Poland,  were  forced  to  seek  shelter  on  French  soil*  They  built  a  small 
colony  on  the  outskirts  of  Paris  and  began  to  rehabilitate  their  religious 
spirit*  Soon  their  work  reach^  other  Polish  emigrants,  and  later  spread 
to  all  the  Polish  people* 

In  this  religious  group  was  Bohdan  Janski,  the  first  spiritual  initiator 
of  religious  belief  among  the  emigrant  groups,  who  took  into  his  fold  a 
xnmber  of  young  men,  instilled  them  with  his  pious  teachings  and  revived 
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their  hearts  and  souls*  This  handful  of  religious-minded  persons  began 
their  first  monastic  life  and  prepared  thaBnselres  for  the  regeneration 
of  religiotis  feeling  among  the  emigrant  groups.  It  nas  here  that  the 
early  pioneers  of  the  Resurrection  Order ^  Semenenko,  Ea}sieirica»  Hube, 
and  others  were  q:ualrbered  and  instructed. 

The  life  to  which  these  derout  young  mom  deroted  themselyes  was  extremely 
mortifying,  penurious ,  and  exacting*  Besides  many  hardships  they  were 
exposed  to  hunger  and  isolation*  It  was  only  after  subjecting  thcnselres 
to  this  Tlgorous  routine  that  they  became  qualified  to  become  full«-fledged 
prief ts*  One  can  read  about  their  pathetic  existence  in  The  History  of 
thejtoqnding  of  the  Resurrection  Order >  of  which  Father  P*  Smolikowski, 
C*  mV^^^^^^  Eajsiewiczy  B.  Zaleski,  and  the  late  Father  H.  Eajsiewicz 
are  contributing  authors* 

Providence  guided  these  apostles  of  the  emigrants  through  the  hard  road 
of  experience*  Xverything  great  and  destined  to  last  for  centuries  must 
come  out  hardened  from  this  school  in  order  to  withstand  the  shortcomings 
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of  the  world.  Bohdan  Janski  did  not  liire  to  fulfill  his  tows  to  the 
Order;  premature  death  claimed  him  before  he  could  cooplete  hia  work.

After  a  number  of  yeais  of  theological  study  in  France  and  in  Rome, 
Father  ^^^eronim  Eajsieiricz  and  Father  Peter  Semenenko  were  ordained 
by  Ifonsignor  della  Porta.  Three  days  later^  Father  Hieronim  said  his 
first  Mass  beside  the  grave  of  St*  Hieronim^  his  patron  saint,  at  the 
Basilica  of  Santa  Maria  Maggiore* 

A  month  later ,  Father  Eajsiewicz  wrote  a  letter  to  his  friends  Joseph 
Zaleski  and  Bohdan  Janski«  His  pious  letter  reads  as  follows: 

*Dear  Friends:  Ihat  is  the  Holy  Sacrifice?  Already  I  have  performed 
thirty  Masses  and  a  yet  I  hare  not  comprehended,  its  significance*  I 
pray  to  God  and  beg  Him  to  giTe  me  the  strength  to  nerer  lose  faith 
(as  it  often  happens)  during  my  execution  of  the  divine  services*  0 
it  is  a  dreadful,  dreadful  mystery  for  the  Most  Holy  and  even  the  serc^bs, 
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Then  ivbat  of  me,  the  poor  sinner  that  I  am?  0,  it  is  in  a  strange, 
strange  way  that  God  is  forgetting  about  me,  for  He  is  avenging  Himself 
for  my  sins  by  a  kiss  of  love  from  His  divine  lips«  0,  my  Lord,  Tesus 
Christ,  is  familiar  with  onr  land  and  knows  how  to  clothe  and  feed  us 
so  that  we  forget  about  ourselves,  only  to  emulate  his  life  and  teachings •** 

The  foundation  of  the  new  monastery  originated  with  Fathers  E.   Eajslewicz 
and  P.  Semenenko.  Soon  after,  the  building  was  erected.  True,  tt  waav 
small,  but  the  indomitable  spirit  imbedded  there  has  been  and  enduring* 

Sunday,  January  9,  1842,  four  more  Polish  missionaries  were  consecrated* 
On  the  following  day,  after  pezforming  their  first  Uass  at  the  grave  of 
St.  Peter,  they  joined  the  ranks  of  the  new  Order.  A  number  of  young 
men  attached  themselves  to  the  Order  as  laic  brothers  and  assisted  in  the 
duties  of  the  new  missionary  home* 


As  yet  they  were  not  bound  by  any  ties  of  the  monastic  Order.  Strong 
will,  the  urge  to  sacrifice  themselves  and  become  of  service  to  God  and 
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the  people  kept  this  early  group  together  in  their  holy  parsuits.  Al- 
though at  that  time  each  indiyidual  acted  under  his  oim  orders,  all  led 
a  harmonious  monastic  life*  Xreryone  carried  out  orders  in  ^rery  detail* 
A  definite  routine  ims  established  and  followed  in  the  performance  of  the 
daily  duties* 

In  the  meantime  the  thought  of  taking  all  the  vows  of  the  Church  became 
stronger  in  every  member,  including  the  laity*  Soon  after,  those  who 
did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  priesthood  become  students  at  nearby 
theological  seminaries*  Six  years  after  the  completion  of  the  monastery 
in  Paris,  under  the  leadership  and  command  of  Father  Semenenko,  definite 
rules,  regulations,  and  requisites  were  set  up* 

The  entire  organization  agreed  to  hold  a  series  of  conferences  during 
the  next  Lenten  period*  Xvery  member  indulged  in  pirayer  and  fast,  each 
asking  the  Almighty  for  help,  grace  and  enlightenment  in  so  grave  a  cause* 
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At  the  last  consultation  held  on  Holy  Saturday,  April  20,  1842,  the 
question  of  a  name  for  this  newly  foxmed  Order  became  an  Important  issue. 
The  membeirs  were  deadlocked  on  a  decision;  the  debate  was  carried  far 
into  the  night.  The  diawn  of  another  day  struck  a  vital  chord  in  Father 
Eajsiewicz^s  mind*  The  thought  that  this  new  day  was  Saster  Sunday  made 
him  utter  the  following  inspired  words:  **Brothers,  why  should  we  struggle 
so  hard  for  a  name  for  otir  small  monastic  order*  God  is  offering  it  to 
U8«  Today  is  the  Resurrection  of  Our  Lord.  Let  this  small  order  be 
called  the  Order  of  the  Resurrection  Fathers.^ 

This  suggestion  was  agreeable  to  everyone.  They  also  resolved  to  go  to 
the  St.  Sebastian* s  Oatacombs  at  daybreak  to  take  the  monastic  vows. 
Permission  was  received  from  Cardinal  Micara.  He  sent  them  to  the  cata* 
combs  with  the  following  woonds:  ^'Gk)  there  and  learn  the  principles  that 
are  so  essential  and  necessary  to  all  of  you»* 


The  words  of  the  Cardinal  were  prophetic.  For  many  years  the  catacombs 
have  been  used  by  persecuted  religious  people.  It  was  here  that  solitude 
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and  comfort  was  sought  and  foiind  by  the  oppressed;  it  was  here  that  the 
strong  foundations  fos  the  future  were  moulded.  Today,  these  early 
principles  hold  true.  Uany  nationalistic  groups  find  fortitude  trom 
the  tribulations  of  the  outside  world. 


*0n  Saster  Sunday,**  write  Father  Eajsiewicz,  ^the  entire  group  repaired 
to  St.  Sebastian* s  catacombs.  For  many  reasons  we  did  not  wish  to  make 
known  our  pilgrimage.  As  we  entered  the  chapel  of  the  catacombs,  we 
anticipated  to  find  the  place  empty.  To  our  utter  surprise,  we  found 
a  multitude  of  local  worshippers  attending  Uass.  All  of  us  fell  to  our 
knees  and  prayed  to  God  to  help  xus  in  our  caiise.  Before  five  minutes 
had  elapsed,  the  Uass  was  ended  and  the  faithful  began  to  depart.  Soon 
the  chapel  was  without  a  living  soul. 

**The  Superior,  Father  bemenenko,  was  the  first  to  fulfill  the  ritual  of 
Holy  Uass.  He  was  the  first  one  to  take  the  vows  and  partake  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament.  His  brethren  followed.  At  the  conclusion  of  these 
serrices,  Father  Xajisiewicz  conducted  a  Mass  of  Thanksgiving. 
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"On  the  return  to  our  home,  we  were  light  of  heart  and  thankful  for  the 
unlnterxupted  fulfillment  of  the  sacred  tows."

This  is  the  story  of  the  origin  of  the  Polish  Order  of  the  Resurrection 
Fathers •  During  its  fifty  years  of  existence ,  this  monastic  Order  has 
Tindergone  many  excruciating  experiences;  however,  its  spirit  has  remained 
undaunted.  On  April  21^  the  Order  will  celebrate  its  half  century  nark 
with  colorful  ceremony*

For  five  decades  Hhis  Polish  Order  has  been  working  in  the  Lord^s  vineyard 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Polish  people  living  on  both  hemispheres.  Its  work 
has  been  not  only  for  the  people  but  for  the  Church  as  well.

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The  accomplishments  recorded  are  great.  No  other  Order  can  duplicate  this 
feat  in  so  short  a  time.  The  fruits  of  these  efforts  are  spread  throughout 
many  lands.  No  other  Order  has  \mdergone  during  its  first  fifty  years  of 
religious  work  so  much  persecution^  calumny ,  and  defamation  as  the  Osrder 
of  the  Resurrection  Fathers. 
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We  are  not  going  to  point  out  these  sad  incidents,  especially  the  persecution 
of  the  Polish  people.  We  do  not  wish  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  late 
apost61ic  fathers  responsible  for  this  Order.  The  persecution  and  calumny 
«cperien6ed  by  them  was  their  greatest  service  to  God;  the  fruit  of  their 
vork  was  evidence  enotigh  of  their  fulfillment  of  the  vows  of  the  Order*

It  is  only  under  intense  heat  that  gold  in  its  raw  stage  becomes  purified 
in  the  crucible;  virtue  becomes  tempered  under  a  constant  barrage  of  ad- 
versity, the  bearing  of  which  with  patience  and  fortitude  is  the  pillar 
of  future  greatness  and  glory. 

St.  Ignacio  Loyola,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  spoke  the  following  words  on 
his  deathbed  to  his  brethren:  ^Remember,  when  the  world  will  stop  per- 
secuting you,  your  end  is  near.^ 

These  are  memorable  words.  We  can  rest  assured  that  this  Polish  Order 
txsed  them  as  its  slogan;  it  realized  that  the  future  of  its  work  has  been 
made  more  certain  by  these  philosophical  words. 
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In  spite  of  all  adTersities,  we  can  share  the  happiness  of  considering  the 
record  of  this  organization,  for  in  its  fifty  years  more  great  men  came 
out  of  this  Order  than  from  any  other*  Fathers  Kajsiewicz,  Semenenko, 
Jolowicki,  Hube,  Kalinka,  and  Pawlicki  were  no  common  persons;  each  one 
was  a  genius  in  his  own  right;  all  were  virtuoiiSt  pious,  and  self-sacrificing 
for  the  Church  and  the  people.  Polish  history  will  engrave  their  names  in 
gold  in  the  annals  of  the  Church  axul  the  people,  annals  which  will  serve  as 
a  symbol  of  apostolic  performance  to  the  cultured  world.

It  is  plainly  evident  that  such  statements  and  such  articles  are  fiMse. 
They  only  tend  to  deceive  the  rustics •  Every  Catholic  who  has  any  c<»miion 
sense  of  judgment  relative  to  the  moral  concepts  of  the  Catholic  Churchy  and 
the  decrees  and  orders  of  the  Pope  and  bishops,  can  sense  that  such  articles

Before  we  attempt  to  prove  the  falsity  of  these  articles  by  argumentation  and 
the  higjhest  laws  of  the  magistracy  of  the  Catholic  Church,  we  must  above  all 
bring  etymological  enlightenment  on  certain  phrases,  and  point  out  their  true 
meanings  .  ^v   >  _ 

We  must  bring  out  the  definitions  of  the  following  words:  permission,  not 
allowed,  forbidden,  and  ex-communication* 
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Not  allowed  and  forbidden  mean  the  same  thing*  This  means  that  certain  things 
under  law  of  man  or  God  are  not  permitted  to  be  performed* 

Because  we  are  especially  concerned  about  societies  that  have  been  forbidden 
by  an  order  of  the  Church,  we  frankly  state  that  every  society  is  forbidden 
which  the  Church  has  passed  a  ruling  against  for  not  observing  its  laws#

On  the  other  hand,  all  societies  are  allowed  and  not  forbidden,  providing  they 
observe  every  ecclesiastical  liar  enacted  by  the  Church  and  permits  Catholics 

to  membership • 

■The  words  ex-communicated  and  forbidden,  or  ex-communicate  and  forbid  have 
separate  meanings. 

A  society  that  is  ex-communicated  is  also  forbidden,  however,  a  forbidden 
society  is  one  that  has  not  been,  as  yet,  ex-commimicated. 
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Trery  society  that  has  been  ex-communicated  by  the  high  orders  of  the  Church 

becomes  condemned,  emd  excluded  from  the  community  and  association  by  faith- 
ful Catholics. 

Sx-camounication,  or  condemnation,  is  a  positive  penalty  decreed  by  the  Church. 

The  ecclesiastical  order  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  can  be  compared  to  that 
of  a  nation  or  state,  but  it  has  this  difference:  It  cannot  impose  any 
moneitary  fines  or  physical  penalties  to  violators  of  its  laws.  It  has  only 
the  power  to  render  ecclesiastical  punishment,  and  that  is  ez-coimaxinication, 
or  condemnation* 


Sz-communi cation  can  be  *latae  santentiae,*  that  is,  providing  the  Church 
makes  an  announcement  of  this  decision,  stating  that  this  or  a  like  offense 
carries  with  it  the  same  punishment,  Upso  facto*,  or  ez-communicatlon* 

Sz-oommunication  can  also  be  *ferendae  sententiae*,  that  is,  after  a  hearing 
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has  been  held  and  judgment  passed  by  an  ecclesiastical  body  on  a  certain 
violation,  only  then  can  it  be  announced  that  the  guilty  party  has  been 
handed  down  the  peneilty  of  condemnation* 

Certain  like  societies  cannot  be  nominally  ex-communicated  (nominally,  by 
name) 9  however,  they  can  be  foirbidden  and  also  condemned* 

Finally,  certain  societies  which  were  neither  condemned  nor  forbidden  can  be 
classed  as  * dangerous %  because  of  their  practices  and  principles,  or  because 
of  the  corrupt  members  who  are  likely  to  endanger  and  influence  others*

To  substantiate  the  above  statements  we  quote  the  following: 

••Public  sentiment  and  opinion  is  greatly  mistaken  to  believe  that  only  Masonic 
lodges  are  ex-communicated,  and  are  forbidden  to  all  Catholic  people*  Proof 
of  this  is  bonie  out  by  the  holy  decrees  of  the  Third  Pleneiry  Concilium  of 
Baltimore,  namely: 
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All  the  decrees  and  constitutions  of  the  Roman  popes  condemn  societies 
which  oppose  the  Apostolic  See,  especially  as  pointed  out  in  Bulli: 
tconstitutio  Apostolicae  Sedls*,  according  to  the  Papal  authorities

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£a  the  General  Ixistruction  of  the  Holy  Roman  Inquisition  of  May  10,  1884^ 
we  hare  found  the  following:  *There  are  many  other  societies  that  Judg- 
ment cannot  be  passed  on,  whether  they  belong  to  the  ex-communicated  or- 
ganizations, or  should  be  forbidden  under  mortal  sln<  because  they  oppose 
the  teachings  of  the  6hurch,  or  are  dangerous  from  a  moral  standpoints *•••• 
In  this  respect,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  bishop  to  warn  the  people  in  his 
diocese  against  any  such  organization  that  tries  to  pollute  its  members 
with  dangerous  moral  and  religious  ideas* 
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I*am  the  above  statement,  it  is  plainly  evident  that  the  Masonic,  Carbonari, 
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and  Fenian  societies  are  not  the  only  societies  ex-communicated  by  the 
CJhnrch*  There  are  many  other  similar  organizations  which  are  not  mentioned, 
but  are  forbidden  to  all  Catholics  under  mortal  sin# 

There  are  societies  ••implicite**  which  fall  under  the  ban  of  the  general  law, 
others  that  fall  in  the  category  of  dangerous  are  also  forbidden*  As  it 
happens  many  times,  the  priest  at  the  confessioxial  does  not  give  absolution 
to  the  confessor  because  he  deems  that  the  membership  in  a  certain  society 
is  dangerous  to  him  and  his  soul«

Everyone  of  our  readers  well  understands  that  we  are  not  concerned  with 
religious  or  nonreligious  societies,  but  that  we  are  primarily  interested 
in  our  own  Polish  organizations,  be  they  Catholic  or  national*  If  within 
our  own  ranks  we  find  clubs  that  poke  fun  at  our  religion  and  tend, to  de-

A  Polish  national  society  that  has  incoirporated  within  its  constitution 
the  observance  of  the  Catholic  religion  and  denies  its  existence  in  public 
is  considered  dangerous*  A  society  of  this  calibre  is  not  adyantageous  to 
the  people*  It  is  dangerous ,  unsafe,  vile,  and  is  forbidden* 

A  Polish  national  society  that  claims  to  observe  the  Catholic  faith  on  the 
interior,  but  takes  into  its  fold  Jews,  nonreligious  followers,  and  persons 
of  questionable  character,  is  also  considered  dangerous,  for  a  bad  society 
corrupts  good  morals,  therefore  it  is  forbidden* 

A  Polish  national  society  that  througih  its  organ  denounces  religion,  denie 
an  Individual  a  higiher  destiny,  denies  the  existence  of  God,  and  offers  i 
His  stead  some  undefinable  belief  of  the  people,  opposes  the  commandments 
of  Gtod  and  the  Church,  replacing  them  with  the  free  thougiht  of  the  individu 
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is  considered  bad,  dangerous,  and  forbidden.

Because  of  the  prevalent  spread  of  the  grippe  throughout  the  world,  the 
Pox)e  has  issued  a  disi)ensation  whieh  pemlts  the  Catholics  not  to  obserre 
Lent.  This  has  been  done  to  enable  the  i)eople  to  fortify  themselves  with 
reserves  of  energy  and  thus  be  able  to  safeguard  themselves  against  this 
rapidly  spreading  epidemic,  the  ravages  of  which  are  so  great  that  every 
precaution  shoiild  be  taken. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  as  a  general  rule  the  sick  do  not  have  to  fast. 
Also  exempt  from  this  practice  are  those  who  work  too  hard,  children,  old 
persons,  and  pregnant  women.  This  shows  that  for  many  years  certain  re* 
strictions  were  granted  diiring  the  observance  of  the  lenten  period. 

13ie  Pope* 8  dispensation  saves  a  great  deal  of  worry  to  many  priests  and 
their  assistants,  n^t  to  mention  the  followers  of  the  faith,  who  thus  are 
free  from  many  doubts  and  uzmecessary  contrition. 
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This  dispensation,  however,  is  not  intended  to  prohibit  fasting  or  to  dis^ 
courage  people  from  it.  Those  desiring  to  fast  may  do  so  as  in  previous 
years. 

The  gist  of  the  Popefs  order  is  that  those  ^o  observe  the  fasting  period 
but  disregard  other  important  duties  by  becoming  negligent  in  obeerving 
them,  will  be  like  the  Jev/s  during  the  biblical  days,  when  the  Lord, 
through  one  of  his  prophets,  said:  Ye  have  fasted,  but  your  will  was  only 
tothe  fasting  . 

Fast  is  primarily  a  holy,  religious,  and  advantageous  practice  when  it  is 
done  in  the  name  of  God.  What  the  prophet  says,  "Be  angry,  but  dOinot  sin,** 
should  be  especially  remembered  during  Lent.  Fast,  or  do  not  fast,  but  do 
not  sin.

On  the  first  of  January,  a  general  mass  meeting  was  held  under  the  spon- 
^sordilp  and  supervision  of  Polish  parishional  societies*  This  mass  ^ 
meeting^  which  was  the  first  step  in  msklng  a  protest  against  the  unjust 
actions  of  the  Russian  Tsar  towards  our  unfortunate  Poles  abroadi  was 
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attended  by  two  thousand  five  hundred  persons. 


Xnemies,  friendly  or  unfriendly,  towards  the  Tsar,  time  will  only  tell, 
and  Catholicism  resolved  during  the  time  of  this  important  deliberation 
to  introduce  complete  opposition  to  the  question  of  protest  and  cause  con- 
fusion at  the  assembly. 

For  the  execution  of  these  plans,  the  instigators  chose  the  renown  mal- 
contenter,  J.  Tamillo  from  St.  Hedwig^s  parish.  He  was  given  certain 
Instructions  to  9frf mi  at  the  mass  meeting.  But  the  poor  fellow  in  the 
presence  of  2500  people  forgot  about  his  philippic  oration  and  only  stared 
at  the  audience,  i^d  when,  an  opportunity  offered  itself,  he  asked  for 
pexxoission  to  speak*  Ihe  chairman  of  this  assembly,  City  Treasxirer  Peter 
KiolbsBsa,  granted  him  permission  with  the  understanding  that  his  talk 
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will  folloir  In  the  footsteps  of  the  purpose  for  iidilch  this  meeting  was 
eallad«  It  never  occtirred  to  his  mind  that  any  Pole  woiild  i^lot  treachery*

We  impart  this  information  to  Mr.  •Bsonillo!  *  HKe '^c^etary  of  1^  |^   meet- 
ing held  Jauauary  1  at  Bradley  Street  near  Division,  took  down  th^ainutes 
without  the  aid  of  anyone.  If  Mr.  TJamillo  refers  in  his  €irticles  tb  the 
words  in  his  attempted  speech  that  **If  we  would  not  have  had  Moses,  then 
we  would  not  have  had  God.**  We  inform  him  that  these  words  were  stricken   /W 
froia  the  record  by  the  secretary  because  they  were  out  of  order,  even  if 
Utlpred  by  Mr.  TBonillo.  He  cannot  deny  that  he  said  ^Who  gave  us  God? 
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Hoses  gave  us  Godt**  These  words  vilre  spoken  by  him  imeh  he  was  given 
permission  to  get  on  the  speaker's  stand.  The  entire  assemblage  resppn^* 
ed  to  this  statement  v/ith  laughMr  and  derision,  not  Father  Vincent  '^"^, 
Barzynski  alone.  Ihere  were  two  thousand  witnesses  to  this  act  and  it 
was  the  duty  of  Futher  Barzynski  to  restoire  order  amidst  the  increasing 
oonfusiOA.  The  speaker  was  declared  out  of  order  and  ordered  off  the  stand* 
It  was  his  duty  as  an  American  citizen  to  put  an  end  to  this  ppeech|  the 
principles  of  tdiich  were  un-American  in  that  they  denied  the  existence  of 
*  Ood*  They  were  the  words  of  an  atheist|.  not  only  blasphemous  but  athetstlQ^ 
a  denunciation  of  religious  belief  and  a  negation  of  God.  Tbis  is  how  the 
stubborn  and  fanatic  atheists  will  argue,  including  Buechner,  Haeckle^ 
e  tutti  quantii  becatise  they  want  to  prove  somehow  that  God  did  not  create 
man  but  ihat  man  created  God  through  his  own  imagination.  They  not  only 
preach  this,  but  they  also  publish  books  on  the  subject,  as  if  they  were 
great  prophets  among  irtiom  Moses  created  God  for  the  people,  a  god  about 
whom  nothing  was  known  or  believed  before.  Therefore,  this  assertion 
that  *Voses  gave  us  God**  is  atheistical  and  against  the  fouxxdatiQnd  of 
Americanism. 
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Did  want  to  belieye  that  Ur«  Tamillo  believes  differently  from  what  he 
said.  Tett  i^eakers  irtio  say  one  thing  and  mean  another  should  be  tidcen 
off  the  speaker's  stand  because  the  audience  would  not  understand  their 
statements 9  since  listeners  hear  what  the  speaker  states  and  not  what 
he  believes,  thinks  and  practices.  The  words  spoken  by  Hr.  Tamillo 
were  far  above  this;  they  were  not  only  blasphemous  but  revolting  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  audience  rebelled  against  them,  showing  that 
they  did  not  desire  to  listen  further  to  his  remarks.  All  were 
indignant  because  they  were  Catholics,  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  because  this  was  an  insult  to  their  intelligence.

The  Holy  Family  Orphanage  Choir  will  sing  religious  numbers  of  the  Christmas 
holidays.  By  the  execution  of  these  numbers,  the  visitors  will  be  able  to 
form  an  idea  of  the  progress  of  the  children  in  the  orphanage.  The  visitors 
will  be  invited  to  see  the  living  quarters  of  the  children.  The  furnishings 
are  attractive  and  simple,  although  not  paid  for  in  full  as  yet.  The  condi- 
tion that  obtains  in  the  institution  was  made  public  before  the  holidays, 
with  the  result  that  generous  contributions  were  received  and  most  of  the 
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improvements  were  paid  for*  Although  donations  should  supply  most  of  the 
needs,  the  fact  is  that  the  demand  exceeds  the  supply*  Since  a  majority 
of  the  improvements  depend  on  voluntary  offering,  we  urge  those  that  can 
afford  it  to  give  their  share.  It  is  hoped  that  this  request  will  bring 
many  kind  responses. 

Material,  odds  and  ends,  etc.,  will  be  gladly  received.  Since  in  this  kind 
of  work  the  beginning  is  always  hard,  we  anticipated  these  hardships.  Our 
purchases  were  a  bit  high  in  price,  nevertheless,  everythixig  was  essential. 
The  Christmas  spirit  has  helped  a  great  deal  and  the  children  have  done 
their  part,  to  make  thiQ  work  a  reality.  They  have  prayed  fervently,  they 
have  8\mg  with  devotion,  and  they  have  worked  diligently.  Bieir  efforts 
were  rewarded;  toys  and  candy  were  shared  by  all. 
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At  present  there  are  123  children  in  the  Home,  and  their  daily  routine  is 
as  follows:  5:45  A.  M.  Getting  out  of  bed,  washing,  and  dressing. 
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6:15  A.  M«  Homing  prayers.

The  blessing  of  church  bells  is  usually  performed  by  bishops.  The  bells, 

which  have  been  named  Hedwig,  Adalbert,  and  John  the  Baptist,  were  washed      3} 

by  the  clergy.  Ihen  they  were  anointed  with  holy  oil  and  incensed  by  the 

celebrant.  During  the  ceremony  the  clergy  sang  fourteen  psalms  and  said 

a  long  prayer,  and  the  deacon  chanted  a  passage  frooi  the  Bible  about  the 

Virgin  Mary  who  had  made  a  good  choice.  Ttila  passage  was  probably  chosen 

by  the  chtirch  because  bronze,  from  which  church  bells  are  cast,  is  also 

Txsed  for  worldly  purposes,  such  as  cannon,  machinery,  etc.,  but  the  church 
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bells,  like  the  Virgin  Mary,  received  the  best  part,  tliat  is,  the  opportiuiity

Reveirend  Gordon  delivered  a  beautiful  seimon  suitable  to  the  occasion*  His  r  "^ 
text  was:  ^'The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  Virilderness,"  and  in  his  seimon  /  rj 
he  used  profound  phrases  such  as,  "It  calls  the  living  and  mourns  the  dead.**  -o 
He  explained  the  lofty  purpose  of  bells  and  told  us  how  we  should  listen  to  ;  o 
them*  Those  present  at  the  ceremony  received  spiritual  benefit  from  this  ;;  i^ 
sermon* 


The  bells  were  cast  by  a  Pole,  who,  assisted  by  Reverend  J*  Barzynski,  has 
acccBDoplished  a  great  /^±eoe  otj  work  with  very  small  means*  The  tone  of 
the  bells  is  very  clear  and  so  harmonious  that  it  would  be  hard  to  find 
such  bells  in  America*  The  tone  reminds  us  of  very  old  bells  in  Polish 
monastaries  in  Poland*

I  C    Shortly  before  8  P.M. ,  the  great  hall  was  practically  filled.  The 

orchestra  played  the  faTored  **Bouquet  of  Polish  Songs  ^  as  the  public 
filled  the  remaining  seats  at  the  gallejry*  The  knights  of  the  Blessed 
VUfgln  Mary  appeared  In  their  picturesque  uniforms »  the  school  children 
dressed  for  the  occasion,  and  the  parish  choirs  stationed  themselves  at  the 
sides  of  the  hall.  The  platform  nas  occupied  by  special  guests,  the  clergy, 
delegates  from  societies  and  high  city  officials.  Reverend  Father  Szukalskl, 
opened  the  meeting  and   Introduced  Judge  Moran  as  the  chairman ,  who  was  greet- 
ed with  deafening  applause.

'the  United  States. '^ 

Judge  Moran  continued,  Toland  lives  by  its  history,  literature,  noble 
virtues,  and.  deeds  of  great  and  famous  men. 

Tou  have  your  heroes,  learned  men,  artists. •• 

^He  cited  beautiful  examples  in  our  history,  mentioned  Sobieski,  Kosciuszko, 
.pointed  to  their  great  deeds,  and  added  that  irtier^iRer  there  are  lovers  of 
^freedom,  there  you  find  famous  Poles,  and  that  the  Poles  come  to  the 
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I  C     United  States  to  unite  with  a  peace-loving  nation,  bringing  honor 

to  the  country.  He  stated  that  it  was  a  great  honor  for  him  to 
be  chairman  at  this  meeting^  He  praised  our  work,  our  institutions  at 
which  our  children  learn  English  and  Polish,  and  remarked  that  we  have  a 
tendency  to  establish  a  government  like  that  of  the  United  States,  that  we 
should  accomplish  it,  and  that  we  have  the  good  will  of  all.  He  concluded 
his  speech  with  complimentary  remarks  about  our  gathering,  our  beautiful 
hall,  and  our  patriotism. 

His  sympathetic  speech  was  frequently  interrupted  by  hearty  applause. 

Next  attraction  was  a  vocal  duet  by  iSra.   P,  Kiolbassa  and  her  daughter 
Bose,  who  sang  the  beautiful  "Schubert's  Serehade,**  and  for  which  they  were 
rewarded  with  tremendous  applause  and  flowers.  The  duet  was  a  success, 
in  spite  of  the  untimely  interruption  of  the  orchestra.

Whether  or  not  Father  T»  Barzynskl's  merits  have  already  made  him  famous  a« 

moag  the  Poles  In  America  la  only  his  affair,  and  we  have  no  Intention  of  '  . 
questioning  him  about  It,  for  we  trust  that  In  the  end,  time  will  show  all 
his  good  and  bad  deeds  In  a  true  light*  However,  we  are  sure  of  a  fact:  his 
enemies,  the  supporters  of  the  faction  that  opposes  the  Polish  Roman  Catho- 
lic Union,  are  to  be  thanked  for  spreading  his  fame« 

Supported  by  this  undeniable  fact,  we  take  the  liberty  of  using,  or  perhaps

lY      AnDng  the  many  natiooalities  in  Chloago,  the  Poles  play  a  leading 

part.  During  the  last  years,  especially  after  the  caiioago  Fire, 
they  increased  noticeably,  so  that  thgy  now  nxmber  about  twenty-five  thou- 
sand. The  first  Polish  pioneers  arrived  in  Chicago  as  early  as  1852;  they 
lived  in  various  section?  of  the  city,  virtually  strangers,  since  there  was 
no  specific. Polish  settleoient  in  the  city  at  that  time.  As  most  of  them 
were  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  they  became  affiliated  with  the  Geman 
Catholic  ehurohes,  although  a  desire  prevailed  to  build  a  Polish  ohur^|«  In 
1869  a  club  was  finally  organized  to  raise  funds.  Within  a  short  span  of 
time  several  thousand  dollars  had  been  gathered  and  the  erection  of  a  church 
conmienced  in  earnest.  The  site  was  at  Noble  and  Bradley  Streets.  I/Vhen  the 
fact  became  known,  hundreds  of  Polish  families  from  all  parts  of  America  and 
particularly  from  the  Easchubei  in  Germany  flocked  to  Chicago.  The  Easchubes 
are  of  Polish  origin.  Their  language  shows  much  borrowing  from  the  German. 
These  people  live  in  the  vicinity  of  Danzig,  Berend,  and  Neustadt  in  Upper 
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Silesia,  Prussia,  and  represent  a  low  ciiltural  level,  due  to  the 
Prussian  school  edict  whereby  all  Polish  children  must  study  the 
various  school  subjects  in  German,  a  langiiage  which  is  strange  to 
them.  The  Kaschubes  are  fervent  Catholics,  frugal  and  economical. 
Many  of  them  have  ten  thousand  to  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
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The  first  wooden  church,  later  converted  into  an  elementary  school,  was  dedi- 
cated in  1869;  Reverend  Jaskowski  was  the  first  Polish  priest. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  most  of  the  foreign  people  founding  a  new  home 
on  these  shores  lose  all  sense  of  discretion  in  so  far  as  the  xvord  liberty  is 
concerned,  due  to  a  rapid  change  from  monarchical  to  democratic  surroundings 
involving  the  abolition  of  class  consciousness.  Therefore,  the  new  arrivals 
practiced  no  self-restraint;  self-interest  ran  rampant,  and  this  fault  also 
manifested  itself  occasionally  amdng  the  Poles*  A  Polish  priest  sits  on  a 
volcano,  as  it  were;  every  member  of  the  parish  intends  to  rule,  and  gives 
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advice  to  the  priest  on  how  to  conduct  himself  ^^dthin  and  beyond 
the  confines  of  the  church,  -ruaonyinpus  letters  are  a  daily  oc- 
currence; the  Lord  have  mercy  on  /a  minister^  who  transgresses 
and  lacks  energy — that  man  is  lost.  Many  of  the  sixty-five 
Polish  communities  of  this  land  could  give  their  oim  interesting  versions  of 
certain  peculiar  incidents,  but  in  so  far  as  these  internal  affairs  are  con- 
cerned, I  shall  enshroud  them  in  secrecy. 

The  people  had  conscientious  scruples,  because  they  could  not  order  masses 
to  be  read  for  their  deceased  relatives.  Money  for  masses  poured  into  the 
chiircb  coffers  in  copious  quantities  and  the  impecunious  priest  became  af- 
fluent. /Tra^sl^"^o^'s  note:  This  is  a  literal  translation.  Possibly  the 
apparent  meaninglesaness  is  due  to  the  omission  of  something  from  the  Staats- 
Zeitung^  But  this  egotistical  ambition  fot   the  ministe^  to  amass  xvealth 
had  its  repercussions  and  created  eneaies.  Besides,  he  had  the  misfortune 
of  being  encumbered  with  a  charming  and  beautiful  "cousin, '•  who  today  would 
be  called  ciotka  (aiint). 
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Dissatisfaction  ^^n  the  paris^  became  rampant;  finally  a  horde 
armed  with  cudgels  visited  the  unsuspecting  priest  and  returned 
with  broken  weapons.  The  maltreated  disseminator  of  the  gospel 
fled  at  that  very  hour,  and  a  Polish  settlement  in  Minnesota  pro-  S 
vided  a  sanctuary.  5» 

His  successor  was  the  Reverend  Bakanov/ski,  an  erudite  gentlemen  v/ell  versed  ^ 
in  Polish,  German,  French,  Italian,  Latin  and  Jiiinglish.  Besides  being  endowed  5 
with  a  sympathetic  sonorous  voice,  he  vjas  endowed  with  exceptional  talents  in  2 
rhetoric,  and  his  general  conduct  inspired  friendship*  To  all  these  mental  ^ 
attributes  must  be  added,  unfortunately,  bodily  perfection.  Like  Alcibiades, 
he  was  the  most  beautiful  specimen  of  his  race.  Attendance  at  his  sermons 
was  large;  all  nationalities  congregated  at  his  distant  chtirch  on  Sundays, 
to  listen  and  admire  the  ••Beautiful  Polish  priest".  Naturally,  the  fair 
sex  was  most  n\imerous.  Invitations  galore  were  sent  to  him,  requesting  his 
presence  here  and  there  for  the  purpose  of  holding  religious  meetings  and 
consoling  beauteous  ladies  in  their  parlors.  Would  it  be  reasonable  to 
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condemn  the  pious  man  for  yielding  to  his  desire  to  save  souls 
and  accepting  such  offers?  Of  course  not.  Among  the  mass  of  ^  . 
Polish  penitents  was  a  charming,  intelligent,  lovely  lady,  wife* 
of  a  local  physician.  Above  all,  it  became  increasingly  impor- 
tant to  save  her  soul.  And  while  religious  solace  was  given  here,  the  sick, 
and  children  in  need  of  baptism,  waited  Tainly  at  home.  The  doctor's  resi- 
dence was  in  another  part  of  the  city.  The  oft  occurring  absence  of  the 
priest  aroused  antagonism.  The  burden  of  his  duties  in  the  parish  induced 
the  priest  to  obtain  an  assistant.  This  brings  to  the  scene  the  Reverend 
Wolowskiy  a  stispicious,  conniving  man,  who  had  lost  one  arm  dtiring  the 
Polish  Insurrection  against  Russia  in  1863,  according  to  his  Krersion.  Scan- 
dalmongers assert,  however,  that  Wolowski,  caretaker  of  the  war  chest  of 
his  regimental  division,  made  a  trip  to  somewhat  remote  regions,  supposedly 
to  protect  the  precious  property  from  Russian  marauders;  but  the  Polish 
patriots  protested  against  the  pretext,  and  as  punishment  cut  off  the  perni- 
cious aim.  With  the  officiating  of  this  gentleman* the  halcyon  days  of 
Aranjuez  came  to  a  sinister  end.  Envious  of  his  colleague's  success,  the 
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assistant  sent  a  voluminous  denunciation  directly  to  Rome. 


Reverend  Bakanowski  vjas  called  to  the- Holy  City  to  defend  himself 
and  did  not  return.  Like  Niobe,  the  not  fully  converted  beauties 
pined  away  from  secret  sorrow,  remembering  only  the  past  exhilarating  Bioments 
while  hiding  from  human  scrutiny  the  grief  that  engulfed  them.  But  vengeance 
was  in  the  offing  for  the  insolent  schemer  who  so  rudely  curtailed  clandestine 
bliss.  His  attempt  to  found  a  Polish  school — a  measure  calculated  to  bolster 
his  waning  popularity — proved  unavailing.  He  v/as  doomed,  in  so  far  as  Chicago 
was  concerned. 

The  following  priest,  Reverend  Zwiardowski,  shortly  after  taking  the  reins 
of  the  parish,  dismissed  the  sinister  chap.  Tht  school  was  not  to  be  aban- 
doned, however. 


As  dissension  arose  at  the  time  among  the  then  functioning  teachers  and  the 
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priest,  and  as  there  existed  an  absolute  dearth  of  other  suitable 
pedagogues,  Reverend  Zwiardowski  decided  to  let  nuns  manage  the 
school*  The  sisters  were  mostly  Germans  and  expressed  German 
nationalism  in  no  uncertain  terms;  it  brought  a  remonstrance.  The 
dissenters  found  a  leader  in  Mr.  Dynsewics,  editor  of  the  liberal  Polish 
paper,  Gazetta  Polska>  a  publication  in  existence  for  the  last  ten  years^^ 
Their  slogan  or,  may  v/e  say,  "the  war  whoop,"  was  the  terse  sentence:  "In 
Gerxnany  Bismarck  Germanizes  us,  and  here  a  Polish  priestl" 

The  people  were  so  incensed,  that  the  priest,  whose  health  was  none  too  good, 
considered  it  advisable  to  leave  his  field  of  activity*  The  vacancy  thus 
created  provided  a  berth  soon  after,  in  1874,  for  the  Reverend  Vincent        cJi 
Barzynski,  who  still  functions  in  his  ecclesiastical  capacity.  Few  leaders 
faced  greater  difficulties.  There  were  more  than  fifteen  thousand  people  of 
Polish  extraction  in  Chicago  at  that  tirae,  representing  every  part  of  the 
former  great  nation  (in  the  period  of  a  bygone  century— 1667  to  1772— -this 
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III  A  former  kingdom  represented  an  area  of  21,334  geographical  square 
I  G  miles) ,  and  everyone  was  imbued  with  the  ruling  con^lex,  insist- 

IV  ent  on  telling  the  minister  what  to  do. 

Father  Vincent  was  thirty  years  old  a't  that  time;  he  came  from  a  highly  re- 
spected family  living  in  the  Russian  part  of  Poland.  He  attended  the  best 
schools  in  his  native  land  and  continued  his  studies  in  Rome.  He  is  very 
eloquent — capable  of  exacting  admiration  from  his  adversaries  through  his 
powers  of  persuasion.  He  is  intelligent,  pious,  but  not  a  hypocrite,  and 
has  an  excellent  reputation.  He  is  fully  aware  of  the  traits  of  his  country- 
men and  his  plans  take  cognizance  of  themi  In  many  respects  his  conduct       ^   || 
reminds  one  of  Octavius  Augustus:  If  various  efforts  meet  with  -  indifferent    Si 
success,  then  he  threatens  to  leave  the  parish,,  whereupon  every  request  is 
promptly  granted,. and  upon  urgent  entreaties  from  the  congregation  he  con- 
descends to  stay  for  a  while.  Various  business  matters  incident  to  such  a 
large  congregation  he  has  placed  in  the  hands  of  several  committees;  but. 
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III  A  basically,  he  is  the  sole  leader.  "Roma  Locuta  Est>  Causa  Finita 
I  C  Est>"  he  tells  an  occasional  opponent  vdio  cannot  be  reconciled  to 
17        the  priestly  views.  He  is  on  a  par  with  Gregory  VII,  a  roan  of 

tremendous  will  power  who  would  rather  perish  than  relinquish  a 
plan  designed  to  elevate  the  community  spiritually  and  materially.  But, 
Facta  Loquuntur. 

Under  his  capable  leadership  the  Polish  school  attained  increased  attendance; 
six  h\indred  children  are  at  present  enrolled  and  given  instruction  in  their 
native  language  by  Polish  nuns.  Music,  which  in  former  years  induced  Polish 
youths  to  leave  the  path  of  rectitude  and  seek  dance  halls,  taverns,  and       ^ 
other  libertine  diversions,  is  no*  mute. 


Since  the  small  church  proved  inadequate  for  the  large  congregation,  an  ad- 
ditional house  of  worship  was  built:  The  Chxirch  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  near 
WijLWWkmfb  MmBiM.   The  Poles,  living  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  virtually: 
surrounded  the  structure  with  stores,  mostly  saloons,  and  this  contingent 
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later  asked  the  bishop  that  their  connection  with  the  old  church 
be  severed  and  a  priest  of  their  own  choice  be  installed*  The 
antipathy  of  certain  Poles  toward  Father  Vincent  is  attributable 
to  the  fact  that  he  hails  from  Russian  Poland  and  belongs  to  the 
Order  of  the  Resurrectionists.  Almost  the  entire  Polish  Liberal  Party,  here 
and  abroad,  maintain  that  the  priests  of  this  Fraternity  show  insufficient 
patriotism,  and  that  their  interests  are  only  centered  on  Catholicism.  ^Vhile 
this  assumption  may  be  partly  justified,  it  is  entirely  inappropriate  in  so 
far  as  Father  Barzynski  Is  concerned.  His  sermons  express  fervent  patriot- 
ism, and  the  v;ell-edited,  ultramontane  Polish  paper,  Gazetta  Polska  Eatolickat 
which  is  published  imder  his  direction,  always  defends  Polish  interests.       Jji 
Moreover,  the  numerous  changes  he  inaugurated  and,  above  all,  the  founding  of 
a  Polish  high  school*,  give  conclusive  evidence  of  the  priest's  patriotic 
sentiments. 

Bishop  Farley  did  not  accede  to  the  wishes  of  the  Poles  desiring  an  independ- 
ent church,  as  Father  Vincent  and  his  assistants  proved  sufficient. 
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Increasing  dissatisfaction  became  apparent,  resulting  in  an  : 
eventual  rift  and  at  long  last  tv;o  parties,  steeped  in  bitter 
animosity •  Church  meetings  developed  into  a  replica  of  the  Polish 
Congress,  and  a  throat  was  made  to  apostatize'.  Time  and  time  again 
Father  Vincent  advocated  reconciliation  but  to  no  avail;  he  was  even  insulted 
and,  on  one  occasion,  arrested  at  the  behest  of  some  depraved  creat\ire# 

liVhen  all  efforts  in  behalf  of  peace  proved  fruitless,  the  Reverend  Father 
carried  the  ^.sanctissimum^^  to  the  mother  church  and  left  his  church  to  the 
dissatisfied  element.  Thus  the  house  of  v/orship-  remained  forsaken  for  al- 
most a  year^  when  a  Polish  priest,  Mielcuszny,  appeared.  Many  Polish  people 
knew  him  when  he  lived  in  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Posen,  (Gerraany).  He  had  been    S 
active  in  New  York,  but  was  compelled  to  resign.  Cardinal  Closkey  objected 
to  the  priest's  wordly  activities,  because  the  latter  fitted  out  a  saloon, 
Qombined  with  a  dance  hall,  in  the  basement  of  the  church;  this  proved  a 
lively  place  after  chxirch  services;  Mielcuszny,  an  accomplished  dancer, 
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usually  opened  the  festivities. 

This  priest  proved  most  v/elcome  to  the  recreants  and,  contraiy  to 
the  bishop's  wishes,  v/as  installed^  Intense  enmity  now  involved 
the  two  factions,  but  this  is  not  the  place  to  adjudge  theoloeical  principles^ 
Suffice  it  to  say,  therefore,  that  according  to  church  canons  .the  installation 
of  priests  is  one  of  the  ecclesiastical  duties  delegated  to  bishops,  and  this 
community,  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  creed,  is  not  Catholical.  After  the 
disgruntled  element  had  affiliated  itself  v/ith  the  long-closed  church,  now 
given  a  nev;  lease  on  life  under  the  leadership  of  the  Polish  priest  from 
New  York,  the  parochial  domain  of  Reverend  Barzynski  again  enjoyed  the  bless-   j^ 
ings  of  peace^  As  the  available  space  provided  by  the  church  proved  inade- 
quate p  a  new  church  was  built •  Thus  far  eighty  thousand  dollars  have  been 
spent  on  construction,  and  an  additional  thirty  thousand  dollars  will  be 
required  to  complete  the  edifice* 

The  not  overly  large  mortgage  is  being  paid  by  voluntary  contributions  and 
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III  A     pew  rentals,  which  amounts  to  approximately  eight  thousand  dollars 
I  C       per  year» 

The  paintings  for  the  church  have  been  entrusted  to  a  talented 
Polish  artist,  Zabinski,  who  came  directly  from  Rome  (Italy).  His  studio  is 
at  the  parish  house*  A  visit  will  prove  very  interesting.  Several  splendid 
sketches  and  the  full-size,  partly  completed  painting,  "The  Death  of 
Stanislaus  Kbstka,"  give  eloquent  proof  that  a  genius  conceived  them* 

For  some  time  Father  Vincent  considered  founding  a  Polish  high  school,  and 
to  realize  that  goal  he  spent  large  sums  of  money;  hov;ever,  serious  diffi- 
culties were  encountered.  Indifferent  success  did  not  deter  him,  however. 
Repeatedly  he  admonished  his  congregation,  and  spoke  in  stentorian  tones 
about  public  indifference.  Finally,  the  comrnonity  decided  to  build  a  higher 
institution  of  learning,  and  to  defray  the  cost.  The  school  was  opened  this 
year,  January  2,  /r879/,  and  two  eminent  instructors  were  secured. 
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Professor  Sjbein,  thirty  years  old,  passed  his  examinations  with 

flying  colors  at  the  gymnasixim  in  Thorn,  on  the  River  V/eichsel, 

and  the  seminary  in  Posen*  To  complete  his  studies  he  traveled  ^ 

:,                 throughout  the  greater  part  of  Europe,  ^n  the  interl^  he  taught  ^ 

in  Posen  and  Bromberg  at  public  schools,  and  academies  for  young  ladies.  In  ^ 

America  he  taught  successfully  in  New  York  and  Detroit.  Here,  he  will  give  <Z 

instructions  in  the  German  and  Polish  languages,  as  well  as  mathematics*  5o

Professor  Wenslow  studied  at  the  Jesuit  College  here;  later  he  studied  phi-  g 

losophy.  £i3

The  institution  /the  Polish  high  school^  accepts  students  regardless  of 
religion  or  nationality.  At  present  forty- three  students  are  enrolled;  the 
evening  school  register  shows  seventy-two  h:ave  matriculated.  The  future 
of  the  school  is  assured,  as  attendance  increases  daily. 

The  comiminity  now  entertains  the  highest  regard  for  its  spiritual  leader;  it 
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feels  convinced  that  no  personal  ambition  or  selfish  interest 
inotivatdd  his  action;  he  was  concerned  only  in  the  true  welfare 
of  his  countrymen.  Since  the  storm  subsided  and  outstanding 
success  crowned  the  priest's  efforts,  it  is  expected  that  the       ^ 
majority  of  the  estranged  members  will  return  to  the  mother  church  soon^       ^ 

This  brief  sketch  does  not  pretend  to  give  all  the  details  which,  after  all,  ^ 
would  be  superfluous.  I  have  merely  stated  facts,  because  Chicago  has  many  so 
Polish  families,  and  a  large  niamber  subscribe  to  this  paper.  Perhaps  I  may  >- 
have  an  opportunity  at  some  future  time  to  give  an  accoimt  of  the  Polish  a 
corarnunity  of  the  South  Side,  its  church,  the  Polish  press,  clubs,  and, 
possibly,  some  interesting  details  of  prominent  Polish  people  who  live  in 
our  city.

Although  the  parish  of  St«  John  Cantiaa  is  one  of  the  youngest*  yet»  thanks 
to  its  prosperous  deyelopaent,  it  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  biggestt  and 
the  best  aalntained  Polish  parishes  in  the  United  States*

The  start t  as  always t  was  rather  hard*  but  owing  to  the  derotion  of  the 
parishioners  and  unfailing  work  of  the  organiser^  Rey*  Jan  Kasprzyekit^' 
and^other  priests  who  oame  after  hinit  we  haTS  oTeroome  the  diffioultiest 
and  today  all  of  us  look  with  pride  upon  the  fruits  of  our  dsTotion  and 
worky  our  parish*  whioh  is  well  known  not  only  here  in  Chicago,  but  all 
OTsr  Aaericat  and  OTen  in  the  old  country*  in  Qalicia. 

Hsre  we  give  the  history  of  our  parish  according  to  its  chronicles  and 
narrations  of  those  who  know  and  reneaber  the  beginning  of  the  parish  • 
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Memorial  of  the  2Sth  Jubilee  of  the  Parish  of  St^  John  Cantla8> 

The  history  of  our  Inmlgratlon  In  the  free  land  of  Washington  reyeals 
the  great  vitality  of  the  Polish  people  and  Its  sense  for  organized  life; 
thereby  denjrlng  the  eonrlotlon  of  our  Inability  to  respect  our  superiors* 

Of  course,  if  our  superiors  are  despotic,  when  they  do  not  want  to  do 
anything  but  rule,  then  our  Polish  nature,  which  is  through  and  through 
democratic,  resents  and  the  collision  is  IncTltable*  A  Pole  never  was 
and  noTcr  will  be  a  slave,  because  he  loves  freedom  and  is  able  to  govern 
himself  quite  as  well  as  individuals  of  other  nationalities* 

The  best  evidence  of  it  is  our  organized  religious  and  national  life* 

The  St«  Stanislaus  Kostka  parish  is  the  mother  of  all  parishes  on  the 
northwest  side  of  Chicago*  This  parish,  which  in  the  beginning  had  con* 
slsted  of  only  twenty-five  Polish  parishioners,  grew  so  rapidly  that  in 
a  short  time  it  set  up  two  separate  parishes,  St*  Josephus*  and  St« 
Hsdwlg*s,  not  counting  the  Holy  Trinity  parish* 
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It  aeened  that  after  establishing  the  nevr  parishes*  the  St*  Stanislaas 
Kostka  parish  would  be  able  to^ke  eare  of  itself  and  that  its  ehuroh 
and  school  would  be  spaeious  enough  for  many  years  to  eome« 

But  it  turned  out  to  the  contrary*  The  parish  did  not  diminish  at  all«  It 
rather  proved  the  necessity  of  a  new  church  and  school*  And  in  1892  first 
steps  were  taken  to  organise  a  new  parish  in  the  neighborhood  known  as 
•Polish  Patch." 


Next  year  the  ground  of  the  new  church  and  school*  at  the  corner  of  Front 
and  North  Carpenter  streets*  was  purchased  for  a  total  sum  of  $75*000. 
The  cost  of  the  buildings  was  set  at  |130*000« 

As  soon  as  all  legal  formalities  of  the  purchase  were  arranged*  work  on 
the  new  buildings  started  under  the  supenrision  of  the  newly  appointed 
first  pastor  of  the  parish*  Rot*  Jan  Easprxyeki* 
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Within  one  year  the  lower  part  of  the  ehuroh  was  oompletedt  so  that  it 
oould  serve  as  a  temporary  place  of  worship*  Tet*  the  further  derelop* 
BMnt  of  OTents  at  that  tiaot  stagnation  in  industry  and  unemployment » 
retarded  the  final  oompletion  of  the  buildings t  and  it  was  not  until 
5  years  later  that  the  ehuroh  was  finally  finished* 

The  St«  John  Cantius  ehuroh  was  oonseorated  on  Sunday,  Deoember  11,  1898« 
The  oeremony  attraeted  such  a  big  orowd  that  all  the  streets  around  the 
ehuroh  were  impassable* 

Archbishop  Feehan,  after  eonseorating  the  church,  addressed  the  parishion« 
BTBf   emphasizing  their  generosity  and  deYotlon,  which  enabled  to  erect 
that  magnificent  house  of  (k>d« 

Members  of  the  St*  John  Cantius  parish  can  be  proud  of  the  fruits  of 
their  effortst  because  our  church  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  not  only 
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In  ChieagOt  but  all  orar  Aaerioa* 

Tha  exterior  of  the  ohuroh  makes  an  extraordinary  Impression*  The  Interior, 
built  In  Romanesque  style.  Is  bright,  full  of  light,  and  has  perfeet  aooustlos* 
Five  beautiful  altars  and  an  organ  with  a  olear  tox^e  add  to  the  resplendenoy 
of  our  ohureh* 

Of  oourse,  at  the  beginning  the  interior  of  the  ohuroh  was  rather  poor*  But 
owing  to  the  teal  of  Its  pastors  and  the  oontlnuous  generosity  of  the 
parishioners,  the  shrine  gradually  beoame  the  most  Impressive  one« 

The  pastors,  under  whose  leadership  the  ohuroh  was  beautified,  were  Rev* 
E«  Sedlaosek  and  Rev*  S«  Rogalskl*  Partleularly,  the  latter  took  pains  In 
bringing  the  ohuroh  and  the  parish  to  Its  most  developed  state* 

During  Rev*  Rogalskl*s  pastorship  the  liter lor  of  the  ohuroh  was  painted, 
and  two  years  later  a  olook  was  set  on  the  ohuroh  tilfHi'V 
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All  thatt  the  paintingt  the  olook  and  some  additional  work  on  the  premisest 
cost  Is* 500*  The  next  pastort  Rev«  J*  Koslnskit  established  a  ventilation 
plant  and  eleotrlo  light.  And  so  the  St*  John  Cantius  ohuroh  became  not 
only  the  most  beautifult  but  also  the  most  hygienic  church  in  Chicago* 

Schools  One  of  the  most  important  things  in  a  parish  Is  the  school,  where 
the  young  generation  is  fostered  and  reared*  For  us*  Poles,  the  parochial 
school  is  specially  important,  because  in  that  school  children  receive 
not  only  a  religious  but  also  a  national  education* 

If  the  third  generation  of  our  immigration  in  Chicago  still  speaks  Polish, 
the  credit  for  it  should  be  given  to  the  parochial  schools*  The  first 
organisers  of  Polish  parishes  in  Americat  the  Resurrection  Fathers,  were 
quite  aware  of  the  mission  of  the  parochial  school;  and  that  was  why  they 
were  so  infinitely  concerned  over  the  establishment  of  schools*  Before 
they  ever  built  a  church,  a  school  had  to  be  set  up,  where  children  could 
assemUe  for  classes* 
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The  same  prlnolple  prevailed  ivhen  first  steps  were  taken  to  establish  the 
parish  of  St*  John  Cantlus*  -      * 

Even  before  the  lower  part  of  the  ohuroh  was  oomplete^t  Rev«  J«  Easprzyokl 
altered  one  of  the  bulldlngSt  which  had  been  purchased  prevlouslyt  and  set 
up  there  the  St«  John  Cantlus  School* 

The  Immediate  enrollment  for  the  school  amounted  to  150  children* 


In  1894  two  houseSf   at  the  comer  of  North  Carpenter  and  Chicago  Avenue, 
were  altered  to  accommodate  the  ever  growing  number  of  pupils*  which  at 
that  time  amounted  already  to  1*000  children*  Fifteen  slster-teachers  wsre 
In  charge  of  the  pupils*  The  classrooms  were  not  sufficiently  hygienic 
nor  oomfortablct   and  upon  Rev*  Rogalskl*s  suggestion  the  parishioners 
deelded  to  raise  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  new  school  building* 

In  the   spring  of  1903  the  conerstone  was  laid*   and  on  December  27*   1903, 
the  10th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  parish*  the  new  school 
building  was  completed  and  regular  classes  began*

The  school  building  Is  yery  Impressive*  It  consists  of  thirty  comfortabb 
and  hygienic  classroomst  In  which  over  2*000  children  receive  their 
primary  eduoationt  under  the  protection  and  supervision  of  thirty  teaching 
sisters*  The  principal  of  the  school  for  many  years  was  Sister  U«  Oswal- 
dynat  who*  through  her  educatlont  long  practice  and  tact,  contributed  very 
much  to  the  development  of  the  school*  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  City 
of  Chicago  granted  our  school  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  public  school# 

The  House  for  Sister-Teachers  and  further  improvements  in  the  parish 
buildings:  The  sister-teachers*  lodgings  were  quite  inadequate*  They  lived 
in  two  dilapidated  houses*  in  very  uncomfortable  and  unhealthy  condition* 
Because  of  that  sltuationt  and  in  order  not  to  mortgage  the  parish,  it 
was  decided  to  delay  the  erection  of  a  separate  building  for  the  teachers, 
and  Instead  purchase  a  neighboring  house  on  Fry  Street,  in  which  the 
sisters  could  be  temporarily  accommodated* 

In  1914  Rev«  Eosinski  signed  a  contract  for  repainting  of  the  intef lor 
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of  the  oharehf  but  did  not  live  to  see  It  done*  His  successort  Rey« 
Wlnoenty  Rapaott  took  care  of  all  the  Improvements  and  alterations  that 
nere  Indispensable  to  Insure  the  parish  buildings  against  possible 
damages*  The  oost  of  the  Interior  decoration  amounted  to  |11,000« 

On  Uaroh  iy  1915«  Rot*  Stanlslaw  Slatkat  a  newly  appointed  pastort 
arrlTcdf  and  Immediately  took  general  charge  of  the  parish*  His  assistants 
were  Rev*  W*  Rapaost  Rev#  W*  Plllpsklt  Rev*  J*  Prechowskl,  cuid  Rev*  W* 
Kunleclk* 


In  1916t  after  necessary  Improvements  In  the  heating  plant  and  some 
alterations  about  the  church  buildings •  steps  were  taken  to  erect  the 
long  awaited  and  the  most  Indispensable  building:  the  house  for  sister- 
teachers*  Pour  lots  were  purchased  for  |19t000,  and  on  July  17 «  1916, 
the  building  of  the  house  started*  The  work  was  completed  next  year,  and 
on  August  5,  1917,  the  slster-teaohers  were  accommodated  In  the  new, 
spacious  building* 
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Iteaorlal  of  th»  2Sth  Jubilee  of  tha  Parish  of  St»  John  Cant  las  ♦ 

It  would  not  be  an  exaggeration  If  we  said  that  there  is  no  other  parish 
In  Aaerloay  where  the  slster-teaohers  enjoy  suoh  oomfortable  and  hygienic 
acoonmodat 1 ons • 

The  basement  of  the  house  oonslsts  of  a  kltchent  pantryi  refrigerator 
and  a  refectory*  The  heating  plant  and  the  laundry  are  In  a  separate  part 
of  the  basensnt*  The  first  floor  Is  occupied  entirely  by  offlcest  guest 
rooms  and  a  recreational  hall  for  the  sisters* 

Apartments  and  a  seamstress*  working  room  comprise  the  second  floor*  On 
the  third  floor  there  Is  a  big  hall  for  study,  a  chapel  and  some  more 
apartments*  Every  sister  has  a  separate  room*  The  cost  of  this  building 
amounted  to  |7S«000* 

Othef  actlTitles  of  our  parish:  The  constant  and  unusual  growth  of  the 
St*  John  Cantius  parish  prores  Its  great  vitality*  There  are  twelve  con* 
fraternities  and  fifty  other  lodges  under  the  churches  leadership* 
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Baaldeat  there  exlat  a  oharltable  organization  and  other  women* s  olaba* 

The  guides  of  the  parish*  our  pastors*  have  taken  pains  In  preserrlng  and 
lifting  the  religious  and  patriotic  spirit  of  their  parishioners*  Another 
factor  which  contributed  Tsry  much  to  the  dcTelopment  of  St»  John  Cantius 
parish  was  the  harmony t  preralllng  among  the  pari shl one rs«  Our  parish  Is 
one  of  those  Polish  parishes  In  America,  where  not  even  the  slightest 
controversy  has  ever  arisen*  Thereby  confirming  our  conrlctlon  that  we, 
Poles*  possess  a  good  sense  for  organized  life* 

The  St«  John  Cantlos  parish  took  part  In  the  aotlTltles  with  regard  to 
our  f atherlandf  Poland*  At  the  beginning  of  the  World  War  our  people  was 
the  first  one  to  start  collecting  money  for  our  unfortunate  brothers* 
afflicted  with  the  horrors  of  war*  Then*  when  the  Polish  National  Council 
in  America  was  established*  our  parish  was  not  behind  In  calling  upon, 
the  Polish  population  here  to  unite  for  the  benefit  of  our  Oppressed 
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Me«orl>l  of  the  2Sth  Jubilee  of  the  Pariah  of  St.  John  Cantlue, 

fatherlandf  but  quite  Tlgoroutly  supported  the  Polish  oause*

And  when  the  organising  of  the  Polish  amy  in  Amerioa  begant  our  parish- 
ioners took  aetire  part  in  it  and  eontributed  generously  to  the  Polish 
National  Pund« 

Besides  the  work  for  Poland*  our  parishioners  manifested  their  devotion 
to  our  adopted  fatherland*  We  were  the  first  on  the  list  of  subsoribsrs 
for  the  United  States  Liberty  Bonds*  and  we  provided  both  the  Aaerioan 
and  the  Polish  armies  with  a  great  number  of  volunteers*

In,  this  great  axny  we  found  three  hundred  thousand  boys  of  Polish  descent 
iriio  shoved  in  action,  and  not  in  speech,  the  quality  of  their  patriotinu 
They  left  with  a  song  of  rictoxy  upon  their  lips;  following  them  to  the 
battle  front  was  the  sincere,  hearty,  and  at  times  sorrowful  farewell  of 
their  dear  ones.

fheodore  RooseTelt^  In  articles  appearing  In  the  San  franclsco  Examiner. 
has  written  about  this  outstanding  and  braye  Bollsh-ABierlcan  soldier,  Sergeant 
Michael  Sills.  Sills  was  In  the  First  DlYlsion,  which  consisted  of  regiments 
of  the  regular  axny,  the  16th,  18th,  26th  and  28th  Infantry,  and  the  5th, 
6th,  and  7th  Field  Artillery.  The  organization  and  foznation  of  the  First 
DlTlsion  was  begun  only  in  July  /St  ISiVfJ^   but  as  early  as  December  this  unit 
was  on  the  Western  Front*  In  March  of  the  following  year  the  First  DlTislon 
found  Itself  in  the  front  line  of  battle* 
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The  Qeziians  had  concentrated  their  power  at  MDntdidler.  They  were  encotantered 
there  by  the  28th  Infantry,  to  which  Michael  Ellis  had  been  assigned.  In  the 
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battle  whioh  ensued  Sllis  first  displayed  his  courage,  bravery,  and 
eff iclenoy  in  line  of  battle.

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But  it  Has  not  until  July  that  a  definite  proof  of  this  valor  was  established. 
The  First  American  Division,  accompanied  by  French  and  English  units,  had 
pushed  its  way  far  into  the  German  front.

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GalTas  agreed*  Sills  crawled  to  the  right  and  gamdually  worked  around  the 
flank.  He  could  now  see  both  the  machine  gunner  and  his  helper.  ^Carefully 
he  aimed  at  the  gunner.  The  Springfield  crashed ,  and  the  Geinan  pitched 
fforward  on  his  gun.  Fdr  an  instant  the  helper  stood  bewildered,  "^ftgain  the 
rifle  crashed,  and  he  dropped  beside  his  comrade.  Turning  on  the  rifle  squad 
behind  9  ELlis  called  on  them  to  surrender.  BelieTlng  that  they  mmre  corered 
by  a  large  detachment  of  Americans,  they  threw  down  their  azmst^^fMce  more^ 
SUis  attacked  the  machine  gun  emplacements.  Twice  more  he  killed  some  of  the 
Gemans  and  captured  the  rest.  Single-handed  Bills  took  ten  machine  gnns  and 
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moTB  ttian  sixty  prisbners*  For  this  brarexy  Private  Zllls  was  made  a 
sergeant,  and  was  anaxded  the  Medal  of  Honor.  ' 

Fbi^  sereral  years  after  the  irar,  XLlis  was  a  Post  Office  clerk  in  St.  Louis  ^ 
later  being  transferred  to  CUcago.  He  is  a  monber  of  the  Polish-^AsieirtLcan 
Teterans  Alliance* 

In  1879  Anthony  niaaz  and  his  wife  cane  to  this  country  from  Danzig.  !Ehe  ^t 
Sliaszes  settled  in  St.  Louis.  Anthony  got  wo3±  as  a  laborer  and  changed 
his  name  to  Sills,  in  order  to  make  it  pronounceable  by  the  average 
American.  In  1891  a  boy  was  bom  whom  they  named  Michael.  The  strain  of 
childbirth  was  too  much  for  l£Lchael*s  mother,  and  she  died  shortly  afterward. 

Early  in  February,  1912,  a  young  fellow  came  to  Fort  Jefferson  Barracks  to 
enlist.  With  him  was  his  father.  The  boy  was  Michael  Ellis,  and  he  was 
starting  his  career  in  the  regular  amy.  For  nearly  three  years  Michael

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fhe  suri^vising  attack  of  chauvinism  was  so  sudden  that  the  greater  part  of  the  loyal 
and  law  abiding  people  at  whom  this  attack  was  directed,  were  cau^t  unawares* 
Agitation  and  unfair  propaganda,  directed  at  all  foreign  groups  brou^t  the  results

Becords  of  the  lar  Department  indicate  that  the  Polish  people 
had  the  largest  percentage  of  enlistment,  in  proportion  to  the  population.  Let  us 
then  ask,  is  this  display  of  loyalty  not  a  proof  af  iood  citizenship?  Ye  say  yes, 
it  exceeds  the  loyalty  of  those  100^  Americans  who  stood  on  the  side  lines  and  let 
the  parade  go  by;  but  nerertheless,  it  seems  that  we  do  not  understand  the  dire 
necessity  for  organization* 
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Qaly  a  rery  «iiall  percentage  of  Polish  Aaericazr  Veterans  are  members  in  this  organization 
Therefore,  we  mast  unite  in  a  membership  drive.  Irery  senrice  man  of  Polish  extraction  ^

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We  cm  observe  the  important  role  played  in  civic  life  by  the  American  Legion,  and  its 
influence  cannot  be  ignored, because  the  or^oiization  is  composed  strictly  of  ex- 
service  men  •  Vo  doubt  it  luis  been  said,  "Imy  form  foreign  service  groupr  In  this 
country!*  the  answer  is  that  chauvinism  must  be  fought  in  order  to  protect  and  sustain 
the  ri^ts  of  citizens  who  are  most  xinjustly  referred  to  as  foreignersl'''I§^  forming 
this  organization,  we  are  serving  notice  to  these  enemies  of  foreign  element,  that 
there  is  such  a  unit  as  the  Polish  American  Veterans  Alliance^  thus  checkin||  in  the 
bud,  the  promiscuous  use  of  the  word,  foreigner. 
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nie  Polish  Teterans  Alliance,  in  its  drive  for  members  has  an  unlimited  field  from 
which  to  reap  a  harvest,  if  it  approach  all  who  are  eligible  for  membership. 
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The  present  convention  is  Ite  fifth.  The  present  national  commander,  L.T.   WALEOWICZ, 
for  four  terms,  has  declined  to  accept  a  nomination  every  year,  during  the  term  of  * 
office,  Mr*  Walkowicz  conducted  a  tag-day  lAich  added  about  ei^t  thousand  dollars 
to  the  treasury  of  the  orgcuiization*  We  oust  pay  our  respects  to  him  for  his  work 
in  the  development  of  this  organisation.  His  knowledge  of  business  principles  to- 
gether with  his  knowledge*  of  good  advertising,  are  methods  which  brought  about  these 
very  comendable  results*  To  ftirther  show  our  appreciation  of  his  work,  the  Veterans 
Anntial  Program  of  this  year  has  given  Hr«  WALKOWICZ  a  very  prominent  place* 

One  of  the  candidates  for  the  office  of  National  commander  is  Dr.  7.  B.  KOBRZYNSKI^

Tha  flag  was  blaasad  by  tha  pastor  of  St«  Hichaal^s  Church,  tha  Ra^arand 
John  M«  Langa,  assisted  by  tha  RaTarand  Fathers  Itancis  Walcsak  and  I* 
Ranklawdci* 

Aftar  tha  dedicatory  cerewony  the  Rererend  K#  Szudzinski,  assistant  pastor  of 
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the  Ohoreh  of  the  iHMeolete  Conoeption  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary, 
dellTored  an  inspiring  sexmon*  In  it  the  roTorend  speaker  praised  the  herolsa 
of  our  Polish  youth 9  asking  all  those  present  to  remember  out  gallant  soldiers 
and  to  keep  them  in  mind  in  their  dally  prayers* 

At  the  ooneluslon  of  the  ehureh  eeremony  the  people  repaired  to  the  parish 
hall*  A  meeting  as  large  as  this  had  nerer  before  been  witnessed  in  the 
annals  of  St*  Hiehael^s  parish,  and  it  is  wonderful  whether  there  oyer  will 
be  one  to  exeeed  it*  The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  prayer  by  the  Bererend 
Father  Laage^  the  paster »  abo  then  ealled  upon  the  president  of  St*  Miehael^s 
xlTlc  eommittee,  Mr*  Adam  Lullnskl  to  aot  as  ohairman  of  the  meeting,  and 
on  Mr*  J*  Qusowski  to  aot  as  seoretary.  After  this  the  audience  rose  and 
sang  the  American  anthem,  the  8tar-8pangled  Banner*  The  first  speaker  was 
the  Bererend  1*  Eswalski,  president  of  the  South  Ghicage  0iTlc  C^rndttee* 
Ihe  audience  rewarded  his  inspiring  speech  with  a  burst  of  enthusiastic  ap- 
plause* He  said  that  Just  as  Polish  heroes  in  the  past  defeated  the  Swedes , 
the  marauding  Xhlghts  of  the  Cress,  and  the  Moslem  Turks,  despite  great 
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niimerioal  odds  against  the  Polish  forces,  so  now  we  find  our  boys 
bravely  facing  the  enemy  of  htimanity,  fighting  under  the  American  colors 
and  under  their  own  Polish  banner.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  our  forces 
as  well  as  those  of  the  Allied  nations  will  be  victorious  in  the  end.  We 
must  admltt  here  that  the  oratorical  efforts  of  this  pcltriotic  priest  in 
behalf  of  the  Polish  cause  equal  the  efforts  of  those  who  fight  in  arms. 


The  next  on  the  program  was  St.  Michael's  choir,  directed  by  the  parish 
organist,  Mr.   D.  Sbwalski.  They  sang  ^Ttie   Insurrectionist's  Farewell''. 
Every  one  who  knows  this  song  will  admit  that  few  equal  it  in  beauty. 
Next  camie  a  speech  by  Lieutenant  J*  Itozicki  of  the  I^lish  army.  In  the 
course  of  his  speech  the  lieutenant  stated  that  only  recently  he  had  been 
in  Washington,  where  he  met  a  certain  French  general  who  had  come  to  America 
to  discuss  financial  matters.  The  Frenchman  told  of  the  heroic  deeds  of 
the  Polish  army,  stating  that  in  his  forty- three  years  of  soldiering  he  had 
seen  many  armies  in  action,  but  that  there  was  none  to  equal  the  heroism  of 
the  Poles.  He  urged  all  those  Poles  who  had  been  placed  in  the  fifth 
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^^  classification  in  the  American  selective  service  to  enlist  in  the 
Polish  army  and  th\is  prove  their  true  patriotism.  Finally,  he  requested 
that  every  one  assist  the  cause  financiedly  as  much  as  possible,  since  the 
lH>li8h  army  is  in  need  of  eveiything,  and  euiy  contributions  will  be  cheer- 
f Tilly  accepted.  His  speech  was  frequently  interrupted  by  uncontrollable 
<l)ursts  of  applause,  and  it  is  certain  that  some  of  his  words  were  deeply 
impressed  on  the  hearts  of  many  of  the  audience. 

^ter  the  speech  a  solo  was  sung  by  the  popular  Polish  singer,  Ifeaa  Helen 
^ykowski.  So  successful  was  her  first  aria  that  the  public  would  not  cease 
^to  applaud  until  an  encore  was  sung.

Then  followed  a  voluntary  collection  among  the  audience.  The  exact  result 
of  this  is  as  yet  unknown,  but  if  the  size  of  the  crowd  and  a  glance  at  the 
offerings  may  serve  as  an  indication,  we  might  say  that  the  meeting  netted 
several  hundred  dollars  in  behalf  of  the  Polish  cause.

This  means  that  at  present  so  many  members  of  the  Polish  National  Alliance  are  -x) 

There  are  also  seven  gold  stars  on  the  flag,  o 

signifying  that  thus  far  seven  members  of  the  Alliance  have  lost  their  lives  oj

It  marched  down  Noble  Street  to  Division  Street,  then  to  Milwaukee,  to 
Hoble,  to  Superior,  to  Chicago,  to  Marshfield,  to  Division,  to  Ashland,  to  Brig- 
ham,  and  to  Wood  Street  and  St.  Mary  of  the  Angels  Church,  where  streetcars 
awaited  the  marchers.  The  volunteer's  and  their  guests  rode  to  Randolph  and 
Canal  Streets,  where  the  procession  again  formed,  this  time  with  three  mounted      ^ 
policemen  at  its  head.

Addressing  all  Poles  in  Chicago,  and  especially  the  young  men  who  desire 
to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  Eosciuszko  and  Pulaski  and  offer  their  ser- 
vices on  the  altar  of  their  adopted  country,  which  has  given  them  shelter, 
freedom  and  a  chance  to  earn  a  liying,  and  quite  often  to  become  prcmlaent^ 
it  is  only  proper  to  appeal  to  them,  it  is  desirous  that  they  join  the 
army  through  this  Polish  recruiting  station,  by  which  they  will  render  a 
service  to  their  nationality.

This  fortunate  young  man  is  Attorney  Peter  P«  Mindak,  who  was  appointed 
United  States  Assistant  Attorney  for  the  northern  district  of  Illinois, 
with  official  residence  in  Chicago,  by  Attorney  General  George  W«  Wicker- 
sham,  with  the  approval  of  President  Taft.

District  Attorney  for  the  Gorernment  of  the  United  States,  who  is  at 
the  head  of  the  Department  of  Justice  in  Chicago*  Mr*  Wilkerson,  a  sincere 
friend  of  the  Poles,  immediately  after  receiving  his  own  appointment  a 
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■onth  ago  decided  to  press  his  superiors  in  Washington  to  appoint 
a  Pole  to  the  important  post  of  United  States  Assistant  Attorney*  For 
many  years  Mr*  Wilkerson  has  been  the  friend  of  Election  Commissioner 
Anthony  Czarnecki,  and  through  Mr*  Czamecki  he  has  become  acqxiainted

As  the  youth* s  clubs  have  already  been  comprehensively  treated  and  recom- 
mended elsewhere  by  Ur.   Cenzor,  we  will  presently  confine  our  attention  to 
the  remaining  twO~-  the  amateur  theatres  and  the  choirs* 
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An  amateur  theatre  and  choir  are,  and  Justly  should  be,  regarded  as  a  Tery 
desirable  addition  to  every  ?•  N»  A*  group  nAiich  cares  to  give  the  youth 
a  helping  hand«  The  Polish  language  is  used  both  in  the  amateur  theatre 
plays  and  by  the  choirs  in  their  songs,  and  therein  consists  the  practical 
value  of  these  ente^^prises  for  our  youth  from  the  Polish  national  point 
of  view*  Experience  shows  that  the  youthful  players  and  singers  of  both 
sexes  are  gladly  attending  the  practices  and  that  on  such  occasions,  imder 
suitable  direction  and  guidance,  they  are  making  great  strides  in  learning 
the  Polish  language* 

The  choirs  should  be  easily  accessible  not  only  to  the  full«-grown  boys  and 
girls,  but  also  to  the  youngsters,  who  likewise  display  a  live  interest  in 
singing  lessons*  In  this  respect  we  may  follow  the  example  given  us  by 
the  Polish  Singers*  Association,  which  shows  a  special  care  in  keeping  up

from  the  supposition,  defined  by  the  provert,  **By  the  fruit  you  shall  | 

know  them,"  this  information  is  given  by  the  periodical  Rolnik  (Farmer), 
laid  we,  after  it,  jbill  our  readers  about  these  fruits,  which  come  forth 
from  the  scout  movement.  These  fruits  are  manifested  in  every  scout, 
in  every  boy,  who  belongs  to  the  scout  organization.  They  arc  manifested 
in  the  conduct  of  the  boy,  in  the  increase  of  information,  filling  his 
young  head.  What  else  is  a  scout  able  to  do?  -  you  ask# 

Let  us  listen:  A  scout  is  able  to  tell  where  is  north  and  where  is  south.

For  a  long  tine  the  yoongster  of  St«  Stanislaus  Parish  hara  been  working 
earnestly  to  reorganise  a  large  eospany  of  eadets*  A  eoapaay  of  eadets 
has  been  an  organisation  at  St«  Stanislaus  for  many  years t  but  for  the 
past  f^w  years  the  list  has  fallen  from  OTor  two  hundred  eadets  to  about 
forty*  The  reasons  why  the  eadet  eosipanies  fell  so  low  in  aenbership 
are:  They  did  not  hare  a  suitable  hall  irtiere  they  eould  drill*  This 
eoapany  of  eadets  did  not  hare  enough  uniforms  and  equipnent  beeause 
the  soeiety  was  finaneially  weak*  At  the  present  tine  they  haTO  a  suit- 
able hall  to  drill  at*  and  the  eadets  hare  almost  |200  in  the  treM^ryt

This  soeiety  of  eadets  has  for  its  members  a  siek  benefit  of  |1«2S  a 
week,  and  in  the  ease  of  death,  the  eadets  aet  as'  pallbearers* 

The  initiation  fee  is  fifty  oents*  Dues  are  fifteen  oents  a  month,  and  . 
there  are  no  additional  fees  of  any  kind*  Drills  are  held  every  Friday.

THE  AIIXANCE  OF  YOUTH 

The  teadency  toivard  the  establlslixnent  of  a  uniyersal  organization  em*  ^  ^ 
bracing  all  Polish  youth  in  America  was  first  observed  about  the  year 
1890*  A  small  group  of  young  people  gathered  in  the  FattiDtie-Scientiflc 
Association  in  Chicago  was  trying  at  that  time  to  make  closer  contacts 
with  dfvers  Polish-American  youth  organizations*

In  1892-93  it  was  carrying  on  a  correspondence  with  the  St*  Aloisius 

young  peoples*  society  in  New  York  City  trying  to  come  to  an  understanding 

about  the  laying  of  foundations  for  one  universal  association  of  youth  in 

America*  The  purpose  aimed  at  was  not  accomplished  because  the  Polish  youth 

in  New  Yoilc  City  neglected,  and  finally  completely  discontinued,  further 

discussions* 
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II  B  3    Eruszka,  Rev.  Waclaw,  Hlstorya  Polska  w  Ameryce,  Vol.  17,  pp»  62-72, 

Later  the  I^triotlc«-Sclentlflc  Association  sent  a  petition  to  the  congress 
of  the  Polish-Roman  Catholic  Union  asking  for  the  protection  of  the  Polish- 
American  youth  threatened  with  denationalization^

The  congress  accepted  the  petition  with  acclaim  and  elected  a  special  committee 
for  the  youth*  But  the  newly  elected  committee  had  not  even  taken  a  single 
step  toward  fulfilling  the  commission  of  the  congress • 

At  last  the  congress  of  youth  was  opened  in 'Chicago  with  the  avowed  intention 
of  organizing  a  union  of  Polish  Roman-Catholic  youth  in  America*  Six  societies 
joined  the  union  on  the  first  day*  But  in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  and  hard 
work  the  new  organization  expired  after  a  few  months*  Blame  for  this  must 
be  ascribed  to  the  indifference  of  the  societies  from  the  parish  of  St»   /

All  hope  of  building  one  great  organization  of  youth  was  lost.

After  such  disappointments  the  Patriotic-Scientific  Association  ceased  ^ 
to  count  on  the  purely  oral  and  inactive  help  from  the  '•oldsters'*  and  on 
the  silly  childish  and  already  semi -Americanized  youth. 

Always  there  xvas  the  necessity  of  saving  this  youth,  but  in  order  to  achieve 
this  purpose,  a  proper  organization  must  be  founded. 

In  1894  a  group  of  seven  young  men  in  Chicago  organized  an  Alliance  of  Polish 
youth  in  America  vdiose  main  purpose  was  to  work  for  the  good  of  the  national 
cause  and  the  readiness  to  follow  the  footsteps  of  their  fathers  in  the 
struggle  for  freedom  of  Poland.  The  accepted  procedure  of  other  organizations 
incorporating  whole  groups  was  not  followed.  It  was  decided  to  recruit  the 
members  singularly  and  foxm  groups  in  such  a  way#

The  recruiting  of  members  was  slow,  for  at  the  beginning  the  Tjtiality  and 
not  the  quantity  of  members  was  important*  The  Alliance  was  going  to  be 
a  school  for  patriotic  service,  and  so  only  the  young  people  who  could 
understand  the  ?diole  idealogy  and  the  spirit  of  the  organization  were 
eligible.  The  great  Increase  in  membership  was  not  in  the  immediate,  but 
in  the  future  plans  of  the  organization. 

The  main  objective  of  the  Alliance  were  to  work  for  the  good  of  the  Polish 
caxise  in  order  to  free  the  motherland  from  the  yoke  of  bondage,  spreading 
of  enlightenment  and  education,  and  the  unification  of  the  Polish  youth  in 
the  irtiole  world.  The  means  leading  to  securing  those  ends  were  specified. 
It  was  resolved  to  awaken  the  patriotic  spirit  and  Polish  consciousness  in 
our  Americanized  youth,  to  establish  reading  rooms,  libraries,  evening 
schools,  to  publish  Polish  newspapers,  magazines,  and  books,  to  celebrate 
Polish  national  holidays,  to  give  stage  plays, to  cultivate  Polish  song,  to

cherich  the  Polish  language,  to  defend  the  Polish  name,  etc*  The  character 
of  the  organization  was  military^  The  members  were  taught  the  use  of  arms, 
military  drills  euad  tactics*  The  sick  and  death  benefits  were  excluded 
forever  as  not  having  any  connections  with  the  principles  and  aims  of  the 
organization* 

There  were  no  .initiation  fees  and  the  monthly  dues  were  from  ten  cents  up* 
Whoever  wished  could  pay  more  than  ten  cents* 

In  order  to  have  the  i>ower  concentrated  in  one  body,  a  General  Executive 
Board  was  created  which  had  absolute  law  giving  and  executive  powers;  and 
the  members  of  the  Board  were  permitted  to  hold  office  until  they  decided 
or  were  compelled  to  resign*  These  high  officers  were  nominated  by  the 
higher  authority  in  Europe  because  it  was  agreed,  when  the  Alliance  was 
being  organized,  to  keep  in  close  contact  with  the  similar  organization

in  Europe  and  recognize  its  authority^  Hie  Alliance  in  America  retained 
absolute  freedom  and  a  complete  autonomy* 

The  first  members  of  the  Alliance  were  the  former  executive  officers  of  the 
Patriotic-Scientific  Association  and  two  other  members  regarded  as  more  able 
and  trustworthy  than  the  average.  Altogether  there  were  nine  members • 

The  Ebcecutive  Committee  began  to  work*  It  edited  the  Information  for  the 
new  groups  that  were  being  organized  and  issued  the  •♦Act  of  Unification'* 
by  which  the  organization  joined  the  Polish  youth  in  Europe  in  brotherly 
bonds  having  in  common  an  identical  program  of  patriotic  endeavors* 

The  appeal  to  the  Polish  youth  was  sent  out.  To  the  end  of  1894  the  work 
consisted  mostly  of  quiet  organizational  work*  By  means  of  private 
correspondence  the  Polish  youth  in  smaller  settlements  in  America  were 
contacted  with  the  suggestion  of  establishing  separate  groups  of  the

Allianee  in  their  localities.  Not  until  1895  did  the  General  Executive 
Board  come  out  in  the  open  as  a  public  representation  of  the  whole 
organization^  American  and  European  as  well# 

In  January  1895  the  first  group  was  ratified  by  the  Executive  Board, 
formed  in  Wilkes-Barre ,  Pennsylvania*  It  was  the  beginniiig  of  a  great 
number  of  groups  organized  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  oicder  to  supply  the  need  of  an  official  organ  the  Alliance  bought  in 
December  1895  a  print  shop  and  a  weekly,  The  Banner  (Sztander)  from 
Mr.  !•  7*  Migdalski,  and  the  first  number  of  the  weekly,  as  an  official 
organ  of  the  Alliance  of  youth,  came  out  in  January  1896#  In  March  1895, 
efforts  were  made  to  form  closer  ties  with  the  Polish  youth  in  Brazil  but 
without  success. 
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It  TRDted  to  hold  a  150th  Eoszcltiszko  anniversary  celebration  In  February

For  the  office  of  the  treasurer,  in  place  of  the  first  treasurer,  Mr*  j; 
Belinski,  who  resigned,  was  called  Ur*  A.  Dambrowski  from  Miners  Mill,  pa*, 
and  to  the  newly  created  office  of  the  assistant  secretary  was  called 
Mr*  J«  Sienkiemicz  from  Plymouth,  Pa*  Both  of  them  quit  their  jobs  in 
Pennsylvania  and  cane  to  Chicago  to  enter  into  the  office  that  paid  no   .

The  formation  of  new  groups  were  multiplying  constantly*  The  propeiganda 
of  the  first  secretary,  Mr*  Francis  Wladowski,  was  bearing  fruit*  Also 
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Hey*  Fr*  Hodur^  ^o  ^vas  then  still  a  Roman«-Cathollc  priest,  oontributed 
greatly  toward  the  organization  of  new  groups  of  the  Alliance*  While 
the  banner  of  the  youth  Alliance  was  being  unfurled  in  so  many  new 
settlements  the  Socialist  agitators  were  also  trying  to  become  members 
but^  wherever  detected »  were  refused  memberships* 

The   first  misunderstandings  within  the  executive  body  occurred  in  June 
1897*'  There  were  demands  for  proof  of  solidatity  with  the  Polish  youth 
in  Europe^  for  the  elective  procedure  in  choosing  the  executive  officers , 
etc.  The  cry  was- for  the  change  of  by-laws  and  of  executive  officers*  It 
was  necessary  to  call  the  first  convention  ^ich  was  held  in  Buffalo  in  1897» 
New  laws  were  passed  and  a  new  Executive  Board  was  elected;  it  was  voted  to 
call  periodical  conventions;  an  educational,  a  military,  and  an  administrative 

comsLission  were  organized*  ^

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in  1898 y  some  of  the  Polish  priests  had  taken  a  strongly  antagonistic 
attitude  toward  the  youth  Allien ce»  As  a  result  of  it  the  groups  in 
BaltijDore,  Chicopee,  Klilwaukee,  Plymouth,  Piel»  ,  Buffalo,  and  other  places 
were  wiped  out»  On  the  other  hand,  up  to  the  present  time,  priest  groups 
in  some  cities  were  very  helpful,  assisting  the  Alliance  by  permitting  them 
to  use  the  school  assembly  rooms  for  their  meetings,  choral  practices  and 
their  socials •  In  the  localities  where  the  priests  were  helpful,  the 
members  of  the  youth  Alliance  were  true  members  of  the  church  and  esteemed 
their  priest,  but  wherever  the  priests  showed  themselves  to  be  hostile  to 
the  organization,  the  anti-church  element  increcised  very  noticeably* 

When  in  the  spring  of  1898  the  Spanish WUneri can  was  broke  out,  a  great 
number  of  young  boys  from  the  Alliance  volunteered.  The  vice-president 
of  the  organization,  Mr*  Sass,  enlisted  in  the  Milwaukee  £osciuszko  Guards* 
It  was  decided  to  form  a  distinctly  Polish  military  unit,  but  Uncle  Sam  had

enoiigh  soldiers;  and  shortly  after  the  was  was  over* 

In  spite  of  obstacles,  the  Alliance  was  going  forward  in  the  spirit  of  its 
p3*inciples  and  purposes*  The  press  offices  were  opened,  irtiich  were  furnish- 
ing the  American  press  with  articles  about  Poles.  The  pamphlets  were  being 
issued  and  distributed  free  to  several  traveling  libraries,  to  the  Polish 
settlements,  etc. 

The  second  convention  was  held  in  July  1900,  in  Wilkes-Barre ,  Pa.  It 
sanctioned  the  project  of  unification  and  merging  of  the  Alliances  of 
youth.  Falcons  and  Singers  into  one  federation:  Young  Poland. 

After  the  second  convention,  the  groups  took  more  life.  They  were  arrang- 
ing literary  soirees,  initiating  the  celebrations  of  national  holidays,  giving 
theatrical  productions  and  setting  up  evening  schools.  They  were  continuously 
enlarging  and  improving  their  libraries  with  new  Polish  books.  Some  of  the

Vnited  States*  The  month  of  April  I8I4  found  Eosciussko  once  more  engaged  in  trying 
te  seeore  a  free  epnstitution  for  Poland  but  his  off orts  were  without  aTail« 

Kfsoiasfko^s  death  mas  occasioned  bsr  a  fall  from  his  horse  on  October  15 1  1817  at

..Unemployment,  which  after  the  war  began  to  oppress  important  European 
centers  and  from  which  the  prosperous  and  underpopulated  United  States 
has  not  escaped,  proved  to  be  an  important  factor  in  immigration,  especially 
-affecting  those  who  lost  their  work  in  their  native  country,  and  turned 

to  some  other  new-born  country  to  solve  their  problems*  The  major  ports  of 
w Canada,  Australia, and  United  States,  have  closed  their  doors  to  these 
immigrants,  who  previously  so  eagerly  swarmed  their  gates. 

...  -,  ♦  _ 

Today  this  has  become  a  topic  of  broad  discussion  in  economic  circles.  The 
possibilities  of  its  solution  have  been  studied.  It  has  been  suggested  to 
open  the  countries  which  have  vast  areas  of  unpopulated  territory  for 
colonization  to  those  who  find  themselves  victims  of  unemployment  due  to 
overpopulation  in  Etirppean  countries. 
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These  groups  of  people  could  easily  be  absorbed  and  the  overload  in  -l]urope 
could  be  relieved. 

Llany  econonic  research  ^'jorkers  are  of  the  same  •  opinion.  They  all  assert  that, 

at  the  present  time  the  v/orld,  as  a  whole,  is  not  in  th3  least  overpopulated. 

According  to  statistics,  there  can  easily  be  found  room  for  eight  billion 

people.  These  people  v;ould  be  able  to  find  living  a  pleasure.  At  present 

there  are  about  two  billion  people  living  in  the  v/orld.  Consequently,  this 

population  can  live  v/ithout  tribulation. 
< 

The  only  difficulty  at  the  present  v;ith  the  over-populated  European  countries, 
is  to  find  for  these  people  suitable  places  of  livelihood.  The  statisticians 
hold  that  there  are  :;iany  siich  territories. 

In  the  tropical  countries  there  can  be  found  vast  tracts  of  land  suitable  for 
colonization.  Equatorial  Africa  is  a  good  example.  Although  communication 
with  the  rest  of  the  t^^orld  is  poor,  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  poor 
surroundings  are  almost  completely  uninhabited. 
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The  rich  and  useful  land  lies  within  the  Sudan  regions.  This  is  the 
central  part  of  Africa.  One  of  the  reasons  v/hy  this  part  of  Africa 
v;as  never  colonized  by  European  countries,  is  beca^ise  existence  under 
prevalent  conditions  v/ould  be  unbearable.  The  Jungle,  the  desert  and 
the  arid  regions  would  handicap  the  best  of  people. 

However,  today  technology  has  been  so  greatly  developed  that  it  is 
now  possible  to  transform  this  land  into  suitable  colonies.  The  desert 
sands,  the  arid  regions,  and  the  jungles  can  now  be  put  to  use  for  man 
by  modern  technology,  thereby  making  possible  new  land  and  work  for  the 
over-crowded  Europeans.        '       ^ 

A  great  obstacle  to  colonization  was  then  the  intense  heat.  This  also 
has  been  overcome.   It  has  been  proven  that  the  organism  of  the  European, 
when  crucial  circumstances  arise, can  adjust  itself  to  high  temperatures. 
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Under  the  conditions  of  the  Sudan  regions,  the  conditioning  of  these 
Europeans  people  would  not  prove  to  be  ..vej?y /trying. 

In  conclusion,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  territory  in  Africa,  if 
converted,  could  take  care  of  five  hundred  million  inhabitants.  This 
number  is  so  great  that  the  greatest  and  the  most  crucial  unemployment 
problem  becomes  a  mere  trifle. 
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Besides  the  vast  territories  in  Africa,  there  are  many  possibilities  for 
colonization  in  South  America.  This  continent  is  also  greatly  under-populated. 
The  one  hundred  million  population  leaves  much  room  for  the  over-cfowded 
people  of  Europe.  Through  proper  steps  of  colonizing,  over  a  billion  people 
could  be  accommodated. 
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In  South  America,  as  in  Africa,  working  conditions  would  be  tiying* 
The  virgin  forests  would  have  to  be  cut  before  the  land  could  be 

V*  cultivated.  The  climate  is  almost  on  par  with  that  of  Africa. 

■  But  despite  this,  here  can  also  be  found  great  possibilities  for 
work,  for  new  colonies,  for  new  life*

Nearly  200,000  new  citizens  in  one  year!  Of  this  total,  34,993  were  Poles, 
which  shows  an  admirable  representation.  It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Naturalization  Bureau,  the  Italians 
surpassed  the  Poles.  A  total  of  45,262  Italians  received  their  second  papers. 
The  year  1927  was  a  record-breaking  year  in  the  annals  of  naturalization 
in  this  country,  with  the  exception  6f  1919,  when  the  Government  granted 
citizenship  to  the  soldiers  who  had  participated  in  the  World  War.  In 
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1919,  217,358  persons  reoslTsd  their  papers,  among  then  128,335  soldiers* 
In  1927,  4,311  soldiers  were  giren  naturalization  papers  after  their  dis- 
charge from  the  Aimj.     The  law  relative  to  the  World  Var  soldiers  will  ex- 
pire this  May*

Racial  differenbes  arise  daily  in  American  society,  especially  in  private 
affairs.  Many  clubs  and  societies  protect  themselves  in  every  way  possible 
against  the  entrance  of  naturalized  or  alien  individuals,  or  persons  of^^^^'^ 
another  race;  This  is  particiilarly  true  of  the  one-hundred-per-cent  American 
home I* from  which  the  foreigner  is  barred  because  he  is  considered  a  social 
pariah

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This  attitude  of  self-satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  one-hundred-per-cent 
Americans,  as  well  as  their  opinion  that  the  morals  of  the  rest  of  the  world  ^^ 
are  lower  than  theirs,  did  not  develop  out  of  ill  will,  for  the  Americans  are  ^"^ 
hospitable.  The  reason  for  this  attitude  is  that  they  cannot  understand  why 
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Otters  do  not  folloir  thalr  way  of  thinking ,  or  do  as  they  do*  Ttey 
boliero  that  the  superiority  of  their  oiTilization  is  so  complete  and  obvious 
that  any  denial  or  doubt  of  it  is  like  denying  the  existence  of  the  sun«

For  some  time  the  Department  of  Labor  at  Washington  Ias  been  etctively  engaged  In 
establishing  ways  and  means  of  applying  European  Inmigttition  quota  laws  to  Ifexico 
and  Canada.  The  American  press  howevert  is  not  supporting  this  project  as  rehemently 
as  it  did  the  limitation  of  European  immigration.  One  Texas  newspapers  states  that 
this  law  would  do  great  injury  to  both  industry  and  agriculture  in  the  Southwest. 
Publications  near  the  Canadian  border  claim  it  would  be  an  insult  to  our  Canadian  ^^ 
neighbors;  other  publications  farther  remored  from  either  of  the  borders  are  strongly 
in  fayor  of  applying  the  restriction  of  immigration  to  both  our  neighbors*  1[f  the 
controversy  arises  oyer  Mexico,  writes  The  Kansas  City  Star,  then  the  situation  is 
4i  follows:  There  are  at  present  in  the  United  States  800,000  Mexicans.  In  one  of 
the  past  years,  the  emigrants  to  this  country  from  Mexico  numbered  68,000,  as  to  the 
number  smuggled  in,  no  one  knows*  . 
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The  Dallas  News  differs  from  others  in  the  Southwest,  f-t  says  that  it  would  be  both 
a  comedy  and  a  tragedy  if  the  number  of  Mexican  immigrant  were  equal  to  the  quota 
allowed  the  In^ish,  Irish,  Swedish,  Danish,  and  Italian  countries.     YL^. 

The-oplnloh  of  the  Pittsburg  SuA  is,  that  the  smuggling  of  Mexicans  into  the  United 
states  has  grown  to  such  alarming  proportions  that  the  coming  Con^refls  wm  ^ir.^  ^f. 
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*If  a  quota  wer«  allotted  Mexico,"  says  the  Milwaukee  JoutwbI.   "Instead  of  68,000 
Mexicans,  only  1600  would  be  permitted  to  enter  this  country."  Probably  the  states 
in  the  Kortliwest  would  rid  themselves  of  the  cheap  laborer,  but  legally,  as  yet,  they 
cannot  dispose  of  this  curse*  The  rest  of  the  country  would,  .without  protest,  be 
glad  to  restrict  Baropean  immigration  of  cheap  labor.

Now  the  wife  is  returning  to  America, 
but  with  a  somewhat  enlcurged  group,  for  while  she  was  in  Poland,  her  fifth 
ehildywas  bom,  nhiUl  she,  of  course,  is  taking  with  her  to  its  father  in 
Chicago*  It  so  happened,  as  an  evidence  of  the  brilliant  mentality  of  the 
lawmakers,  that  the  Polish  quota  for  that  month  had  already  been  esdhausted; 
this  woman  has  been  registered  with  four  children,  and  after  proper  arith* 
metioal  calculations  the  result  was  so  many  heads*  For  the  fifth  child, 
above  the  Polish  quota  for  this  month,  there  is  no  room*  The  unfortunate 
motlMT  is  dragged  to  Bllis  Island  and  there  is  told  that  her  twoHAonth-old 
baby  cannot  be  admitted  to  the  ^free  land  of  Washington***  The  unavoidable  ' 
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eoxLsequeEice  is  tbat  the  child  nust  be  returned  to  the  place  from  which  it 
came—to  Europe •  Such  is  the  law,  such  the  rulel  But  as  they  say,  erery 
law  can  be  evaded ;  so  in  this  case  a  way  was  found  to  get  around  the  law. 
With  the  Interrention  of  the  proper  authority— a  cabinet  officer—the  Polish 
baby  was  admitted  to  the  United  States • 

This  matter  has  finally  been  settled.  But  this  is  not  the  importfluit  question; 
the  important  part  is  that  here  the  senselessness  of  this  law  has  been  shown 
in  all  its  lUllness,  creating  monstrous  complications  and  situations  which 
necessitate  erading  the  law  if  ^ose  in  autboritjpwish  to  listen  to  their  con- 
sciences and  be  human*  The  only  alternatiTe  would  be  to  drire  a  child  or  a 
whole  family  away  or  to  separate  it,  even  if  it  be  against  the  rules  and 
principles  of  morality,  which  are  enforced  here  to  their  hjrpocritical  limit 
and  with  Puritanical  exactitude.

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RE-EMIGRA.TION  AW   COMMERCIAL  CONNECTION  WITH  POLAND 

(Editorial) 

Commercial  organizations  of  various  kinds,  and  with  a  declared  capital  of 
many  million  dollars  in  paper,  have,  for  some  time,  been  springing  up  with 
the  rapidity  of  mushrooms.  These  enterprises  are  carried  on  thro\igh  the 
sale  of  shares,  ; 

We  are  not  Trtiolly  opposed  to  such  organizations;  we  must,  however,  consider 
their  soxmdness.  Therefore,  we  earnestly  warn  our  readers  and  members  of 
the  Polish  National  Alliance  to  be  most  careful  about  investing  their  money 
in  enterprises  that  do  not  bear  thorough  investigation, 

A  few  days  ago  we  published  a  warning  issued  by  the  Press  Committee  which 
was  based  on  information  given  by  the  National  Committee,  In  reference  to 
this  matter,  the  Polish  Daily  Record  writes  as  follows:  •'Much  has  been  said 
lately  about  re-emigration  to  Poland  and  how  such  re-emigration  could  help 
to  establish  commercial  relations  between  Poland  and  America,^ 
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All  these  plans  sound  very  promising,  but  not  all  promoters  are  guided  by 
honest  and  patriotic  reasons.  We  believe  that  re-emigration  of  Poles  to 
Poland  should  take  place  because  Poland  will  need  plenty  of  good,  skilled 
workers.  Those  with  experience  will,  therefore,  be  most  valuable.  This 
movement  should,  however,  not  be  rushed.  The  return  to  Poland  should  be 
well  planned  and  regulated  by  governmental  requirements.  Those  people  who 
do  not  have  sufficient  funds  should,  however,  not  leave  this  country  as 
they  would  be  disilltusioned. 

During  the  first  few  years  following  the  peace  treaty,  Poland  will  have 
enough  hands  to  rebuild  what  has  been  demolished  during  the  war.  The 
sudden  flow  of  laborers  into  the  land  might  bring  about  a  crisis,  and  be 
the  cause  of  another  emigration  problem.  When  Poland  has  rebuilt  its 
ruined  villages  and  towns  and  has  enoxigh  food  and  provisions,  then  will  be 
the  time  for  mass  re-emigration.  Then  there  will  be  enough  work  for  every 
skilled  worker.

Commercial  connections  between  both  countries  can  be  established  and  main- 
tained only  by  large  corporations  which  have  been  organized  by  well-known, 
progressive  Poles  who  have  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Polish  government.

The  House  of  Represent atlyes  is  at  work  on  a  bill  to  bar  from  this  country 
all  immigrants  idio  cannot  read  and  write.  That  is  a  pretty  good  example  of 
the  trifling  futility  which  characterizes  most  of  the  recent  deliberations 
of  Congress. 

The  United  States  has  receiTed  many  grierous  insults  and  wrongs  from  its 
foreign-bom  citizens  during  the  last  year  and  a  half ,  but  not  from  those 
liho  would  be  excluded  by  the  literacy  test. 

The  f oreign-bozn  residents  idio  defend  the  sinking  of  the  Lusitania  are  not 
illiterate. 
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The  men  lAio  denounee  President  Wilson  for  insisting  on  the  rights  of  Americans 
at  sea  are  not  illiterate*

certain  that  the  newly-proposed  bill  does  not  become  a  law*  The  meeting  of  '^

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Mr.  Casimir  Zychlinski,  the  president  of  the  Polish  National  Alliance, 
presided,  and  Mr.  Anthony  Czamecki,  Election  Commissioner  and  the  secretary 
of  the  Polish  Immigration  League,  kept  the  minutes.  The   delegates  to  ?/ash- 
ington,  the  Reverend  J.  Sobieszczyk  and  Miss  Emily  Napieralska,  gave  a  report 
of  their  activities •  They  received  an  enthusiastic  ovation  for  sincerely 
and  capably  representing  the  group  in  their  interview  with  President  Wilson.

The  President  of  the  United  States ,  Woodrow  Wilson ,  on  January  28 ,  1915/ 
sent  to  Congress  his  veto  of  the  Immigration  Bill*  This  bill  would  restrict 
entry  of  immigrants  to  the  X&iited  States,  esi)ecially  those  unable  to  read 
and  write*  Together  with  the  veto,  the  President  sent  his  report  on  this 
matter,  setting  forth  the  reasons  why  he  had  tQ  veto  this  bill« 

Congressman  Burnett,  the  main  author  of  the  bill  euid  a  rabid  chauvinist,        ^ 
was  uncontrolled  in  his  anger*  He  announced  at  a  meeting  of  the  immigra-       S

Congressmen* 

Congressman  Burnett,  the  creator  of  this  unjust  bill,  was  opposed  to  Mr* 
Sabath's  plcui  and  succeeded  in  gaining  the  commission's  assent  to  bring 
the  bill  to  a  vote  on  Thursday*  This  was  done  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
Burnett  an  opportunity^  to  rally  his  followers  to  supi)ort  the  bill.

IbpfesentatlTes  of  Tarious  organizations,  Polish  as  well  as  those  of  other 
nationalities,  appeared  on  January  22,  1915  before  the  President  of  the 
XMited  States  to  protest  against  the  immigration  bill  which  contains  a  pro- 


vision directed  against  ^he  admission  of/  illiterates • 
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The  hearings  were  held  publicly  and  lasted  for  apprcgcimately  three  hours # 
Supporters  and  opponents  of  the  bill  were  both  well  represented.  Each  side  {.. 
was  given  an  hour  and  a  hciLf  in  which  to  present  its  arguments* 

¥He  opposition  group  was  headed  by  Ur.   Burke  Cockran,  of  New  Yori^j  and  the 
faction  supporting  the  bill  by  Mr.  Shrank  Morrison,  secj^etary  of  l^e  America^.^ 
federation  of  Labor*  Among  the  Poles  who  spoke  were  Mr.  Adam  S.   Gregorowicz^ 
representing  the  Polish  National  Alliance;  Miss  Milie  N^pieralski,  delegated 
by  the  Polish  Women's  Alliance,  and  Beverend  John  Sobieszczyk,  who  spoke  in  ; 
behalf  of  the  Polish  Roman  Catholic  IMion.  In  all,  there  were  about 
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hundred  delegates  from  both,  sides,  but  only  a  few  of  the  more  prcMlnent  spoke. 
Congressmen  Sabath,  of  Chicago,  and  Goldfogle,  of  Boston,  argued  against  the 
bill.

The  Polish  delegates  spoke  the  longest  and  the  most  convincingly.  They 
asserted  that  the  adoption  of  the  bill  would  not  only  constitute  a  grave  abuse 
of  the  cardinal  principles  of  this  Republic  but  would  also  bring  great  harm 
to  thousands  of  sincere  and  diligent  workers*  They  showed  that  illiterate 
workingaen  are  superior  to  educated  scoundrels,  drunkards,  and  cheats*  These 
arguments  created  a  last iBg  impression  upon  those  present*

In  addition  to  Treook  Harrison,  other  speakers  in  favor  of  the  bill  were 
Uir;'  William  Cleurk,  of  Chicago,  representing  the  conductors,  firemen,  and  rail- 
road engineers*  union;  Ur»  J*  H«  Fatten,  representing  a  farmers*  organization; 
Professor  H.  P.  Eairchild,  of  Yale  University;  and  Professor  E.  A*  Ross,  of 
PriJMaton  University*  In  general,  those  favoring  the  bill  claimed  they  rep- 
resented some  245,000  members  of  various  organizations,  religious  and  patriotic

In  addition  to  the  Polish  delegates  and  Congressmen  Sabath  and  Gk>ldfogle,

All  the  supporters  of  the  bill  argued  that  the  flow  of  immigrants  not  only 
lowers  the  wages  of  the  workers  bom  here  but  also  deprives  them  of  work* 
They  contended  that  the  American  worker  cannot  liire  on  the  wages  accepted  by 
foreign  workers,  that  illiterates  cause  an  increase  in  crime,  etc*  The  pro- 
fessors contended  that  if  our  ports  were  closed  to  the  illiterates,  the  -lii^^^fea^  j^ 
Suropeeois  would  become  more  interested  in  Europe*  They  concluded  that  humani-^^^  v 
ty  in  general  would  benefit  by  such  a  restriction  ^^f  immigration7» 

Mr<|JPatten,  the  farmers*  representatiire,  went  ||o  f ar  as  to  assert  that  the 
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opponents  of  this  bill  wanted  to  Hussianlze  America*  This  absurd  contention 
of  the  chauvinist  was  reprehended  by  President  Wilson,  who  forbad)  him  to  Make 
ax^.  more  statements  of  this  kind« 

Vir.  0.  (j.   Villardi  an  opponent  of  the  bill,  showed  statistically  that  people 
bom  here  who  know  how  to  read  and  write  commit  a  greater  percentage  of  crime 
in  the  United  States  than  the  illiterate  immigraiits.  Ur.   Edward  Russell 
stated  that  by  denying  entry  to  illiterates  the  United  States  would  cease  to 
be  a  free  nation  and  a  refuge  for  unjustly  persecuted  political  transgressors* 
Mr*  Robert  T*  Wagner  said  that  althougih  the  population  of  New  York  is  ccmposed 
of  eighty  per  cent  aliens  or  children  bom  of  foreign  parents,  the  percentage 
of  illiterates  there  is  low  and  the  city  prospers  excellently  thanks  to  the 
work  of  these  foreigners* 

Finally,  when  both  sides  exhausted  the  time  allowed  for  presenting  their  argu* 
ments,  the  President  announced  th£it  he  would  give  due  thought  to  the  bill* 
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Ed  has  until  Janiiary  28  /bo  consider  his  decisio^*  If  by  that  time  he  has 
not  decided  whether  to  sign  or  veto  the  bill,  it  will  automatically  beccme

In  acebrianee  with  the  recommendation  of  December  9 ,  of  the  Centi^l  Board 
of  Directors,  I  was  present  yesterday  and  registered  as  a  representative 
of  the  Polish  National  Alliance  at  the  General  Immigration  Conference  of 
the  Southern  Commercial  Congress.  The  conference  was  held  at  the  New  Wil<» 
lard  Hotel  and  lasted  from  10  A.Me  to  12  midnight •  I  was  present  at  all 
three  sessions  and  at  President  Wilson's  reception  at  the  White  House,  and 
listened  to  all  the  speeches  and  debates • 

The  problem  of  the  conference  was  to  discuss  ways  cuid  means  of  settling  the 
▼scant  farm  lands  In  the  Southern  states  with  Immigrants  from  the  Northern 
states,  Canada,  and  Europe.' 


About  fifty  people  were  present  at  the  conference,  for  the  most  part   - 
representatlTes  of  Southern  states,  railroad  companies  which  deal  with 
colonization  projects,  and  Immigration  societies*  The  speakers  Included 
t}|9se  listed  on  the  program  and  others  €anong  those  present  who 
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were  selected  beforehand  and  invited  to  the  platform.

Ftom  the  speeches  and  debates  I  have  taken  down  the  following  more  iapor* 
tant  points:  The  Department  of  Labor,  through  its  information  bureau,  ac* 
eepts  applications  from  i>ersons  needing  employment  and  from  farmers  and 
factory  owners  who  need  workers*  It  announces  this  information  in  the  form 
of  bulletins,  which  are  distributed  to  and  displayed  in  all  the  post  offices. 
NsTertheless ,  in  the  matter  of  farm  help,  the  general  conviction  was  that  one 
cannot  expect  to  turn  the  immigrants  toward  the  farms  as  laborers.  If  we 
want  to  settle  the  vacant  lands,  we  should  help  the  immigrant  acquire  the 
f.  land  as  his  own  property.  In  this  direction  the  chief  director  of  the  South- 

>  em  Commercial  Congress  announced  that  the  projected  law  of  Government  help 

in  the  form  of  long-term  loans  is  already  in  Congress.  However  nothing  was 
said  about  the  settling  of  Government  lands.  For  information  on  that  sub- 
ject one  must  continue  to  inquire,  as  up  to  the  present,  of  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Ibend  office.  There  is  very  little  Government  land  in  the  Southern  '" 
states;  the  State  of  Florida  has  the  most.  The  discussion  concerned  the 
settlement  of  land  in  general,  that  is,  private  and  Government.  The 
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greatest  possibilities,  from  what  one  could  deduce  from  the  speeches,  are 
to  be  found  in  the  states  of  North  and  South  Carolina.

nie  representatlYe  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  a  Frenchman,  stated  that  in 
his  state  the  social  system  and  temperament  of  the  inhabitants  (off spaing 
of  French  ancestors)  more  closely  resemble  those  of  Europe  than  those  of 
any  other  state  in  Merica»  and  that  the  Italian,  Belgian,  and  Slavic  col- 
onies already  established  there  are  developing  splendidly.  The  climate  is 
excellent,  and  the  city  of  Neir  Orleans,  a  port  (on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico )f^^ 
has  a  good  future  because  of  the  Panama  Canal.

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17    ixreTent  foreigners  from  coming  into  the  country  by  passing  the  Burnett- 
Dillingham  bill;  these  organizations  are  under  the  impress iont that  if 
all  immigrants  are  allowed  to  enter  there  will  be  more  workers  than  there  are 
Jobs*  These  organizations  do  not  know,  or  do  not  want  to  know,  that  the 
immigrant  irtio  comes  here  has  in  many  cases  been  enticed  by  the  advertisements 
of  American  manufacturers,  inho  through  their  agents  and  advertisements  in 
Europe  tell  about  the  wonders  of  America* 

«tffe  are  opposed  to  the  admission  of  criminals,  the  mentally  unbalanced,  and 
the  physically  underdeveloped,  but  we  firmly  maintain  that  we  should  make  it 
easier  for  immigrants  of  good  moral  character,  who  are  willing  and  able  to 
work,  to  be  admitted  to  America.  ^ 

^*There  is  still  another  quest  ion,  **  concluded  the  speaker,  **which  I  want  to  take 
up  at  this  i>oint.  The  matter  of  the  ant i- immigration  bill  is  probably  now 
being  pushed  forward  because  of  the  fact  that  certain  circles  fear  that  after 
the  war  is  ended  there  will  be  a  great  influx  of  immigrants  into  the  United 
States.  This  argument  is  erroneous  because  after  the  war  there  will  be  a 
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17    greater  need  for  laborers  in  Europe  than  here  In  America.  For  the 

above-stated  reasons  we  are   opposed  to  the  Bumett-Dilllnghcun  bill**' 

Senator  Lewis  stated  in  reply  that  he  agreed  with  these  arguments  and,  haying 
clearly  emphasized  that  he  was  of  the  same  opinion,  asked  that  they  consider 
what  he  should  do  in  the  event  that  the  Senate  should  irote  for  certain  re- 
strict ions  which  would  act  as  brakes  on  immigration.  He  suggested  that,  in 
the  event  that  the  bill  could  not  be  killed  in  the  Senate,  at  least  some 
concessions  be  obtained  for  those  wanting  to  come  to  the  United  States — 
namely,  that  illiterates  be  allowed  to  land  in  the  United  States,  on  condition 
that  they  agree  to  spend  three  years  farming,  not  working  im  American  cities, 
and  that  after  three  years  timy  begin  to  pay  for  these  farms. 

Bishop  Bhode,  however,  was  of  the  opinion  that  even  such  a  restriction  would 
be  inappropriate,  especially  if  such  a  colonizing  coimission  were  composed  of 
people  unacquainted  with  immigration  problems.  He  called  Senator  Lewis* 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  mere  posing  of  the  question  is  tinfalT.  He  did 
this  by  asking  the  Senator  a  series  of  questions.

Bishop  Rhode:  "Would  the  Government  so  group  the  nationalities  that,  for 
example,  the  Poles  would  not  find  themselves  in  a  district  of  people  speaking 
a  language  entirely  foreign  to  them?" 

Senator  Lewis:  "I  suppose  so*"

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IV  Bishop  Rhode:  **Your  answer,  Senator,  confirms  my  earlier  statement 
that  all  restrictions  will  cause  unimaginable  harm  to  the  Slavs  who 

Every  modification  of  this  bill  must  in  its  result  be 
disadvantageous  to  the  immigrants  and,  therefore,  to  the  natives.  For  this 
reason  I  presume  that  you  cannot  take  any  other  stand  but  that  of  opposition

After  short  speeches  by  several  others  of  those  present.  Senator  Lewis  declared 
that  he  would  do  everything  in  his  power  to  prevent  harm  being  done  to  those 
coming  to  Anerica*

Oct.  21,  1913, 
THE  IMMIGRATION  QUESTION 


(Editorial) 

Among  the  many  important  problems  on  which  our  V/ashington  statesmen  are 
working  there  is  the  very  important  question  of  immigration* 

The  Yankees*  (being  themselves  sons  or  grandsons  of  immigrants)  feeling 
of  aversion  against  immigrants  deepens  every  day. 

Congressmen,  influenced  by  chauvinists  of  the  worst  kind,  and  being 
themselves ' in  the  majority  chauvinistic,  are  trying  to  bar  immigration 
to  this  coimtry. 

Immigration  from  Japan  and  China  is  entirely  stopped;  and  now  the 
chauvinists  in  Congress  are  trying  to  decrease  the  quota  or  stop  all  . 
immigration  from  Europe. 

Thanks  to  a  few  wiser  congressmen  the  passing  of  the  ant i -immigration  bills 
was  blocked,  some  of  them  were  vetoed  by  Presidents  Cleveland  and  Taft,  but

the  danger  of  nevr  attempts  still  exists,  and  v/e  must  watch  and  oppose 
vigorously  the  destructive  work  of  the  American  chauvinists* 


Some  of  the  best  brains  in  this  country,  not  only  politicians  but  also  men 
of  science  and  labor  leaders,  are  working  on  the  imr;J.gration  problem* 
Newspapers  often  publish  articles  on  this  subject*  These  articles  consider 
the  problem  from  different  angles,  and  soon  vie   shall  probably  witness  another 
attempt  of  o\ir  chauvinists  to  decrease  or  stop  the  entrance  of  immigrants 
from  Europe  to  this  country.  ^ 

One  Roscoe  F.  Hall,  a  noted  writer  from  Boston,  published  in  a  magazine  an 
article,  in  which  he  says  that  immigration  authorities  pay  more  attention 
to  the  quality  of  cattle  than  to  the  quality  of  immigrants  admitted  to  this 
country.  This  man  prefers  to  admit  more  cattle  without  any  restriction, 
than  human  beings  whom  he  considers  more  dangerous. 

On  the  otherhand,  some  well-known  economists,  men  vxith  more  common  sense, 
say  that  newcomers  from  Europe  are  not  jeopardizing  prosperity  in  this 
country,  but  are  rather  increasing  it  by  their  laboriousness,  thrift  and 
endurance,  a  virtue  that  seldom  can  be  credited  to  native  Americans* 
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Dr.  Richard  Cabot,  of  the  Medical  department  of  the  Harrrard  University,  in 
his  speech  to  the  Students'  Association  said  that  examination  of  immigrants 
by  the  immigration  authorities  is  a  farce.  Immigrants  with  slight  eye 
disease  are  not  allowed  to  land,  v/hile  those  affected  \7ith  tuberculosis 
are  accepted.  The  latter  should  be  examined  in  European  ports.  Dr.  Cabot 
further  states  that  immigrants  are  physically  healthier  and  possess  higher 
morals  thaJl  the  average  Americans;  true  they  are  not  so  well  educated,  but 
thanks  to  their  individuality  and  eagerness  for  manual  work  they  beat  the 
native  Americans.  But  healthy  and  strong  immigrants  are  slowly  killed  by 
local  conditions.  Feverish  and  nerve  racking  life,  unsanitary  dwellings, 
adulterated  and  often^  spoiled  canned  food,  and  hard  labor  in  mines  and 
factories  are  shortening  their  lives  rapidly.  ' 

The  immigrants  are  a  good  asset  to  this  coimtry;  They  are  doing  the  hardest 
and  most  dangerous  work,  which  the  native  American  avoids.  Yet  he  raises 
an  outcry  against  immigrants,  accusing  them  of  depriving  him  of  vjork. 

We  should  not  enforce  assimilation  by  drowning  entirely  one  race  in  another, 
but  we  should  teach  the  immigrants  to  honor  the  law  and  become  good  citizens 
of  this  so  far  hospitable  country;  we  should  encourage  them  to  settle  on 
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farms  and  thereby  to  increase  the  nations's  wealth.  We  should  not  stop 
the  Inmigrationy  but  v/e  should  segregate  inmiigrants  according  to  their 
ability  and  occupation,  and  they  will  be  beneficial  to  the  welfare  of 
this  great  country. 

Doctor  Cabot's  speech  proves  that  not  all  Americans  are  chauvinists  and 
are  against  immigration.  V/e,  Poles,  sons  of  immigrants,  but  loyal 
American  citizens,  v/ill  watch  all  attempts  of  native  chauvinists  and 
raise  our  voice  of  protest  in  due  time.

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Perhaps  very  few  of  our  journalists  and  writers  possess*  enoiigh  courage 
to  write  the  truth  about  this  ticklish  question;  most  of  them  are  afraid 
of  Jeopardizing  their  career.  Some  writers  are  satisfied  with  their 
positions,  which  enable  them  to  secure  personal  advantages  by  misdirecting 
and  fibbing  their  readers.  But  our  paper,  serving  honestly  our  people, 
shall  not  and  will  not  go  that  way.  It  cannot  change  its  policy,  and  it 
must  tell  the  readers  the  truth  regardless  of  the  fact  that  it  may  please, 
or  displease,  some  people.  Even  a  man  v;ith  a  bird's  brain  would  under- 
stand the  challenge  vdiich  is  implied  in  sending  again  to  Congress  the 
famous  Dellingham-Bumett  ant i- immigration  bill.

from  the  records  of  that  (kuirdiansi^p  Co^      in  March  there  iiere   ^ 
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seventy-four  arrests  for  various  violations •  Of  these,  sixty-tlfo  were  men 
and  twelve  women*  This  figure  represented  the  following  nationalities: 
fifty-one  Americans,  one  Canadian,  seven  Germans,  one  Irish,  one  Norwegian, 
Hlx  Italians,  three  Poles,  two  Austrians,  one  Bohemian,  and  one  Englishman* 
These  facts  prove  that  the  aliens  are  not  as  bad  as  they  are  painted,  but 
that  these  violations  and  scandals  are  committed  mostly  by  Americans*

Resolutions  adopted  unaniaously  at  mass  meeting  of  Poles  held  at  St« 
Stanislaus  Parish  Hallf  No.ble  and  Bradley  streets  in  Chioago,  on  May  12, 
I912t  called  together  with  the  intention  of  protesting  agcdnst  shcurper 
restriotions  proposed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  in  Uniting  the 
ianigration  leors*  These  resolutions  in  their  original  version  cure  as 
follows: 

^  -T-  "Whereas  the  honest,  industrious  eoid  sound  peaseuit  and  workingBuai  of 
Europe  nho  ochbos  to  this  country  of  his  ▼olition  to  improve  his  condition 
and  tiiat  of  his  family,  who  seeks  here  the  blessings  of  liber-^  for  him* 
self  and  his  family,  is  a  desirable  acquisition  to  the  manhood  of  the 
United  JEMbates: 


"Y/hereas  the  record  of  the  immigrants  and  their  children  who  have  c<»ie 
to  these  United  States  of  their  own  free  will  to  improve  their  condition 
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shoirs  that  thay  have  been  a  law-abiding  industrious  and  patriotic  eleiaent 
of  the  Ameriofliin  oitizenshipv  which  shared  the  burdens  and  duties  of  suoh 
citizenship*  bdth  in  times  of  war  and  peace*  as  loyally*   zecdously  and 
faithfully  as  the  native-born  citizen; 

"Whereas  a  'fair  investigation  of  conditions  in  this  country  will  dis- 
close that  in  these  states*  where  there  is  the  largest  naturalized  vote  cuad 
in  irikich  the  inmigrant  has  been  a  potent  factor*  there  are  nuuay  churches*" 
more  lib:.*aries*  acre  schools*  better  schools  and  a  more  general  intelligence 
than  in  other  ooommunities*  and  the  immigrants  -  especially  the  poor  among 
them  -  are  more  frugal*  cure  more  industrious*  and  are  more  used  to  continuous 
hard  work  than  the  poor  native  iimoriccais; 

"Whereas  an  educational  literary  or  scholastic  test  for  immigrants  in 
no  way  discloses  the  morals*   chcuracter*  heart*  or  virtues  of  the  immigrant* 
and  in  no  way  proves  the  desirability  of  such  newcoms^s  for  admission  into 
this  country;  \ 

"Whereas  the  history  of  all  mankind  proves  that  book-leeurning  does  not 
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mcJce  up  the  largest  percentage  of  the  oommon  sense  that  runs  the  world t  trans- 
aots  Its  businesSf   secures  Its  progress t  trebles  its  poirer  over  naturcy  wears 
away  the  world *s  restraints t  lifts  the  world's  burden  or  makes  nobler  men; 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved  by  representatives  of  Polish-American  orgcmizations 
and  parishes  of  the  city  of  Chicago  assembled  in  mass  meeting  this  Sunday  ed*ter- 
noon,  Kay  l^^th  at  the  St«  Stanislaus  Peurochial  School  Hallf  Noble  and  Bradley 
streetSf  ChicagOf   Illinoist  that  we  hereby  register  our  protests  and  opposition 
to  the  attempts  to  restrict  immigration  from  European  countries  emd  nations 
and  to  efforts  to  make  naturalization  of  immigrants  after  their  arrival  to  tiie 
United  States  more  difficult;  r^

"Resolved  that  the  special  efforts  at  this  time  to  restrict  immigration 
and  make  more  difficult  naturalisation  be  proposed  new  federal  laws  pending 
in  the  United  States  Congress  cure  hereby  condemned  by  us  as  American  citizens 
and  in  particular  the  provisions  for  the  restriction  of  immigrationt  and  for 
more  difficult  naturalization  <)ontained  in  and  comprising  the     Dillin^am 
Senate  Bill  and  the  Burnett  House  Bill  are  reprehensible  to  all  fair-minded 
and  Just  men  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  United  States  and  the  history 
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of  nations  and  espeolally  are  they  so  to  us  irtio  are  faalliar  with  the  oon* 
ditions  of  the  inmigrant  and  who  know  why  the  iimigrant  oomes  to  this  country 
and  iriiy  he  leaves  the  old  world; 

"Resolved  that  in  urging  our  protests  and  opposition  we  appeal  to  the 
President  of  the  United  Statej,  to  the  Vioe-Presidentf  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
Houset  to  all  United  States  Senators  ani  to  our  Congressmen  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  to  unite  in  defeating  the  proposed  Dillingham  Senate  and  Burnett 
House  Bills  because  said  bills  are  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  age,  opposed 
to  the  law  of  human  developnentt  and  incompatible  with  the  highest  civilization 
which  require  the  freest  intercourse  possible  not  only  between  men  but  between 
nations  and  the  opposition  to  or  the  variance  with  such  law  has  by  the  records  > 
of  history  been  repeatedly  proven  to  be  unprofitable  euid  disastrous  to  all 
people  who  pursued  a  policy  contrary  to  this  law  of  human  developnent; 

"Resolved  that  statemcuiship  which  seeks  to  restrict  immigration  in 
accordance  with  the  Dillin^am  Senate  ani  Burnett  House  Bills  is  not  Americein 
but  Chinese  of  the  type  which  made  China  a  dark  land  before  the  awakening 
thereof I 
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"Resolved  further  that  we  call  attention  to  the  lawmakers  at  Washington 
iliat  the  undesirable  apostles  of  dlsordert  disoordt  discontent  and  class 
hatredf  immoralityt  irreligion  and  lawlessness  are  not  the  peasants  and 
industrious  workingsen  of  Europe  irtio  because  of  goyernDental  conditions  in 
their  native  lands  are  unable  to  equip  themselves  to  pass  educational  or    i 
illiterate  tests  but  that  such  undesirables  apostles  and  trouble  breeders 
ara  when  found  among  the  immigrants  such  men  as  will  be  able  to  pass  aiiy 
and  all  educational  tests; 

** Resolved  that  we  further  call  the  attention  of  our  lawmakers  at 
Washington  to  thatt  the  immigrant  whb  comes  here  to  better  his  conditions 
to  CLVoid  persecution  of  despotic  governments  anl  to  improve  his  family 
has  been  found  and  proven  to  be  a  home-loving,  home-making,  anti-div(»*ce 
and  anti-race  suicide  acquisition  to  this  country's  citizenship; 

Resolved  further  that  we  hereby  point  out  that  the  further  restriction 
of  iniaigration  and  the  further  making  difficult  of  naturalization  under 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  said  Dillingham  Senate  and  Burnett  House  Bills  will 
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assist  the  government  usurping  Poland  and  persecuting  the  people  of  Poland 
in  their  dastardly  workt  will  make  more  difficult  the  struggle  of  the  Polish 
people  to  keep  alive  the  ideals  and  yirtues  of  their  living  nation  cuid  will 
bet  cCn  example  to  the  world  of  ingratitude  to  the  people  who  gladly  saorifioed 
their  lives  in  the  defense  and  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  principles  of  free* 
don  and  free  government  in  the  United  States  when  this  country  needed  them  .^ 
and  whose  brethren  core  now  denied  the  fruits  of  these  sacrifices  cmd  efforts 
if  the  u|^^        principles  and  efforts  are  to  prevail;
